Gentlemen: 


In compliance with the Charter of the City and County of San 
Francisco, Article III, Chapter I, Section II, I submit herewith my 
estimate, in detail, of the probable expenses and revenues for financial 
operation for the ensuing fiscal year 1917-18, together with an abstract 
of the estimated total expenses for each department. 

The compilation of these estimates has been made, as heretofore, in 
conformity with the plans suggested and advocated by the United States 
Bureau of Census and Statistics, explained to you in the communication 
accompanying each budget prepared and submitted by me since I 
assumed the duties of Auditor, and which, I am pleased to note, has been 
closely followed (as to the general plan) by the experts engaged by your 
committee to install a ‘‘new?? system of accounting.

In the Budget Estimate you will see as heretofore that each item of 
expense is segregated, coded and arranged under its proper department 
and classification, to serve not only as an invaluable guide to you, but 
also to provide a form which will enable the municipal offices, as well as 
the uninitiated, to arrive at the unit cost. 

Owing to the world-wide disturbances, affecting conditions in all 
municipalities, I have refrained from recommending appropriations for 
any purpose whatecever not absolutely necessary to the public welfare. 

Normal conditions having been restored in the city, and the build- 
ings and improvements provided for by the bond issues having been 
completed, to-wit—Hospitals, Jail, City Hall, Hall of Justice, Public 
Library, Fire Protection System, Municipal Railway, Schools and 
Sewers—afford a sufficient explanation of my attitude in either elimin- 
ating certain bureaus under the direction of the Board of Public Works, 
or reducing the force of employes engaged therein to correspond with 
that which obtained in 1908. 

For example: As a result of my investigations I find that the 
Bureau of Architecture is fully equipped and I believe is eompetent and 
able to prepare all plans necessary for the construction of new buildings 
likely to be required by the City. For this reason I would recommend 
that no outside architects be engaged. A large sum (exceeding $100,000) 
was paid for this outside service last year. If, however, it shall be the 
policy of the Board of Public Works to continue to engage outside archi- 
tects, then it is my recommendation that the Bureau of Architecture be 
completely abolished. I also recommend that the Special Building In- 
spectors, provided for under tbe different bond issues or special appro- 
priations, be entirely done away with and all of this service be performed 
by the inspectors now employed under the Bureau of Building Inspection, 
the present force being sufficient for that purpose. 





The Bureau for Special Emergency Sanitary Measures is no longer 
required as the emergency which called it into being has ceased. Should 
‘occasion arise for this class of work it can be performed by the permanent 
Bureau of Inspection. 


For the reason that a new Charter amendment provides for only one 
election annually, I have recommended a considerable reduction in the 
appropriation allotted to the Department of Elections. Should a special 
election be called, a fund of $50,000 has been provided for that purpose. 

I wish to invite particular attention to the Police and Firemen’s 
Relief Pension Funds, to the end that the greatest care shall be observed 
in their administration. The rapid and startling increase in the sums paid 
out in this connection ($128,000 in 1909 having grown to more than 
$227,000 for this fiscal year) constitutes a positive menace to the future 
‘adequacy of these funds to serve as secure protection for those retired 
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on the age limit. That this may be in a measure safeguarded through the 

" adoption of a modified form of the plan of the federal government in 
recalling, when needed, its retired officers, appeals to me as feasible. 
‘There are numerous men drawing pensions who are able to and do engage 
in active work and are thoroughly able to undertake the duties of inside 
positions now being performed by able-bodied men. 

I have recommended the sum of $1,758,540 for Streets and Lighting, 
Sewers and Highways, and have made a separate appropriation of 
$117,800 for the Engineering and Survey Departments, constituting a 
total of $1,876,340. 

I have based my estimate of revenue for the year 1917-18 on an 
assessed valuation of $546,000,000, which is an advance of only $4,000,000 
over last year’s assessment. There have been during the past year build- 
ing permits issued representing $15,000,000 of improvements. There 
has also been an abnormal increase in the values of commodities, 
reaching in the majority of instances fully one hundred per cent, so 
that after making a liberal allowance for depreciation of buildings, 
an increase of only $4,000,000 appeals to me as being ultra-conserva- 
tive. 

A large percentage of the realty value increase is shown in the single 
item of the Exposition lands. The area occupied by the Panama-Pacifie 
International Exposition was assessed in 1911 in the sum of $1,476,400, 
when a considerable portion of it was under water. During the past 
six years the assessed valuation was merely nominal, being in the 
sum of $251,530. The entire property is now reclaimed and unques- 
tionably represents more than double its former value. 

You will observe that my Budget estimate involves a tax levy of 
$2.227 on each $100.00 valuation, which is $.1015 less than the Charter 
limitation. If in your judgment you decide to provide for possible 
increases in cost of living, war emergencies and improvement activities, 
which I have not taken into consideration, and fix the tax levy at the 
Charter limit you will then have the sum of $554,190 to meet such 
contingencies. 

From a personal survey of the entire situation I am profoundly 
impressed with the grave injustice evident in the wide differences exist- 
ing in the salaries paid to employes of the several departments of the city 
government. I respectfully call your attention to Section III, Chapter I, 
Article VI, of the Charter, in which the following clause appears: 
«« # © © but no compensation to any employe shall be greater than 
is paid in the case of similar employments.’’ In order to establish my 
contention in this particular, I submit herewith a schedule showing the 
total salary roll of the eight highest paid men performing clerical duties 
in the Auditor’s department, the Board of Public Works and the Board 
of Supervisors:

Section I, Chapter II, Article IV, of the Charter designates the 
‘Auditor as the head of the Finance Department of the City and County. 
For this reason I am referring to the Auditor’s force as a standard of 
efficieney. The Auditor's employes included in the stated number have 
been continuously employed from 12 to 25 years, are thoroughly 
competent to transact the duties of the office, and, as in this department 
are kept the accounts of all departments, while employes in other offices 
have only matters pertaining to a single department to discuss, the 
Auditor's force is recognized ag expert in municipal accounting. At 
the same time to my personal knowledge there are employes engaged in 
the offices of the County Clerk, Recorder, Tax Collector, Assessor, ete., 
who are thoroughly efficient and who having entered the city’s employ 
twenty years ago, have faced years of faithful service without the 
stimulus of hope of increase. These men are equal in efficiency with 
those employes so fortunate as to be employed in department where the 
Charter permits such departments to fix and arbitrarily increase the 
salaries. This discloses 80 manifestly unjust attitude on the part of the 
municipality in the treatment accorded to employes of acknowledged 
efficiency that I urgently recommend to your honorable body the appoint- 
ment of a Bureau for the Standardization of Salaries, which shall be 
free from bias and otherwise be capable of determining the capacities 
of men and the value of services rendered. The correction of this 
condition will not necessarily involve any increase in the total of 
ealaries paid, but will regulate salaries by merit and not by individual 
preferment in the face of seniority of service and higher capabilities. 

As Auditor of the City and County of San Francisco it does not lie 
within my authority to correct inequalities or to refuse to withhold 
approval of salary demands, but I do feel it incumbent upon me, in the 
interest alike of the public and its employes, to strive through suggestion 
to establish equitable conditions in the particular premises under dis-

Bill NO. 4557. ORDINANCE NO. 4211 (New Series). 


An ordinance establishing a budget of the amounts estimated to 
be required to pay the expenses of conducting the publie business of 
the City and County government for the fiscal year commencing July 
1, 1917, and ending June 30, 1918. 

Be it ordained by the People of the City and County of San Fran- 
cisco as follows: 

Section 1. Pursuant to the provisions of Article III, Chapter I 
of the Charter of the City and County, the budget of the amounts 
estimated to be required to pay the expenses of conducting the publie 
business of the City and County for the fiscal year, commencing July 
Ist, 1917, and ending June 30th, 1918, is hereby made, and the 
amounts s0 estimated are hereby approved for appropriation and duly 
appropriated in totals as herein set forth to each department, officer, 
board or commission included in this budget. 

Section 2. The aggregate amount appropriated for conducting 
‘the public business of the City and County is $15,721,790, and is here- 
‘dy apportioned among the various funds as follows:

Section $ No department, officer, board or commission shall ex- 
pend, agree to expend or incur liabilities which in total amount ex- 
ceed the total sum appropriated in this ordinance or subsequently 
appropriated to such department, officer, boand or commission during 
the fiscal year commencing July Ist, 1917, and ending June 30th, 1913. 

Section 4. The estimated amount apportioned to the ‘General 
Fand"* and here appropriated from the *‘General Fund"? to the va- 
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rious departments, officers, boards or commissions shall be expended 
according to the following terms and conditions, namely: 


Firet. No department, officer, board or commission shall 
expend or incur liabilities to expend for any purpose a sum 
or sums in excess of the amount appropriated to such de- 
partment, officer, board or commission for such purpose. 

Second. Wherever in this ordinance the total appro- 
priated amounts are segregated into segregated allotments, 
no department, officer, board or commission shall expend or 
ineur liabilities to expend for any purpose @ sum or sums in 
excess of the amount allotted for such purpose. 

Third. The executive head of a department, board, office 
or commission may increase or decrease the amount of any 
segregated allotment or establish additional segregated allot- 
ments, provided such executive file with the Auditor and the 
Board of Supervisors a statement of (1) the amount by 
which it is proposed to increase or decrease any allotment or 
allotments, (2) the circumstances necessitating the adjust- 
ment advised. 

Fourth. The purposes for which the appropriated and 
allotted sums included in this ordinance are authorized shall, 
within the limits of the titles of such appropriations and 
segregated allotments, he interpreted by the Auditor of the 
City and County according to the definitions of the uniform 
classification of objects of expenditure. 

Fifth. The Auditor of the City and County shall not au-

City Attorneys’ Report

ir: In compliance with the requirements of Section 9, Article XVI of the 
‘Charter of the City snd County of San Francisco, I have the honor to submit the 
following report for the office of the City Attorney for the fiscal year 1916-1917. 


On the 6th day of March, 1917, the resignation of Hon. Percy V. Long as 
City. Attorney was accepted by you as Mayor and I was appointed City Attorney 
for the uncxpired term. The report covers the entire fiscal year 1916-1917 of the 
City Attorney's office and therefore much of the matter contained in the report 
took place during Mr. Long's incumbency. No effort has been made to differen- 
tiate those matters which were completed before my appointment. 








‘The present organisation of the City Attorney's office is as follows: I have 
‘two assistants, who each receive a salary of $3600 per annum; four who receive 
$8000 per annum each; one who receives $2400 per annum; one who receives 
$1800 per annum; a general clerk who receives $1800 per annum; two stenogra- 
phers who receive $1200 per annum each; two stenographers, one messenger and 
one assistant clerk at $900 per annum each, 








While the work of the City Attorney's office has been constantly increasing 
during the last five years, due to the activity of the City in promoting and carrying 
out its many projects, the number of assistants has not been increased and at the 
Present time the force of the office is sufficient to carry on the work by reason 
of the long experience of most of the assistants in the office and by them giving 
their undivided time to the work of the City.

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RATE LITIGATION. 


Bince the close of the last Fiscal Year the City Attorney's Office has. con- 
tinued steadily with the disposition of the accumulated rate litigation. The Valua- 
tion Department, which had been previously organized under the direction of N. 
Randall Ellis, Valuation Engineer, has been continuing throughout the Fiscal 
‘Year and has effected very satisfactory economies in expenditures of handling this 
litigation, by reason of having all the work conducted in one department and 
‘under one head, fastead of employing separate engineers for separate cases, as was 
formerly the practice. The following is a brief resume of progress in the various 
‘suits, and is followed by « classified statement of the expenses incurred by this 
office during the past Fiscal year in connection with this litigation. 


SPRING VALLEY WATER RATE CASES. 
FEDERAL COURT OASES. 

‘The trial of these cases has already been completed during the preceding 
Fiscal Year. The argument of the cases before Master in Chancery H. M. Wright 
took place in August, 1916, and occupied some 17 days. The transcript of the 
argument covered 2145 pages and by direction of the Court was printed. At 
the conclusion of ihe argument the case was submitted and has been under sub- 
mission during the entire Fiscal Year. Approximately two and one-quarter million 
dollars and now impounded with the Special Master in Chancery. » portion of 
whieh has been invested in Liberty Bonds. 

On the 7th dey of August, 1917, the Master in Chancery filed a draft of » 
proposed report to be made to the District Court, copies of which were furnished 
to this office. In a letter to the office the Master stated that on September 7th 
he would hear objections from both sides to his report and would then make & 
supplemental report based on the objections made by both parties and the draft 
of the report already filed by him. In the draft of the report the Master finds 
in favor of Spring Valley Water Company in all the cases and recommends that 
judgment be entered for the Company. 

It is unnecessary to give an extended review of the report of the Master. 
It will suffice to state that the findings of the Master are unsatisfactory to the 
City and it is proposed to not only vigorously object to the adoption of the report 
by the District Court, but also, in case the Court should adopt the report and 
base its judgment thereon, to appeal therefrom. 

For the last year of litigation, that is 1914-1915, the Master valuen the prop- 
erties of Spring Valley, used and useful for water purposes, at approximately 















It is bel 
tion is entirely too excessive and that the of return that the Master finds 
should be allowed to Spring Valley is entirely too high. Until the report has 
been made final, however, it is not necessary or proper to further discuss the 
matter, but, as already stated, this office intends to vigorously object to the 
valuation made by the Master of the Spring Valley properties and the amount of 
return that he finds should be allowed to the Company. 





RAILROAD COMMISSION PROCEEDINGS. 


In December, 1916, the State Railroad Commission, on its own initiative, 
ordered an investigation of the meter rate charges for water service, which was 
being greatly entended by the Spring Valley Water Company. The City Attorney's 
Office was represented at the hearing. The Commission refused to decide the 
question until a thorough investigation of the Company's properties and’ business 
could be made, and in the meantime ordered a flat rate schedule to be restored 
where it had theretofore existed. 
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Subsequent to that period the Spring Valley Water Company filed a petition 
asking that meter rates be established and that its revenues be increased., Thi 
application was corisolidated with the petition for a reduction’ of ‘rates already 
‘filed by the Attorney's Office in behalf of the City and several hearings have 
Deen held. Grest economy was effected in the presentation of the ‘City's side of 
‘the case by filing in thé Commission a copy of the entire record and 1 
hibits which were used by the City in the cases before the Federal Court, the 

jues in both Coutt’ and Commission proceedings being in most regpects identical. 
In ‘addition to this évery facility has beer afforded to the experts of the Railroad 
Commission to gain whatever knowledge, information and data tespecting the 
Properties and business of the Company has been accumulated through this office 
during the past years of controversy, {It is improbable that this case can be 
finally submitted and decided before the end of the present calendar year, at 
Teast. The City Attorney's Office will represent the City and the rate payers at 
all these hearings and present additional evidence necessary to supplement ‘the 
Federal Court records already on file. Every effort is to be made before the 
Railroad Commission. to secure a substantial reduction of water rates to an 
‘equitable basis. Also an effort is to be made to secure an adjustment of hydrant 
rates paid by the City, which are believed to be entirely too high. 





























GAS RATE CASES. 
RAILROAD COMMISSION CASE. 
The trial before the State Railroad Commission of the City's application for 
® reduction of the rates charged by the Pacific Gas and Electric Company for 
gas service in the City and County of San Francisco was completed during the 
Fiscal Year 1916-1917. Twenty-six hearings were held before the Commission. 
A total of 127 exhibits’ were filed. Forty witnesses were called, 7 on Wehr of 
City, 20 on behalf of Company, 10 on behalf of Railroad Commission; 2 on 
behalf of Palo Alto Gas Company and 1 on behalf of San Francisco Apartment 
House Association. The record comprises 2100 pages of typewritten manuscript. 
Upon submission of the case, briefs were filed on behalf of the City and of the 
Company and decision from the Commission is expected within a short time. 
‘The City Attorney's Office asked in its argument that the maximunr rate charged 
for gas be reduced from 85 cents, which is now being charged under protection 
of the Federal Court injunctions, to 75 cents, at least The action of the Com- 
‘mission will be awaited with general interest. 














FEDERAL COURT CASES. 

‘Three gas rate cases pending in the Federal Court involving the validity of 
gas rates fixed by ordinance by the Board of Supervisors for the yéars from 1913 
to 1915, inclusive, were consolidated and the trial commenced before H. M. 
‘Wright, Master in Chancery, in April, 1917. To date 32 hearings have been 
held. The evidence covers 2296 pages of transcript, 68 exhibits have been filed 
and 25 witnesses have been called to the stand. The Company has not yet 
finished the presentation of its direct case. It is anticipated that the presentation 
‘of evidence and arguments will be concluded before the end of 1917. If the 
City in successful in this case there will be a refund to the gas rate payer of all 
sums collected in excess of the 75-cent rate, which was fixed by the Board of 
Supervisors’ ordinances, amounting at the present date to about $1,250,000. 

















OTHER RATE LITIGATIONS. 
ELECTRIC CASES. 
Two electric cases are pending, one in the Federal Court and one in the 
Railroad Commission, During the last Fiseal Year considerable work has been 
done under the direction of the City Attorney's Office by the Valuation Depart- 
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‘ment in preparation for trial of both-"tdve esses, Extefisiony Work’ now being 
carried on by various electric companies in the City has been carefully followed 
in the field by the Valuation Engineers, and sccsrate cost data obtained for use 
in the appraisal of all electric properties. The inventory which was submitted 
by the Pacific Gas and Electric Company covering ite electric properties in San 
Francisco has been checked as to the underground conduit and cable work and 
meters. When it is considered that there are about 80,000 electric consumers in 
San Francisco, each having # separate meter, an idea of the detail work involved 
in this checking can be had. It has been the policy of this office to secure as 
far as possible agreements with electric companies as to statistical data and actual 
cost. A great deal of time and expense in Court and the Commission is saved in 
this way, without in the least prejudicing the City side of cases. 








‘TELEPHONE CASES. 

Two cases are pending involving the question of Telephone Rates in San 
Francisco, one before the Railroad Commission and one before the Federal Court. 
One hearing was held before the Railroad Commission during the past year. Due 
to the fact that the Pacific Telephone and Telegraph Company has petitioned the 
Commission for a statewide appraisal and examination of its rates, considerable 
time will be consumed in this case, although it will only be necessary for the 
City Attorney to appear and present evidence with respect to that portion of it 
which affects San Francisco rates. The Valuation Department bas had men 
checking the inventory of San Francisco Telephone properties and in conjunction 
with the Railroad Commission Engineers has follwed the fleld work of the 
Telephone Company. Considerable data has been gathered bearing on under- 
ground and overhead construction. All data gathered by the City Engineers h 
been placed at the disposal of the Railroad Commission Experts, and they ha 
in turn reciprocated by furnishing us with data relating to work being done 
outside of the City which might be applicable to San Francisco. A partial audit 
has been made of the Telephone Company's books, which will be completed in 
time for presentation at the various hearin;

POLICY A8 TO RATE LITIGATION. 

Tt is the desire and intention of this office to conclude all rate litigation, 
both in the Federal Courts and before the Railroad Commission, as soon as it is 
Practicable to do so. It has been a constant expense to the City and if, as this 
office believes, the people are entitled to and will receive a favorable readjust- 
ment of all public utility rates, they should obtain the benefit of the same just 
as soon as it is possible to secure it. 





HETCH HETCHY MATTERS. 

‘The conduct of legal matters affecting the Hetch Hetchy project hns been 
marked during the past Fiscal year by an innovation. In the light of the volume 
of legal business affecting this project and the desirability of having this work 
handled by one lawyer who could give his entire attention to it, the Board of 
Supervisors, upon recommendation of the City Attorney and the City Engineer, 
authorized the Board of Works to make a contract with Robert M. Searles, 
formerly Assistant City Attorney for the City. to handle all of thix Inw work 
under general direction of the City Attorney's Office. This contract was made in 
March, 1917, so that the legal work prior to that date was handled directly by 
the City Attorney's Office. and since that date has been in Mr. Searles’ charge. 
Inasmuch as the City Attorney is vested by the Charter with genera! authority 
and responsibility for all litigation affecting the City. it has of course. been advis- 
able that there should be close co-operation between the new Hetch Hetchy Law 
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Department and the City Attorney's Office. This has in all instances been pre- 
served and the results to date indicate that the new arrangement is affording a 
satisfactory solution of the problem which confronted the City Attorney of handling 
the grest mass of general litigation, and at the same time of having at least one 
attorney devoting his time exclusively to the Inw work on the Hetch- Hetchy 
Project. The arrangement has the further advantage of not imposing a perma- 
nent burden on the general fund raised by annual taxation for the expense of 
legal work related colely to a project which is being constructed through the 
proceeds of bond issues. The expenses of the Heteh Hetchy Law Department are 
paid from the water supply bond proceeds, and the whole department will, of 
course, terminate with the completion of construction of the project. The follow- 
ing statements of legal accomplishments in the matter of this project may therefore 
be taken as the joint results of the work of the City Attorney's Office and the 
new Hetch Hetchy Law Department during the past Fiscal Year. 





HETCH HETCHY LITIGATION. 
CONDEMNATION CASES. 

‘Two condemnation suits were tried in Tuolumne County and decrees obtained 
for the condemnation of rights of way for the Hetch Hetchy Railroad during the 
past year. In one of these cases (City and County vs. Cavagnaro et al.) the de- 
fendants asked $220,000 as compensation for a right of way across some mining 
claims, After a jury trial Inating three weeks a verdict was brought in award- 
ing the land to the City for the sum of $160, Subsequently a final decree and 
writ of possession was obtained and the railroad is now constructed across the 
land in controversy. The other case was a friendly suit to acquire title to prop- 
erty held under administration of an estate, There are still three condemnation 
cases pending in Tuolumne County, two of them involving rights of way and one 
of them the acquisition of land owned by the Yosemite Power Company in the 
Poopenaut Valley. 





WATER RIGHT SUITS. 

‘The suit brought against the City by the Modesto Irrigation District in 
Btanislaus County to establish title to water rights in excess of the Raker Bill 
allowances is still pending. Through the efforts of the City Attorney's Office the 
case was transferred to San Joaquin County, and a stipulation made that it should 
only be tried before a judge upon whom both parties could agree. In the mean- 
time, the City has continued its hydrographic surveys in the Modesto District 
under the general direction of the City Attorney's Office, with a view to gather- 
ing acientific data upon which the legal rights of both parties to the litigation can 
be accurately determined. This work, while it has necessitated some expense to 
the City in the employment of irrigation experts, is more than justified by the 
importance of having accurate data with which to offset the general theories here- 
tofore promulgated by the representatives of the irrigation districts. The City’ 
water rights on the Tuolumne River must be protected at all costa if the project 
in to be a success, for, of course, the City water rights are the very heart of the 
entire project. 

There are atill pending in Tuolumne County two suits brought by the Na- 
tional Park Electric Power Company affecting water rights on the Cherry and 
Tuolumne Rivers, but there seems little probability of their being seriously pressed 
by the plaintiff. 





INTERIOR DEPARTMENT MATTERS. 

The most notable victory won by the City during the pant year before the 
Interior Department was the denial by the Secretary of the Interior of the appl 
cation of the Yosemite Power Company for reservoir privileges in the Poopena 
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Valley. The importance to the City of this decision will be realised when it is 
remembered that the Poopenaut Valley lies on the Tuolumne River between the 
City's storage dam at Hetch Hetchy and the Early Intake where the tunnel aque- 
duct starts. Had the Yosemite Power Company been successful in this applica- 
tion, it would have been physically able, at least, to divert water from the Tuolumne 
below the City's storage dam, carry it around the Intake, and discharge it into 
the river at @ point so low down as to make its recapture by the City impossible. 
‘The denial of this application removes one of the serious threats to the legal 
safety of the project. 

There are still pending before the Department of the Interior and the De- 
partment of Agriculture other applications of the Yosemite Power Company for 
storage privileges on the South and Middle Forks of the Tuolumne. The City 
Attorney's Office has, during the past year, filed protests to the effect that these 
privileges should not be granted unless conditions are inserted in the permits 
which will forever protect the City in the fulfilment of its obligations under the 
Hetch Hetchy grant, with respect to the Modesto and Turlock Irrigation Districts. 
‘The City has also asked that an absolute denial be made of all applications for 
aqueduct rights on the Main Tuolumne above the South Fork where physical in- 
terference with the Heteh Hetchy project would be probable. 

‘The National Park Electric Power Company has two applications pending 
with the Department of Agriculture for rights of way, one on the main Tuolumne 
and Cherry Rivers and the other on the South and Middle Forks of the Tuolumne. 
This office has filed protests against both of these applications and is confident of 
the same success which the City experienced in the Yosemite Power Company 
matter. 

In addition to opposing the attempts of the Yosemite Power Company to 
establish conflicting rights, the City has applied for numerous privileges itself. 
During the past Fiscal Year applications were filed by the City Attorney's Office 
with the Department of the Interior for various rights of way for railroad, power 
lines, telephone lines, aqueduct lines and wagon road rights of way. Under the 
provisions of the Hetch Hetchy grant, all such applications and location maps 
had to be filed prior to December 19, 1916. A distinct effort was therefore made 
by the City Attorney's Office, in co-operation with the City Engineer, to secure 
every possible right of way privilege that would be needed in the constraction of 
the project. Some of the applications have already been granted, and the others 
are progressing through the various bureaus of the Interior Department. Favor- 
able action in the near future in anticipated. Acknowledgement is made at this 
point of the valuable work of the City’s legal representative in Washington, D. C., 
Mr. R. Woodland Gates, who has rendered valuable services in following up these 
various applications in the several bureaus, and securing favorable action on them 
8 soon as possible. 




















HETCH HETCHY RIGHT OF WAY ACQUISITION 
Acquisition of rights of way for the Hetch Hetchy project has been ener- 
getically continued during the past Fiscal Year by Mr. Joseph J. Phillips, the 
City's right of way agent, Aside from this task of keeping abead of the con- 
tractors and construction crewa in his purchases, which he bas ably performed 
at a minimum expense to the project, he has succeeded in maintaining on every 
ide in Tuolumne County friendly relations between the local inhabitants and San 
Francisco's representatives, a problem which is not always easy of solution where 
large construction work is in progress, 











HETCH HETCHY RAILROAD, 


‘The work of acquiring rights of way for the sixty-seven miles of the Hetch 
Hetehy Transportation Railroad has been practically completed during the current 
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Fiscal Year, and the railroad itself finished as far as the Middle Fork of the 
Tuolumne. This work has been expedited by the successful termination of the 
condemnation suit against Cavagnaro et al., to which reference was made herein- 
above. Several owners who had been delaying settlement were influenced by the 
outcome of that litigation to accept the City's terms. During the past year ap- 
proximately eight miles of right of way for railroad purposes were acquired from 
twenty-three owners of agricultural, homestead, mining claims, townsite lots and 
holdings through which the railroad line passes. Many claims for damages re- 
sulting from the construction of the road were settled. 





AQUEDUCT RIGHTS OF WAY. 

‘The work of acquiring the rights of way for the construction of the Hetch 
Hetehy tunnel aqueduct was commenced in the early part of 1917. To date, 
with the exception of one parcel, all of the aqueduct rights of way numbering 
eleven parcels hay been acquired through the mountain division of the Hetch 
Hetehy project—that. is, between the Hetch Hetchy Dam Site and Priest Regu- 
lating Reservoir. A Inrge portion of the aqueduct route is, of course, through 
government land, rights to which were secured under the terms of the Hetch 
Hetchy grant. Through private lands the policy has been followed of purch: 
ing the fee of the land, with a view to using the surface for power transmission 
lines, while the aqueduct tunnel is constructed beneath the surface to a greater 
or less depth. It has also been necessary to acquire various shaft sites and dump- 
ing privileges in connection with the aqueduct route. Further privileges were 
acquired by the City’s right of way agent for the boring of test holes, designed 
to enable the engineering department to ascertain the character of the formation 
through which the tunnel is to pass. Additional Iand has also been acquired to 
protect the drainage into the Priest Hill forebay from pollution. 


























POWER LINES. 

As has been already explained, the power lines from the Early Intake Power 
House will be constructed over the surface of the aqueduct right of way. 

In conclusion, it may be siad that the work of acquiring rights of way for 
the mountain ion of the project has been nearly finished. There are a few 
litigated matters but it is probable that most of these can be ad- 
justed satisfactorily to the City. 











ADVISORY WORK. 

Considerable time has also been given by the City Attorney's Office and the 
Hetch Hetchy Law Department to requests for legal advice on us matters 
connected with the project. Specifications for contracts have been examined und 
such assistance as was requested by the engineering department given in order 
to insure conformity with the law in drawing these specifications. An attempt 
has been made to furnish the City Engineer and his assistants in direct charge of 
the construction of this great project all possible co-operation from the legal 
department. Acknowledgement is gratefully made to Mr. John Gartland, attorney 
for the Board of Public Works, for his valuable assistance growing out of a long 














experience and expert knowledge of municipal contract 





‘The portion of this report relative to the Hetch Hetchy project han been sub- 
mitted to Mr. Searls, the attorney in charge of the Hetch Hetchy Law Depart- 
ment, and is approved by him as correct in respect to all matters which have 
been under his charge. 
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FOUR-TRAOK LITIGATION. 


‘The most signal vietory by the City Attorney's Office during the, last year 
was the decision by Judge Hunt in the United States District Court, sustaining 
the right of the City to parallel the tracks of the United Railroads on Market 
Street. The controversy arose over the right of the City to construct tracks on 
Market Street for the Church Street line, between Van Ness Avenue and Church 
Street. It is probably the most important decision of any court in this State on 
& public question given in many years. 

Unless this decision had been obtained the Church Street line could not have 
been completed and the project of connecting up Church Street with Van Ness 
Avenue would possibly have had to be abandoned and a much inferior line 
constructed. 

On the 18th day of January, 1917, Judge Hunt of the District Court held 
that the provisions of the franchises of the United Railroads did not prohibit the 
City from constructing tracks on Market Street paralleling the tracks of the 
United Railroads and that the City was at liberty to proceed to lay down its 
tracks on Market Street if it so desired. The United Railroads is perfecting an 
appeal from this decision, but it is felt by this office that the Supreme Court of 
the United States will unquestionably sustain the decision of the lower court. 











MUNICIPAL RAILWAY LITIGATION. 

‘There was pending at the beginning of the present Fiscal Year and carried 
forw.:d from the preceding Fiscal Year twelve actions against the City and 
County of San Francisco for damages alleged to have been received in uccidents 
arising out of the operation of the Municipal Railways. Of these actions six are 
still pending and with the exception of one, hereinafter referred to, are yet to 
be tried in the Superior Court. One action, that of Reigle vs. City and County 
of San Francisco, for damages due to the death of Harry H. Reigle in a collision 
between an automobile in which he was driving and a Municipal car at Geary 
and Steiner Streets, was determined in the Superior Court, after a second trial, 
adversely to the City and County, the jury returning a verdict in favor of the 
plaintiff therein for $10,000. A motion for a new trial in the action is now 
Pending before the Superior Court. The remaining six of the above specified 
actions have been finally settled and determined in the following manner, to-wit: 

‘Three by judgment in favor of the City: 

One by judgment adverse to the City in the sum of $7500 and afterwards 
settled for $5000; 

‘Two by compromise and settlement out of Court, 

‘There was instituted during the present Fiscal Year 18 new actions against 
the City, practically all of them being for damages due to alleged personal in- 
juries received in accidents on the Municipal Railways. Of these actions 11 are 
still pending—7 having been disposed of as follows 

Four by judgment in favor of the City: 

‘Three by compromise and settlement before trial. 




































CLAIMS. 

Accidents and claims filed and adjusted therein during the present Fiscal 
Year show a marked decrease from the number in the preceding Fiscal Year, 
thin due, no doubt, to the end of the Exposition period and consequently less 
number of passengers carried and car miles operated. 

‘A larger amount of money was expended in settlement of claims this Fiscal 
Year as compared with Inst, but of this money by far the greater amount wa 
paid in the settlement of claims which arose out of accidents that took place dur- 
ing the Exposition year. 

‘There in added to this report the table below, which is interesting from 8 
statistical point of view:

SAN CHRISTINA AND OTHER TAX LITIGATION. 


There atill remain for final determination a great number of suits brought for 
the recovery of taxes which have been levied in past years over and above the 
dollar limit formerly prescribed in the Charter. The first case which was brought 
to trial on the facts was the San Christina Investment Company vs. City and 
County of San Francisco, No. 35778, which has been tried, and all the evidence 
introduced before Judge Seawell. This case is for the recovery of taxes paid 
under protest for the Fiscal Year 1910-11. Being the first case which presented 
the actual facts and evidence to the Court, it is considered of very great import- 
ance, The trial extended over a period of some five months and the testimony 
comprises a record of some three thousand typewzitten pages. There are sixty- 
seven cases for the same Fiscal Year, involving claims of approximately $320,000, 
all of which depend in a large measure upon a correct determination of the San 
Christina case. 
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This office feels gratified over the fact that, despite this large amount of 
money involved in these aggregated cases, it was able to make n final presentation 
of the San Christina case at ® cost of less than $4000. It should be noted that 
this was done, although the case involved the validity of an excess levy of 29 
cents to take care of earthquake and fire conditions with reference to: 1st, 
streets, sewers and public buildings; 2nd, Fire Department buildings and equip- 
ment; 3rd, Police Department buildings and equipment; 4th, School buildings and 
equipment; 5th, sanitation condition, All of the above caused by the fire and 
earthquake of 1906. This entire range of subject-matters, as existing at the be- 
ginning of the Fiscal Year 1910-11, and as created by the fire and earthquake of 
1906, had to be presented in as clear a manner as possible to the Court. 

Judge Seawell has requested that argument in the San Christina case be 
Postponed until the Supreme Court has finally passed on the points of law in- 
volved in the ease of Alexander Keyes vs. City and County of San Francisco. 
In this latter case action was brought for the recovery of taxes paid over the 
dollar limit, for the Fiseal Year 1911-12. It is to a certain extent a test case for 
that year and for the years 1912-13, 1913-14 and 1914-15, That is, so far as 
certain points of law are concerned. 

The principal points involved are the right of a taxpayer to sue at all for 
the recovery of taxes paid to the City and County of San Francisco. This office 
thas presented the claim that the Code sections on this subject do not apply to San 
Francisco. Also that the old Charter limit of taxation of $1 on $100 valuation, 
referred only to taxes raised for municipal purposes and not to taxes raised for 
county or state purposes. The case was decided in favor of the City in both the 
Superior Court and the District Court of Appeal. A petition for hearing in the 
Supreme Court was then granted by the latter Court and the matter has been 
argued and submitted to that Court, but not yet decided. 

Nine hundred cases involving taxes for the Fiscal Years 1911-12, 1912-18, 
1913-14 and 1914-15, have been filed against the City and the amounts of taxes 
involved is approximately $1,176,404.30. 

These figures suggest the great importance of the points of law at issue in 
the Keyes case and also of the correct determination of the actual existence of an 
emergency and necessity authorizing the excess levy. in the San Christina case, 
in which case voluminous evidence on this point was submitted to the Court. 

‘The Charter amendment adopted by the people of this City, and approved by 
the Legislature in 1915, removed many of the former limitations placed upon the 
tax leying powers of the Board of Supervisors. As a result no suits have been 
brought on the tax levy for 1915-16 or for 1916-17. 






































TWIN PEAKS TUNNEL. 

The Twin Peaks Tunnel was completed in the month of June, 1917, and a 
cepted by the City. It was over three years in building and many legal matters 
connected with the actual construction of the project, the levying and collection of 
the assersments, and litigation connected therewith, required the cdnstant atten- 
tion of this office. The original proceedings for the levying of the assessment were 
prepared in the City Attorney's Office and it is gratifying to observe that this very 
large project has been completed under the procedure outlined hy the office. 

‘There in still pending several cases involving the legality of the assessment, 
all of which have been determined favorable to the City in the lower Court, and 
there is every reason to believe that the decision of the lower Court will be 
sustained. 

















STOCKTON STREET TUNNEL. 
During the last year the Supreme Court has decided in favor of the City, 
sustaining the proceedings under which the Stockton Street Tunnel was coi 
structed. The test case was entitled Hayne vs. City and County of San Francisco 
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‘and in that esse the Supreme Court sustained fully the Stockton Street Tunnel 
Proceedings... The ease in an important one to the City for the reason that it 
finally places approval on the method of procedure that was employed in both.the 
Stockton Street Tunnel and the Twin Peaks Tunnel, and it is believed that this 
decision settles the controversies that arose from dissatisfied property owners im 
the Twin Peaks Tunnel assessment district. 

The Twin Peaks Tunnel project and the Stockton Street Tunnel project were 
the two largest projects ever undertaken under the assessment plan. The pro- 
cedure for carrying them through was new and novel and the Hayne case has 
settled in this State macy disputed points in local improvement matters. 


EXTENSION OF THE BOULEVARD SYSTEM. 


The City Attorney's Office has been called upon during the past rear to 
acquire numerous tracts of land needed by the City for the extension of the great 
boulevard system now under construction. A brief mention may be made of some 
‘of the more important purchases for this purpose. 


MARINA BOULEVARD. 


Through arrangements made with the property owners along the route of this 
Proposed boulevard, a considerable area of land has been acquired for its con- 
struction without the expenditure of any money. The consideration given in each 
case wan a deed to the land contained in adjacent streets which were necessarily 
closed through the construction of the boulevard. The area so deeded in exchange 
was in every case less than that acquired by the City. Arrangements have now 
been completed for the acquisition of all the land needed for this boulevard between 
‘Van Ness Avenue and the Presidio. 





HUNTERS POINT ROAD. 

‘The exigencies of naval construction and the demand for a residential district 
in the neighborhood of the great industrial center of the City has made it impera- 
tive that a paved street be built through the entire length of Hunters Point, termi- 
wating at the present Union Iron Works Dry Dock. The City Attorney was 
directed by resolution of the Board of Supervisors to acquire the land for the 
purpose of this proposed street, which is to be eighty feet in width and paved 
with standard bitumen paving on concrete base. Twelve purchases of land have 
been made by the City Attorney's Office from adjacent property owners, and = 
large tract has ben acquired by donation from the Water Front Land Corporation, 
conditioned upon the City’s performing the street work thereon. Proceedings are 
now under way in the Board of Public Works for the construction of this avenue, 
‘which will open up for residential purposes a highly desirable section of the City. 











SLOAT BOULEVARD WIDENING. 


‘The work of acquiring land for the proposed widening of Solat Boulevard 
to a total width of 135 feet has been practically completed during the past year 
through the efforts of the City Attorney's Office. An agreement was entered 
into with the United Railroads and its subsidiary corporation, through which they 
exchanged 20 feet of their private right of way along the present north line of 
this boulevard for a 20-foot strip of roadway lying immediately south of their 
right of way, and have agreed to move their tracks 20 feet south of their present 
location. The usual proceeding for closing the portion of the roadway to be 
deeded to the Company, and the exchange of lands under the provisions of the 
Charter were carried through by this office. The deeds are now ready for de- 
very. In addition to this, deeds have been acquired for a 30-foot strip lying 
north of the former street railroad right of way from a large number of owners 
‘of property along said line, This office was able, through negotiations, to have 
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all of said property donated to the City in consideration of the City's agreement 
to do the street work. A few deods still remain to be obtained, and as soon as 
they are secured the new roadway will be formally dedicated. To any one 
familiar with this section of San Francisco and the crowded condition of motor 
and vehicular traffic on the 30-foot paved strip lying south of the railroad tracks, 
the proposed widening and paving of a now strip will appear as a very desirable 
improvement. Needless to say, it will also greatly enhance the beauty and attrac: 
tiveness of one of the finest boulevards of the City, which leads directly from the 
Ocean to the new residential district wost of Twin Peaks. 








HONORA SHARP BEQUEST, AND SPRECKELS-MURPHEY TRUST. 


‘The above matter has been pending for several years on account of extensive 
litigation brought by different parties to prevent the final carrying out of this 
trust for the benefit of the and County of San Francisco. It is now, bo 
ever, completely terminated so far as Trustee A. B. Spreckels is concerned; and 
with reference to Trustee Samuel G. Murphey, he has recently delivered to the 
City Attorney's Office a conveyance of the 410 acres of land located in San Mateo 
County, being a portion of the San Pedro Ranch. Mr. Spreckles conveyed. 
through this office, not only his interest in this land, but also forty thousand 
dollars in cash, which money obligation is still to be carried out by Mr. Murphey. 

Honora Sharp left » bequest of two hundred thousand dollars outright to 
the late Reuben H. Lloyd and A. B. Spreckels. They in turn declared « trust 
for the benefit of the City, and particularly for the erection of a Memorial Gate 
in Golden Gate Park in memory of the Inte husband of the aforesaid Honors 
Sharp. 

Subsequently, upon the death of Mr. Lloyd, Samuel G. Murphey was sub- 
stituted by the co-trustee, Mr. Spreckels, for and in place of Mr. Lloyd. Then, 
these trustees received from the said estate of Honora Sharp the sum of eighty 
thousand dollars in cash and 410 acres of land in San Mateo County, just below 
Salada Beach, and did acknowledge said receipt of money and lands as being 
complete payment by the said eatate to them, as trustees, of any moneys due to 
‘them from the estate. 

Mr, Spreckels has, as above atated, deeded his one-half in this land to the 
City and delivered the one-half of the eighty thousand dollars which was under 
his control. Upon the delivery by Mr. Murphey of his one-half of this eighty 
thousand dollars the matter will be finally closed. 

‘There have been years of litigation, and different authorizations’ by the Board 
of Supervisors were necessary before this case could be finally settled along the 
lines above described. The City takes the land with the obligation to use the 
same an a public park to be known as the “Sharp Park." Superintendent of 
Parks John McLaren has already made some improvements along the beach side 
of this land.

It 
ia required to be written in full, as all property, operative and non-operative, is 
subject to the additional ad valorem tax rate that may be levied by the State if 
the State revenues provided in Section 14, Article XIII, are not sufficient to meet 
the expenditures of the State.

A net increase over last year of $8,563,572. The increase in improvements 
was $4,929,655; the increase in personal property, $3,808,096; the loss in land 
values was $274,179. 

‘The latter was caused by the city's purchase of land, causing loss in annual 
taxes, based on $2.38 rate, of $6,388.87. This annual loss of taxes is perpetual 
and where the land is not needed is equivalent to an annual rental charge paid 
dy the city. 

. The increase in assessment of personal property is mainly due to merchants 
returning their stock of merchandise at the present high market prices, which 
cannot be counted on in future years, 








IMPROVEMENTS ASSESSED TOO HIGH. 


A large reduction should be made for old buildings. The demand of tenants 
for new buildings, bungalows and apartment houses results in the old houses and 
flats remaining vacant, which tends to depreciate adjoining property. Social con- 
ditions also affect rental values, resulting in depreciation of selling values.

COMPARISONS. 

‘This is more than the entire State of California was assessed for in 1883 and 
exceeds the total assessed values of each of the following states in 1916: Alabama, 
Arizona, Arkansas, Florida, Idaho, Louisiana, Maine, Mississippi, Montana, Ne- 
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braska, Nevada, New Hampshire, New Mexico, North Carolina, North Dakota, 
Rhode Island, Utah, Vermont, Wyoming, and is only exceeded by six cities in the 
United States, and, if they assessed at the same ratio, it is only exceeded by 
Boston, New York and Philadelp! 

The land area of San Francisco is only 46 6-10 square miles. 











ASSESSOR'S OFFICE EXPENSE. 

The total expense of this office for all sularies, help, stationery and bugey hire 
was $109,100, The Finence Committee cut this down to $104,100 for the coming 
year, although a large amount of additional work should be done in re-appraising 
to allow for depreciation of old buildings, depreciation in business centers and re- 
duced rental values. 

In 1912, Cleveland, Ohio, with only 23 square miles, appropriated $65,000 
to re-appraise their assessments; Los Angeles in 1914 appropriated and additional 
amount of $134,000 for re-appraisement. Last year Los Angeles County Assessor's 
office was allowed $165,000; this year $175,00 was appropriated. This appro- 
priation for the Assessor's office in New York Ctiy in 1915 was $583,740; in 
1916, $586,877.50. 

San Francisco has about one+third as many parcels of renl estate to assess as 
New York City and the expense of San Francisco's office is only about one-sixth 
of New York's, There they have one appraiser for each 7905 parcels of land and 
they are each paid $7000 o year. The entire city is reviewed each yent. San 
Francisco has one appraiser for over 155,000 lots and one appraiser for all the 
improvements, each receiving $2100 8 year, making it impossille to go over the 
entire city each year, as the law contemplates the Assessor should do. 

The cost per $1000 assessed value in 1916 in Richmond Borough, New York, 
‘was $0.50. Cost per parcel for assessing real estate in the Borough of Manhattan, 
$1.05; Bronx; $1.02; Brooklyn, $0.81; Queens, $0.83; Richmond, $1.17. In 
San Francisco the cost per parcel of real estate is 24 cents and the cost per $1000 
assessed value is 13 cents, In 1880 it was 87 cents; in 1990, $0.279; in 1900, 
90.205; in 1910, $0.195. ‘The cost per $1000 assessed value in Los Angeles is 24 
cents; San Joaquin County, 24 cents; Sacramento County 27 cents; Alameda 
County 34 cents. Despite this showing, I am cut down $5000 this yenr, which 
will cause the city to lose many times $5000 in taxes for lack of help and equip- 
ment. The Assessor has been likened to a good salesman selling government service, 
for 81 per cent of the entire expense of the city is raised by taxation and the 
assessment roll is the foundation on which all taxes are computed. The earnings 
of the license office depend on the initiative and personal direction of the Tax 
Collector. ‘The assessment roll likewise is largely the result of the initiative and 
personal direction of the Assessor and his deputies. The assessable property must 
be hunted up and found; assessments do not automatically flow into his office. 
In other departments business originates by the man calling at the department 
and paying the exact legal fee for the work to be done, and uo personal effort of 
the official can inerease or decrease the carnings of his office. The increase of the 
non-operative roll since T took office in 1912 has been $92,600,724, As an asses 
ment of $2,228,596 equals oue cent in the tax rate, the increase since 1912, if the 
expenses of the city did not increase should have lowered the tax rate of 1911 
(which was $2) by 39 cents; instead it has been absorbed and a raise of 29 cents 
has been added, making a total raise of 68 cents in six years. No part of thi 
increase has been used in this office cither for furniture, fixtures or salaries, 
although more help and filing fixtures are needed, ‘The increase in the expenses 
of the city for 1917-18 was $53,680, The inerease in the non-operative roll was 
$11,893,649. As $2,300,000 incrense in the assessment roll is equal to one cent 
in the tax rate, it follows that a greater reduction in the tax rate could have been 
made. The reduced tax rate is due to the generous returns made by the taxpayers 
in their statements and assessments of new buildings and probate increnses. 
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ASSESSOR'S OFFICE SELF-SUPPORTING. 


The increase in assessment in the last five years, due to expert knowledge and 
work of the Assessor, has led to the collection of $227,496 in taxes on impounded 
money in litigation, heretofore untaxed, and over $240,000 collected from the State 
on new operative propertly, mostly in franchises never assessed until last year. 
If eredit be given the office for the discovery of this property and property in pro- 
Yate proceedings, then the entire expenses of this office have been more than cov: 
ered by this unexpected windfall of taxes. 

So many inquiries have been made as to the value of exempt property, while 
not the duty of this office, I have this year personally made an accurate list of 
sume, which I understand is the first time it has been done in this city. Lots 
have been bought or reserved under the Van Ness Ordinance since 1864, at 9 
me when no one knew whether the location would be adapted for the purpose 
intended. As an illustration, the School Department owns 270 parcels of land, of 
which 105, valued at $1,473,860, are idle and have no improvements on them. 
‘The Fire Department has 41 vacant lots valued at $212,920. Altogether the city 
owns 167 vacant lots valued at $4,559,300, many of which, owing to the growth 
of the city, are not suitable for the purposes they were reserved for.

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SYSTEM. 


Since 1918 » unit system, similar to a factory accounting, has been kept in 
this office, showing the number of hours spent on each class or piece of work and 
the labor cost of same; not only leading to economy in office work, but suggested 
jon would result in increased revenue for the city. 

Owing to the limited appropriations for this office many thousands of dollars 
in taxes are annually lost because this office has not been supplied with labor- 
saving devices and sufficient help to make the needed investigation. No greater 
absurdity could be imagined than to think the Assessor's office can be run on the 
same appropriation year after year. There is not a single change of conditions in 
the city that. does not increase the work of the Assessor. If the population in- 
creases (the average annual increase since 1910 has been 17,330) more personal 
property statements must be delivered and more unsecured personal property 
taxes collected. New subdivision of lands or cut-up of lots increases the map work 
and new appraisements, making more individual assessments to be entered on the 
rolls; likewise new houses constructed, old ones torn down, remodeled or destroyed 
by fire, add to the work of investigating; new mercantile projects, warehousing and 
corporations fequire time and help to investigate. Sales of real estate and decrees 
of probate court require changing of maps to correspond to the new owners’ names. 
Automobiles and franchise assessments this year required the copying of 26,000 
cards for investigation and the entering of nearly the same number of individual 
assessments on the rolls. Changed social conditions reduce rents, which should be 
reflected in reduced assessed values, often extending over a large area like the 
abatement of the red-light district and closing of saloons. Deaths add to the 
work of searching probate records, resulting in finding of millions of taxable per- 
sonable property that had never been returned by the owner when alive, 

Paving streets and other public improvements often increase the value of 
abutting property, requiring a re-appraisement of a large amount of property. 
Affidavits for exemption of churches and veterans’ exemptions amount to more than 
one thousand claims each year, which must be investigated and values changed to 
correspond with same. Several thousand claims were filed last year for reductions 
of assessments, claiming reductions for depreciations, reduced rentals, and new 
sales in the neighborhood showing excessive assessments. 

A ledger account for each block is kept, showing all sales and building con- 
tracts recorded, as an aid to the appraisers’ work. As the total number of sales 
er year is 70,000 and about 24,000 building contracts are filed a year, there are 
94,000 entries to be posted to ledger accounts that change the assessed values each 
year, There are over 5500 city blocks and more than 155,000 parcels of land to 
be separately appraised and entered on the roll, also 170,000 personal property 
statements to be delivered and collected. The taxes collected on the unsecured 
personal property statements amount to $967,713.69 this year. The correspondence 
department handled 175,000 pieces of mail the last year.

San Francisco, July 1, 1916—June 30, 1917,

Hon, James Rolph, Jr., 
Mayor City and County of San Francisco, 

Dear Sir: In compliance with Article XVI, Section 9 of the Charter of 
the City and County of San Francisco, I have the honor to submit herewith the 
report of the Widows’ Pension Bureau for the year ending June 80th, 1917. 

‘There are at the present writing, 414 widowed mothers on the payroll of 
the City and County of San Francisco and of the State of California, for 
services rendered to the community in the proper upbringing of their half 
orphan children. Without the Widows’ Pension, these 414 homes could not be 
conserved and as each home represents an average of three children under 
fourteen years of age, there would be approximately 1275 children in the City 
and County of San Francisco deprived of a mother's care for no other reason 
than insufficiency of income to keep the home together. During the last fiscal 
year 76 families have come off of the Widows’ Pension list, principally because 
the wage-earning capacity of the older children have made these homes self- 
supporting. This is strong testimony to the fact that pensions to widowed 
mothers for the care of their half orphan children do not pauperize and that just 
because the pension is considered a salary and not » charity dole, the integrity 
and self-respect of the family is maintained. 

The cost to the City and County and to the State for the care of half 
orphan children with their widowed mothers during the fiscal year 1916-1917 
has been: State, $68,989.99; County, $48,063.69; total, $117,053.68. The 
cost in administration of the Widows’ Pension Bureau during the same period 
has been $5,780, approximately 5% of the actual amount administered in Pen- 
sion salari

SUGGESTED LEGISLATION PROVIDING FOR DEPENDENT CHILDREN 
OF THE STATE OF CALIFORNIA. 


It is hereby declared to be the policy of the State of California to provide for 
the maintenance, health, education and morals of the dependent children of the 
State, 


For the purpose of carrying out this policy, it shall be the duty of the State 
of California to make provision for the adequate maintenance, health, education 
and morals of all dependent children under the age of sixteen years, who are in 
need, and whose parents have had residence in this State for two years imme 
diately preceding the time of application. 





By dependent children is meant all needy orphans, half orphans, abandoned 
or neglected children, or children whose parents are unable through illness to 
provide a proper home. 

Need sud Adequate Maintenance may be defined from time to time by the 
Children’s Bureau, through conferences with the Department of Economics of the 
University of California and the State Labor Commission or such body as may be 
desired by ssid Children's Bureau. 

“A fund for carrying out the provisions of this Act shall be created by s tax 
of five mills on the dollar of all taxable property in the State. 


‘The administration of this Act shall be carried out through a» Children 
Bureau representing the State of California, and through agents of the various 
boards of Supervisors representing the different Counties throughout the State.

CONSERVATION OF CHILD LIFE A VITAL FUNCTION OF GOVERNMENT. 


“Eeonomy fe in the air. We are told to economize im our expenditure and 
food stuffs. I suggest that we should economise in the human capital of the 
eountry—our most precions possession, which we have too long neglected.”— 
Herbert Fisher. (Extract from speech asking the House of Commons to grant 
for the Edacation Budget of 1917-1918, a sum greater by 28,828,048 (approxi- 
mately $19,000,000) than for 1916-1917, delivered before the House of Commons, 
April 19, 1917.) 


The same note has been struck repeatedly by Lord Reading, both in England 
and in this country while negotiating for money loans to the British Government 
in emphasizing the fact that the wealth of a country is two-fold, its material re- 
sources and its man power. 

‘The United States in the very first year of the war is keenly conscious of 
the vital importance of the conservation and protection of the growing citizenship 
of the country, and we have the Children's Bureau at Washington issuing a 
Pamphlet on the increasing necessity of maintaining standards of child welfare 
during war time and urging that the protection of children and their mothers, 
the first essential in this season of stress when there is so much wastage of 
human life on the battle field, demands local provision for adequate care. Federal 
protection not being available, the full burden must rest with each State and 
local community. 

Perhaps, one of the great elements for the future good of humanity arising 
ovt of this world chaos that we are going through, is that all the nations 
aro being startled into @ recognition of the fact that the welfare of every country 
depends upon the young life in it, and that there cannot be too much emphasis 
laid upon the care and protection of the children who are to form the democracy 
of the next generation, 


A member of the Council of Defense of one of our local communities recently 
expressed the thought that. just as the protection of the country by armed force, 
by the getting together and the training of men and by the accumulation of 
munitions and supplies is vital to the nation, when its liberty is endangered, so, 
at such a time particularly, is it equally vital to conserve the home through the 
assurance by the State to the individual that the little children of families where 
the bread-winner has been taken away will be given the fallest opportunity for 
development into good citizenship. It is important for the Government to take 
active steps in conserving the food supplies and the material wealth of the country 
in the great struggle for democracy that we are now entering into. It is vastly 
more important for it to take recognition of the fact that every child must be 
provided with those things that are essential to its moral and physical growth 
if the nation of the future is to be worthy of the sacrifice of the present. E: 
father who takes out a life insurance for his family has the thought of assuring 
to his children care and protection during their dependency, so that they may 
grow up into worthy manhood and womanhood. The large insurance corporations 
paying out as they must more than half of the moneys collected in salaries and 
overhead expense, can offer no protection to the policy that is ultimately paid the 
widowed mother, from speculators and unscrupulous persons. Advantage is 
taken of the grief and demoralization in the home to prey upon the sum it has 
taken a life time to accumulate, and there is often little left of even a generous 
life insurance, after the first year. The Government has a vital interest in seeing 
that the children of the commonwealth are cared for until they become wage- 
earners, and that they are provided with sufficient food and with equality of 
opportunity for fitting themselves to take their places in the work of the world. 
A Widows’ Pension that will guarantee these things, affords greater protection 
to the home than could any private insurance company.

PRESENT SOCIAL INSURANCE SOHEMES NOT DEMOCRATIC. 


It may be contended that this thought runs parallel to the present agi 
on Social Insurance, Any scheme of Social Insurance that takes in the whole 
community and {s not based on clase legislation will meet the needs of the 
widowed mother and dependent children, just as it can be made to include the 
needs of all other dependent members of the community. However, the plans of 
Social Insurance that are at present most generally discussed, are not based upon 
the democratic idea of the obligation of the individual to the community, but 
rather on a plan of relieving those not in need from the necessity of providing 
for their less fortunate brothers,—placing the burden of the whole of society upon 
the part that is least able to bear it. ‘The Social Insurance schemes that are 
most favorably advocated in this country are patterned on plans that have worked 
out more or less successfully under the German form of government where the 
feudal idea that the State has both the authority over and responsibility for the 
less fortunate members of the community, still prevails. The Fund is created by 
coercion. It imposes on small wage earners a tax, even though their earnings be 
insufftcient to meet their daily needs, and this Fund is expended, with whatever 
addition is made by the State and the employer, for the maintenance of the widow 
and her children, Any class legit ion of this kind, apart from the injustice of 
it, tends to destroy the initiative and self-respect of the unfortunates who come 
under this administration. In its ultimate analysis, Social Insurance as proposed 
4 based upon the creation of # Fund raised by taxation of individuals earning 
anything under $125 a month. The responsibility of caring for the dependent 
members of the community at large, should rest with the community at large, 
as the community at large is responsible for the inequality of social conditions 
creating dependency. It would therefore be fairer to provide a Social Insurance 
Fund covering Widows’ Pensions out of moneys raised through general taxation, 




















GROWTH OF WIDOWS’ PENSION MOVEMENT IN THE UNITED STATES 
1918-1917. 


In the Outlook of June 7, 1918, the following paragraph appeared in an 
article on Widows’ Pensions: “Men talk a great deal about what they call the 
conservation of natural resources. By natural resources, they mean lands, water, 
forests and mines but they forget that our chief natural resource is the child.” 
‘That we are coming into a realization of the truth in this assertion, is demon- 
strated by the fact that since 1918, thirty States have adopted Pension Laws pro- 
viding for the care of dependent children with their widowed mothers—but al- 
‘Though legislation has been enacted, in practically no State have appropriations 
been made, adequate to meet the provisions of these laws. The States that at the 
Present time have laws, providing for the care of children with their widowed 
mothers are:

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NEED OF FEDERAL STANDARDIZATION. 


Because in these few years there has been this official acknowledgement of the 
underlying principle of the Widows’ Pension movement, those who are most inter- 
ested in the work are hopeful that the next great step, standardization, not only 
in local communities, but throughout the United States will be taken in the near 
future. Perhaps this may come more quickly because of the wave of democracy 
that is now sweeping over the world, compelling all nations to acknowledge their 
obligation to and dependence on the young life that can only develop into efficient 
manhood and womanhood through proper training, proper environment, proper food. 
Neglected children are the grist that feed the mill which turns out in ever incre 
numbers the derelicts that place the heaviest burden upon the resource of the country. 
‘The Children’s Bureau in Washington, may make it possible for this standardisation 
to come through the Federal Government: (a) If a minimum standard of living 
could be arrived at, for families according to the number in each group, and if this 
standard could be established throughout the United States in all Widows’ Pension 
Bureaus; (b) If there could be in all the States a uniform segregation of the 
dependency work that should be handled through the Widows’ Pension Bureau and 
‘the dependency work that properly comes under the jurisdiction of the Juvenile 
Court; (c) If above all there could be in all the States  recogrfition of the prin- 
ciple that pensions are payments to the mother for services rendered the community 
and not in any sense a charity, and that these payments should be made in money 
and not in the form of grocery orders, the United States will have made a wonderful 
progress in the realization of the ideal of child conservation that the whole world is 
working for. 

















(a) STANDARDIZATION THROUGH THE INDISPENSABLE MINIMUM. 


Mr. Matthews in discussing the question of Indispensable Minimum, (Sur 
vey June 6, 1914) states: “Where the income of a family is below a certain 
point, the family must necessarily deteriorate by reason of insufficiency of food, 
lack of clothing, improper and unfit housing; the lack of these elemental things 
will of itself mean, dwarfed, stunted, inefficient lives. Food, clothing and shelter 
are essential preliminaries to humanized live ‘We cannot hope for any upward 
trend in families,—we cannot hope for results by way of stronger, more resolute 
bodies and minds, which shall in the children’s later years mean a larger initia- 
tive, efficiency and productiveness, unless we remove from their lives today that 
constant, crushing anxiety that not only deadens hope and aspiration in the 
mother's life, but also gradually lays its withering, paralysing hand on the Ii 
of the children, creating a downward pressure on life instead of an upward 
energy sapping and undermining the vigor and hope of every member of the 
family.” It is quite possible that with the co-operation of the Federal Children’s 
Bureau at Washington, D. C., an estimate of the average cost of living per capita 
could be arrived at through correspondence with the Economic Departments of 
the various State Universities. ‘The minimum cost of living in the several terri- 
torial zones having been ascertained, it could be left to the State and County 
organizations to divide between them in whatever proportion would seem most 
just, the expense arising from the maintenance of pensioned families by the sub- 
traction of the net income of each family from the minimum amount necessary 
for s family of any given number of persons to exist. At the present writing, it 
is considered that $40 = month for mother and one child, and $10 to $12 
additional for each other child, is the minimum on which a family can live in 
San Francisco. 
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(bv) STANDARDIZATION THROUGH SEGREGATION OF WIDOWS 
PENSION AND JUVENILE COURT CASES. 


The second help that might be had from the Federal Government in an 
effort to standardize the pension work in the various States, would come in the 
specification of those cases which should be under the jursidiction of the Widows' 
Pension Bureau and those which should be dealt with through the authority of 
the Juvenile Courts, There are many cases of dependency that arise because of 
improper home conditions, A lax standard of morals, intemperance of the mother, 
unwillingness or inability of the mother to properly care for her children; cases 
where there is no legal marriage or where the parent or parents are in some 
State penal institution or hospital for the insane;—there are the whole orphans 
who must be cared for by relatives or in foster homes where legal authority must 
act as & poor substitute for the mother's care;—and the Juvenile Court in all 
these cases is the proper medium through which aid should be granted. Could 
this segregation be made, the inefficient mother or the mother with weak ten- 
dencies would be given the opportunity of caring for her children in the hope 
that her regeneration might be affected through her devotion until it is prov 
that further continuance with the mother would be detrimetnal. At the same 
time the standard for the cases where need arises through widowhood alone 
would be kept up, without the danger of humiliation or pauperization of the 
family through over-superv: 














(c) STANDARDIZATION THROUGH UNIFORM SYSTEM OF PAYMENTS. 


The third help that might come from the Federal Children's Bureau would 
be a provision that as pensions are in fact salaries paid to the mother for services 
rendered, they should be paid in cash, and not, as in the practice in many local- 
ities, in grocery orders, There has been much argument as to the advisability 
of entrusting the mother with actual money on the theory that it would be spent 
unwisely and injudiciously. Mr. Hard says, “In Widows’ Pension cases, there is 
no need of that ‘I-am-responsible-for-your-general-development-as-a-human-being’ 
supervision which is bestowed on a dependent, . . . if the State Agents 
administering State Funds to mothers establish the fact that the husband is dead 
and that the widow is no worse now than she was before his death, when she 
had the children, we shall help her to be able financially to continue to have 
them, and we ultimately shall not regard her as deserving any superior amount 
‘of supervision merely because her husband had died.” Mr. Hard in the same 
article meets the other objection that is always made,—the impossibility of ad- 
ministering @ Pension Fund from public moneys without becoming mixed up with 
Political entanglement, and that therefore Pension money should be administered 
by private charity organizations with the statement: “If there is any person 
who thinks that the public service cannot learn how even to administer » Pension 
Fund to widows, he has cast aside his heritage in democracy. He has despaired 
of the republic.”

It ts now four years since California State Legislature provided that, where 
need exists, a widowed mother shall receive $6.25 per month for each half orphan 
child under fourteen years from the Btate, and that the County, if the State con- 
tribution be insufficient, may add to this appropriation an equal amount. In 
San Francisco County, the number of applications made, the commitments, can- 
cellations, active cases, and cost to the State and County are as follows:

EXPENDITURES BY STATE IN INSTITUTIONS AND IN HOMES. 


It may be interesting to compare the amounts paid out by the State of Call- 
fornia during this period to the various institutions with the amount paid out 
for the care of children in their homes as this offers s refutation to the statement 
made by Mr. Carstens in his book on charity work in California, that the Widows’ 
Pension movement had not lessened the amount expended in orphan asylums.

In noting this expenditure by the State for the care of its dependent children 
it is interesting to compare it with the approximate amount that is paid out by 
the State each year in remedial work that has largely to be done because of the 
neglect of the children of the previous generation. The Prison Commissioners, in 
making their requests to the State Legislature for appropriations for the next 
two years, laid strong emphasis on the fact, that unless something be done to 
Protect the children in their homes, and to keep them from growing into physically 
unfit, the mentally defective, and the criminally degenerate who fill our State 
prisons and State hospitals, the tax Society must pay for its neglect of the half 
starved, uncared for little ones who grow up only to populate these institutions, 
will be greater with every succeeding year.

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The estimated cost for the care of criminals in State Prisons and Correctional 
Institutions in California during the next two years is over three and a half 
million dollars, The estimated cost for the care of defectives in State Hospitals 
and Homes for the Feeble Minded {s seven ond a» half million dollars. The eati- 
mated cost of the State Tuberculosis Hospital is two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars. ‘The expenditure of eleven million two hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
by the State in caring for criminals, defectives, and those hopelessly -afficted with 
tuberculosis, does not include what the Counties and the local communities must 
add for the protection of these unfortunates. It is only a part of the price which 
Society pays for depriving little children of their natural rights to care and pro- 
tection. An amount proportionate to what California is paying in this way is 
probably being expended by every other State in the Union, and the million dollars 
appropriated by the California State Legislature for the care of dependent chil- 
dren during the next two years will also probably compare very favorably with 
the amounts appropriated for this purpose by other State Legislatures, Perhaps 
Social Workers are so bound down by their own particular little tasks, that they 
Jose sight of the fact that the public will not appropriate money for ever 60 worthy 
‘8 cause unless attention is drawn to the need. It is just because there is no intelli- 
gent understanding of this need that about twelve times as much money is appro- 
printed for the practically hopeless task of expiating the sins of the last generation 
as is appropriated to prevent the same waste of human life and energy in the 
feneration that is growiig up. 











DIFFICULTIES ENCOUNTERED IN ADMINISTRATION OF CALIFORNIA 
‘WIDOWS' PENSION ACT. 


Because not sufficient effort has been made to obtain a State appropriation 
large enough to properly carry out the work with the children, it has been neces- 
“need” which, in California, is a prerequisite to Pension Aid, as 
As a result, about seventy-five per cent of the mothers who are 
receiving sid through the San Francisco Office and who have three or more 
children to care for, are obliged to supplement their pension by work outside of 
the home. The little stipends that have been left from insurance money and which 
might have been used to supplement Pension Aid each month, until some of the 
older children become wage earners, have to be almost exhausted before the mothers 
ean be considered eligible. Moreover, it is considered that a widow with only one 
child, when both mother and child are in good health, does not need Pension Aid; 
yet all the State can offer to her when there is illness, is $6.25 a month. These 
defects in the administration of the Pension Act in California, and the defect 
arising from the lack of uniformity in the various Counties in the making of cash 
payments, and in the supplementing of State Aid by County appropriation are the 
main difficulties that are to be found in our State and local problems. 











ANSWERS TO OBJECTIONS OUTLINED IN DEBATERS’ HAND BOOK 
SERIES ON WIDOWS’ PENSIONS. 


On the other hand, after four yearn of actual experience in the administra: 
tion of the Pension Act, the Widows’ Pension Bureau fecls itself in the position to 
answer specifically the principal objections to Widows’ pensions as outlined in the 
Debaters’ Hand Book Series” on the subject, These objections, seven in number, 
are an follows: 








1, “Private charities are more efficiently organized and can distribute relief 
more scientifiently. 

Since the establishment of the Children’s Bureau of the State Board of 
Control, which was established in 1913 to facilitate the administration of the 
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‘Widows’ Pension Act in the various Counties and to supervise the care of children 
in institutions, the work with the dependent children of the State has been stand- 
ardized and organized to an extent that it never had been before. In many 
of the Counties, previous to this time, State Aid was recommended without any 
Particular investigation, and in many cases, obildren were committed as balf 
‘orphans or as whole orphans without any proof of the death of the parent or 
parents. New State blanks, and the insistence that they must be carefully filled 
‘out, that the legal evidence required must be on file at Sacramento before aid is 
granted, have gone far towards bringing order out of chaos in the more isolated 
Counties where there was no organized social work of any description previous to 
this time. The State has the power to insist upon certain requirements, and to 
demand proofs of need that private charity organizations have not the legal author- 
ity to obtain, When the Widows’ Pension Bureau of San Francisco was ostab- 
lished, Dr. Richard Cabot wrote: ‘1 hope they are giving » sufficient number 
and quality of assistants trained for the work. Effcient organization and scien- 
tile distribution of relief depends upon the training, experience and character of 
the Social Workers. The fact that the Widows’ Pension Bureau of San Francisco 
is under State and Municipal control has not made it impor 
service workers of recognized ability, training and experience. 


















2, “Knowledge of the existence of public relief will discourage thrift and 
industrious habits, and increase dependency by increasing family desertion.” 





‘That aid from the Widows’ Pension Burean comes as a salary and not 
public relief, may be in part a reason that thero has been so little attempt at 
Abuse of the provisions of the Widows’ Pension Act. Statistics during the last 
four years show that the knowledge of the existence of the Pension Law has not 
lessened the efforts of the older members of families who are wage earners to assume 
their full responsibilities, and ss soon as there is any possibility of a family main- 
taining itself without assistance, the mother and children have been most anxious 
to relieve the office of any burden, so that this help could be given to others less 
fortunate. As desertions cases are handled through the Juvenile Court where 
there is legal authority to bring the father back to his family and to collect # part 
of his wages for the support of the children, this latter objection does not find any 
place in the Widows’ Pension Bureau of San Francisco. 











8, “Fraud and deception will be practiced and a mendicant class of society 
created.” 


It is hard to understand why there should be more fraud and deception in 
work carried on by the Government than by private charity organisations, The 
extreme carefulnens of the first investigation, together with the necessity of legal 
proof of marriage, of the death of the husband, of residence in the State and 
County and evidence of need, makes it very difficult for fraud and deception to be 
practised, even if there were wish to deceive on the part of the applicant. 
‘There is always a small proportion of dishonest in every community, but the ex- 
perience of the staff of the Widows’ Pension Bureau in dealing with applicants 
for aid corroberates the experiences of business men in extending credit to patrons. 
‘There may be a small percentage of loss, but the average person is honest, and 
there is more to be gained than lost in taking for granted the integrity of an 
individual until he has proven untrustworthy. Far from being a mendicant class, 
the recipients of Widows’ Pensions in San Francisco are among the most self- 
respecting members of the community. Because all questionable cases are referred 
to the Juvenile Court, it is possible to establish a relationship of a friendly business 
ture between the office and the applicant rather than the relationship of super- 
vising and criticising that must exist with families of a low moral standard. 
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4. “Families will be relieved of wholesome responsibilities for the assistance 
of unfortunate relatives. 

It has been the experience of the Widows’ Pension Bureau during the last 
four years, and this tallies with the experience of the Associated Charities and 
other relief organizations, that the relatives of people needing assistance are very 
often not much better off financially than the applicants. If they can keep their 
own heads above water, and provide against the dependency of their own families 
in years to come, they are doing as much as can be expected. It has also been 
the experience of the Widows’ Pension Bureau that while these relatives can 
seldom pledge themselves to give a definite amount of financial aid each month, they 
are almost always willing and glad to supplement with clothing and with a little 
additional help whenever they are able. Because the pensioned family can depend 
upon a certain amount of money to meet its most imperative needs, there is en- 
couragement to relatives who are even in poor circumstances to make some effort 
and some sacrifice to help. The definite pension makes the sacrifice worth while. 

















5. “Pensions are 





form of charity, not reward for service rendered.” 


‘Whenever, and so long as this premise is taken, there can be no successful 
work accomplished. When the administrator of a Pension considers that it is « 
charity dole, it is impossible for him to deal with the recipient in any way that 
will not be humiliating and lessening to self-respect. The whole effort of this 
report has been to show that the granting of Pensions to widows is a payment 
for services rendered, and not in any respect » charity. 





6. “Bocial progress, such as better and safer conditions for working people, 
and Social Insurance will be retarded.” 


‘The objections to the present schemes of Social Insurance have been already 
stated. A more exhaustive account may be had by reference to the chapter on 
Social Insurance in Sidney Webb's “The Prevention of Destitution.” It is hard 
to see why pensions for widows should retard better and conditions for 
working people, as they in no way interfere with Workingmen's Compensation 
Laws now in effect. In California, most Workingmen’s Compensations are paid 
on the basis of monthly pensions to widows. Usually, sixty-five per cent of the 
weekly wage of the husband for » certain period covering the amount of compen- 
sation granted by the Commission. 








7. “Public expenditures will be enormously increased.” 


‘This statement is probably based on the assumption that so far as the Gov- 
ernment is concerned, the majority of people would be absolutely dishonest and 
st upon claiming pension aid where there was no need. Clearly defined laws 
based upon a National Minimum under which no family could be expected to live, 
and conscientious provision through the various Pension Offices would prevent 
any serious abuse. A glance at the very small increase in the cost to the State 
and the County for the Widows’ Pension Bureau during the last four years is 
clear proof that this assertion is unfounded. 














Summarizing, the work in San Francisco during four years of actual admin- 
istration of the Pension Act seems to be a justification of the hope that has been 
behind all Pension Legislation:—That the family can be conserved without pa 





perization, Notwithstanding the many defects and shortcomings of the present 
Pension Laws arising largely from the newness of the movement and lack of local 
and national standardization, the recognition of the mother as one of the most 





last become universally acknowledged, and this great principle having once been 
established, the perfection in detail of plans of administration is a matter of 
lesser moment and of comparatively easy solution.

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REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 


August 1, 1917. 
‘To the Honorable James Rolph, Jr., 
Mayor of the City and County of San Francisco, 

Sir:—Purenant to the provisions of Article XVI. Section 9 of the Charter, 
the Board of Trustees of the Public Library and Reading Rooms presents this 
report of ite activities for the fiscal year gnding June 30th, 1917. 

The growth of the Library during the past sear as shown by the reports 
of the Secretary and Librarian appended herewith, is very satisfactory. Although 
this year was shortened by the half month occupied in moving the Main Library 
nd Franklin streets to the new building in the Civic Center. the 
the Main Library increased from 292.709 in 1916, to 221,646 in 
927 and the number of cardholders increased from 13.920 to 
26, a gain of 8.806, The card gain for the entire system during the same 
Period was 4.458. The number of volumes in the Library on June 30, 1917 
wan 191.960, showing and increate of 15.793 over the number on hand on June 
20, 1916, and of $1,518 above the number owned just before the great fire. 

On September 17th 1916, the Noe Valley Branch Littary was compote and 
dedicated. Teas is the third Balding supphed by the porton of the Carnece gift 
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set apart for the erection of branch libraries. It is very handsome and convenient. 
‘The architect was Mr. John Reid, Jr. 

The first and second branches referred to are respectively those of the Rich- 
mond and Mission districts, As the Carnegie library moneys must be used only 
in the erection of the buildings, the city must provide the sites. The city author- 
ities have been prompt and generous in doing this. 

At present there are two additional branches in course of construction in 
the Sunset and Golden Gate Valley districts respectively. When these are com- 
pleted, probably ‘next January, we shall have nine branch libraries—eight owned 
by the city and one, that of North Besch, rented. Formerly all our buildings 
‘wore rented. 

‘The Richmond, Mission and Noe Valley buildings cost in the aggregate 
$136,910. The two now under construction will cost about $80,000, leaving in 
the fund a balance slightly under $160,000. ‘This amount will not half satisty 
the just demands for extended library accommodations. The fact is the increase 
in the annual library appropristions has not nearly kept pace with the growth of 
the Library since the fire. 

If the Supervisors, especially the members of the Finance Committee, would 
review our annual reports in order to get a true measure of the rapidly advanc- 
ing usefulness of the Library in all its departments, we feel certain that they 
would not be disposed regularly to undercut our estimates in the belief, probably, 
that we ask for more than we need so that, when the cutting is done, we may 
have, more nearly, what we actually do need. 

As the Library Board devotes all its funds after the payment of its necessary 
expenses for salaries and general upkeep, to the purchase of books and other 
educational material, it follows that the cutting of the carefully estimated amounts 
annually requisitioned by the Library Trustees, must result in lessening the edu- 
cational advantages that the Trustees desire to bring to the patrons of the Library. 
‘We believe that if this view of the case became clear to the Honorable Board of 
Supervisors, they would be more generous to this great branch of our educational 
system. 

‘The great event of the year was the completion, in the Civic Center, of the 
Main Library building and its dedication on February 15th, 1917. The following 
program with the notes of the addressee and Trustee Taylor's beautiful Ode fur- 
nish a good history and description of the work and, at the same time, convey a 
note of pleasure on the part of the Trustees at the final great success of the often 
delayed measures which they started more than sixteen years ago with that object 
in view.

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ADDRESS BY JOSEPH O'CONNOR, PRESIDENT OF BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


‘When as beautiful building like our City Hall or this great Central Library 
is erected by a city for civic uses, it is usual to report to the public the manner 
in which the persons acting as Trustees for the city in that connection and those 
working under their supervision have performed the duties imposed upon them 
and to hold dedicatorp exercises appropriate to the occasion. 

It becomes my duty to present to you the program making this report and 
dedicating this magnificent, chaste temple of learning to the sacred uses for 
which it is intended, not because of any special fitness on my part for the per- 
formance of such a task, but because I happen to be chairman of the special 
committee under whose supervision the building took shape and, at the same time, 
chance to be president of the Board of Trustees for the present year. 














Folowing is the chronologic order in which the different parts of the work 
were undertaken: 


Ground broken March, 1915, grading finished, foundations laid and 

Steel erection commenced August, 1915, 

Fireproofing commenced December, 1915, 

Brick work commenced February, 1916, 

Erection of book stacks commenced September, 1916. 

‘The following work was begun as soon as the preceding made it possible and 
was carried on simultaneously in its different departments up to the time of mov- 
ing, about two weeks ago. 

1, Stone, metal, wood, ete. 

2, Plastering, painting, floor eovering. 

8. Ornamental carving and inscriptions inside and outside. 

4. Erection of machinery for heating, ventilation, drainage, transference of 

books, parcels, ete. 

5, Lighting and furnishing. 











‘There was no nervous rush about this work and no del Mistakes were 
Promptly detected and corrected at the expense of those who made them. 

At the Board meeting held on May Ist, 1901, I introduced a resolution 
which was carried, providing that the president appoint a committee of five to 
find ways and means for the erection of a Central Public Library for this city. 

The resolution also provided that the president of the Board, at that time 
Hon. John H. Wise, and the mayor, Hon. James D. Phelan, be made members 
of the committee. The other members appointed were Trustees Lilienthal, Har- 
rison and I. The vacancy caused by the death of Trustee Lilienthal was filled by 
the appointment of Judge Sloss. Otherwise the committee is as first constituted. 
I was made chairman, although I had asked to have some one more competent 
placed in that position. 

Considering that the special building committee had to call for bids, by 
public advertisement, on the different branches of the work to be performed: had 
to allow the bidders time to examine the plans and to make their calculations. 
had to look not only to the regularity of the bids submitted, but to the responsi 
bility of the lowest bidders, who were often unknown to a majority of the com- 
mittee; and, all these difficulties being overcome, had frequently asked for and 
g of the Board to avoid delays—it must be apparent that 
the members of the committee, had to keep their minds 
upon the work in hand in order to save time and therefore money in the doing 
of it. This is exactly what the Board of Trustees has done and I prefer to speak 
of the Board in this connection rather as one working under its direction than 
as its president. 

I cannot sufficiently praise the work of the architect, Mr. Kelham, the gen- 
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eral contractor, Mr. Lindgren, the special contractors and our Secretary, Mr. 
Mulli 





The work of the Architect and the Contractors is before you and you can see 
the effect. Besides Mr. Kelham will address you and be will have an opportunity, 
should he choose, to point out some of the special advantages wo possess in this 
building. ; 

The architect of a building like this is to me s constant source of wonder 
and admiration, He sits down with a committee who do not always know what 
they want or ought to have. If they have sense enough to do as we did, namely, 
to send him and their business man to examine intsitutions of a similar character 
elsewhere, he is lucky for then the mistakes of these can be avoided and their 
good points followed or even improved upon; but even then what he must co1 
sider, decide upon, remember and provide for in accordance with law and science 
and otherwise is amazing. I was saying something like this to Mr. Lindgren a 
little while ago and he said in reply, “Yes, that is all so, but you must not forget 
that what the architect puts on paper we master builders change into solid sub- 
wnce-walls, and roofs and floors and stairs; beautiful stone and metal and wood.” 
and 80, as to the architect and the builder, each is imperfect without the other 
‘One is the originator, the other the finisher. As the architect plans for the gen- 
eral contractor and must see that his plans are properly interpreted, so the 
general contractor, to maintain his reputation, must see that the sub contractors 
do their work thoroughly and as planned. 

‘The special contractors also in most instances did their work as if they fe 
that their future in business would depend upon its excellence and I believe they 
were right. 

Under our rules, the Secretary is the business man of the Board. Mr. 
Mullin, now filing that position, has qualifications natural and acquired that 
specially fit him to meet this requirement. He is not a mere recorder of motions, 
reader of minutes and sender of notices. He is the business man of the Board 
and his duties as such have kept him fully employed since the destruction of the 
library in the great fire and much more #0 since practical steps for the erection 
of this building were taken, 

















My remarks in this report have shown that we were in a hurry to get the 
contracts taken and the work completed without delay. We had good reason to 
be, The price of materials was constantly going up. We were scared by one 
strike which however was settled just in time to prevent a halt in our work. 
The architect calculated, the contracts being all let, that if there were no strike 
or other delay, the building would cost $1,153.000—$778,000 of this to be paid 
by the city and afterward $875,000 from the Carnegie bequest. 


Under the law of this State the last payments to contractors to be paid 
from the city funds would not be due until thirty-five days after their work 
should be completed, and under the conditions of the Carnegie gift, payments 
were not to be made from that portion of the building fund until those from the 
city portion were completed. It looked therefore as if there must be a delay of 
thirty-five days between the work to be paid for by the city and the commence: 
ment of the period at which the Carnegie money would become available. The 
delay might even be much greater than that because the contractors could not be 
expected to remain idle and they would natur: discharge their employees and 
seek other business. 

It was well known that the manager of the Carnegie Gift Corporation was 
set on observing to the letter the gift regulations: and other methods of obtain- 
ing the needed money were discussed but without result. 


In this dilemma it was thought that nothing could be lost by sending the 
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Secretary East to explain matters to the Manager. So he was sent as the repre- 
sentative of the Trustees. He reached New York during the killing heat of last 
summer and although his reception was rather cold his diplomacy won the day 
‘and the last danger of delay was removed. I believe few secretaries could have 
done as much. 

‘The inecriptions commencing with that over the Larkin Street entrance and 
throughout the building in prominent places on the walls inside, were selected by 
‘Trustee Taylor. 

They are filled with philosophy and piety like the Golden Sayings of Epictetus. 
‘They are a great education in themselves. 

Of course those who expect perfection in public work will be likely to dis- 
cover that we should have done better. Perhaps they will say ‘those Trustees 
built for a village. They should have known that this city was bound to become 
the New York or the London of the Pacific,” ete. 

Well, I think we have done the best we could under the circumstances. We 
have not forgotten to leave room for additions to meet the growth of San Fran- 
cisco, the city of our love and our hope, and we believe that those who shall suc- 
ceed us will not be wanting in maintaining and increasing the usefulness of this 
institution. With Dr. Taylor we hope that this structure “throned on imperish- 
able books may be maintained and cherished from generation to generation for 
the improvement and delight of mankind.” 











ADDRESS OF TRUSTEE R. B. HALE. 


‘This is © day to which the lovers of books in San Francisco have long looked 
forward, Almost from the very beginning of Library activity in this City, the 
dreathers of “dreams which come true” have been hoping to join in the jubilation 
of this occasion,—the dedication of a Library Building commensurate with the 
importance of Library work in this community. 

Nearly 38 years ago a meeting of public-spirited citizens convened in this 
city, decided to introduce a bill in the Legislature enacting the necessary law for 
the creation of a Library. Under the provision of = subsequent enactment, the 
Library was organized with 11 trustees named in the Act. Only one of these 
trustees was privileged to continue his public service to this day, and therefore 
it seems quite appropriate to recognize the faithful devotion of our oldest trustee, 
Mr, John H. Wise. 

Almost as long in point of years given to this cause, always zealously guard- 
ing our every interest, whether as Mayor of our beloved City, as President of 
the Board, as an ordinary Trustees, or as Chairman of our Finances, stands the 
figure of our gifted citizen, Dr, Edward Robeson Taylor. 

Speaking for tho Trustees, I wish to acknowledge a debt of gratitude to 
President O'Connor for the unselfish and public-spirited service which he has 
given to this new buil ‘We know that for a long period of time President 
O'Connor has been planning and re-planning this magnificent structure, and we 
congratulate bim, not only as President, but as Chairman of the Building Com- 
mittee, which latter position he has held for many years. 

The great success of the Panama-Pacific International Exposition was made 
possible by the genius of many men of acknowledged ability who worked together 
to accomplish | common purpose. Among those chosen for high office was the 
architect of this magnificent structure, George W. Kelham, to whom tribute should 
be paid at this time for the besutiful design and arrangement of this monumental 
edifice. 


To the architect, and to the contractor, Mr. Lindgren, great praise is due

for working within their estimates, there being less than one hundred dollars 
residue of the appropriation of $1,153,000. 

‘Mr. Mullin, our Secretary, and Mr. Rea, our Librarian, have been tireless 
workers in developing and adopting the final plans, and in supervising the in- 
stallation of the necessary equipment for the efficient handling of our books and 
for the rendering of quick service to our subscribers, 

The fire of 1906 reduced the number of volumes in the library from 166,000 
to less than 25,0000, During only one year since that time have the Board of 
Supervisors allowed more than the minimum tax required by charter provision 
yet through careful husbanding of the available funds we bave been able to make 
& very creditable record of accomplishment. 

Our temporary building at Hayes and Van Ness avenue was opened on 
March 1st, 1908, and provided a fireproof vault with fusible link doors for pro- 
tection in the event of a repitition of the conflagration through which the city 
had recently passed. Though located on the very edge of the burned area, the 
reading rooms were crowded, from the opening of the temporary library until we 
finally closed its doors to occupy this spacious edifice. The vault, however, finally 
became too small to house the number of volumes under our direction, which 
increased to over 182,000, nearly 15,000 s year, or an average of about 50 
per day. 

A number of branch libraries have also been created and the circulation of 
books has increased until it is now the greatest in the city’s history. This is a 
Deautiful and well merited tribute to the Chairman of the Book Committee, our 
worthy fellow-trustee, Hon. Judge Ralph C. Harrison. 

‘The old adage, “‘The world makes room for the man who knows” was never 
more significant or truthful than in the present generation. We have provided 
here for the young men and young women of this community in » most gentrous 
fashion. On our book shelves may be found information in regard to every 
known subject. This is the City's seat of learning.—the fountain head of infor- 
mation. With these facilities for the reading public there is ample opportunity 
for self-advancement, and education. It has been said of one of our great 
captains of industry, that when a boy he was unable to secure the number or the 
kind of books he desired for his home studies and hence resolved that when possi- 
ble he would extend library facilities to the youth of this country. This probably 
explains in some measure the generous contributions made to this City by our 
benefactor, Mr. Andrew Carnegie, who not only gave largely of his bounty to aid 
in the construction of this building but also made possible the construction of = 
number of branch libraries, thereby adhering to one of his hobbies of bringing 
books to the peopl 

The Board of Library Trustees desire to acknowledge the co-operative and 
helpful attitude of our City and County fathers in respect to our library acti 
and also they recognize the public spirit which prompted the Directors of the 
Panama-Pacific International Exposition to grant our request for some of the 
wonderful murals which decorated the courts and palaces. 

Never in the history of any exposition had mural paintings been used for 
exterior decoration until the advent of the exposition in San Francisco. When ® 
number of the foremost mural decorators of the world were requested to make 
their contributions to the artistic success of this tremendous undertaking they 
came forward generously and whole heartedly and reduced their original prices 
about one half from $250,000 to $125,000, and by their artistic triumphs 
sounded a new note in the advancement of the West. Among the most brilliant 
of these painters was Frank Dumond, of New York, who chose as his subject 
“The Westward March of Civilization." His two mural paintings were hung in 
one of the arches of the Court of the Universe, one representing the beginning 
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of the Westward March, and the other the arrival in the 
and flowers.” The familiar figures of some of the early characters in California 
history were portrayed in these pictures. Among them Joaquin Miller, Bret 
Harte and Junipera Serra. Of all the paintings that were left as a legacy to 
San Francisco, these were chosen for the ornamentation of the library, because 
they were not only historical in their character but had a sentimental value by 
reason of their association with our Western development. I doubt if the artist 
knows where these pictures have been placed, but I am sure that when advised, 
he will feel, as we do, that they have found a fitting resting place in this library, 
which represents today the culture and refinement of this community. 

We are assembled today to dedicate this great structure—to mark its open- 
ing with appropriate ceremony. After years of toil and planning, our hopes and 
our aspirations are at last expressed in this beautifol and well appointed edifice. 
‘The thousands and tens of thousands of volumes of the city are properly and 
fely house, the furnishings are in place, our work of construction is finished 
we have moved in; the doors have been opened to the public. This monumental 
structure, built to adorn the Civie Center which is to be the pride and glory of 
San Francisco, will from this day be the focal point from which will radiate the 
Library's activities to the remotest parts of our city; it will safely house our 

iterary treasures, and we trust it will enjoy an ever increasing degree of popular 
favor. 














ADDRESS OF ARCHITECT GEORGE W. KELHAM. 


I hardly know whether it be more a compliment to the previous speaker, 
Mr. Hale, or to myself, that after having worked together through an Exposition 
an well as this Library, we continue so im accord on matters architectural. 

Regarding the work which we are here to dedicate—there is very little whicty 
may be said by me, save only a few worde—uttered more in a spirit of gratitude 
than any other feeling—toward all who have helped us reach our desitnation. 
To the men in my office who have labored so faithfully and well I take especial 
pleasure in acknowledging my debt and to those who have carried out the various 
elements of construction which have turned into reality what was a cherished 
dream, and have given of their best efforts willingly and gladly, I feel profound 
thanks. We have been traveling a long road together, and it is good to be at home, 

You have heard from the Chairman of the Building Committee, Mr. O'Connor, 
something concerning the practical side of this new building, and I think no 
conceit attaches to the statement from me that you have an efficient, practical 
working Library. I shall not weary you with any long detailed statement con- 
cerning it. A building should tell its own story far better than words may hope 
to, and whatever its merits or faults may be, will be known to those who use it. 

Mr. Mullin and myself in our long trip throughout the country, missed little, 
I venture to say, in the field of Library activity, nor did we hesitate to borrow 
freely from any source such ideas as seemed of the greatest working value, so that 
you should have an equipment which represents the most modern thought; and 
to this result, if it has been achieved, both Mr. Mullin and Mr. Rea have con- 
tributed a generous share. 

It seems to me, however, that a Library building, if it is to realize its true 
fanetion must go far beyond all this, and that any community which has achieved 
only material perfection may make small elaim to progress. 

All of us, I take it, will agree that the volumes which this structure houses 
are of educational value, and just as a good book deserves a good binding, 50 too, 
should these treasures of the world’s best thought be surrounded by an atmosphere 
of refinement and of beauty, suggestive inasfar as may be possible, of those things 
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which typify the finer sides of life; of those ideals which we all cherish and 
admire, and for which, among all the buildings we create, a library should stand 
foremost, 


In just the degree that this has been achieved I should measure the real 
success of this undertaking, and it has been with this thought always in mind 
that I have tried to create an environment for those who will use these rooms 
which will help to foster the reepect and love that all good books merit. 


For those who know the quiet content of the printed page, I venture the 
hope that it may bring some added enjoyment. 











It any of these visions have been realized, it is in # large measure due to 
the kindly support and help which I have had at all times from the members of 
the Board of Trustees. If I feel any regret at the completion of this work, it lies 
in the fact that it marks the end of our, to me, very pleasant business relations.

A special type of indirect lighting has been provided for the main reading 


rooms, and no sources of light are visible for these rooms. 

The main stack room has a capacity of 500,000 volumes when completely 
filled and future additions may be made for a like number of volumes. The book 
stacks in this room are of special steel construction, with marble floors, and 
epecial attention to daylight lighting has been given in the arrangement.

The main reading room is 36x 195 feet and has a capacity of approximately 
25,000 volumes: the reference room is 30 x 100 feet, with a capacity of 15,000 
volumes: and a special book room and a room for art books adjoin the reference 
room at either end. 


The main delivery room at the head of the staircase leading from the en- 
trance vestibule is 65 feet square and 42 feet in height. This room and entrance 
vestibule and the main staircase are all designed with a combination of real 
‘Travertine marble brought from Italy, and an imitation of this marble made in 
San Francisco. It is practically impossible for an observer to determine the dif- 
ference between the two materials. The floors of these three rooms have also been 
made in real Travertine marble, which is the most durable and lasting of all 
known materials. 








The floors of the general reading room and reference room are laid with 
cork tiles, insuring absolute silence when people walk about these rooms, All 
book cases, ornamental doorways and various treatment of all sort in these two 
rooms have been made in an antique oak finish, the decorative treatment being 
carried out in the style of old Italian rooms, with plain plaster wall surfaces and 
painted beam ceilings. 

Here are also placed two large mural paintings by Mr. Frank DuMonde, 
which were painted by him for one of the great arches in the Court of the Uni- 
verse at the Exposition. They represent closely events in San Francisco's earlier 
history and seem especially fitted for a place in its Library Building. 











‘The design of the exterior and interior of the building is in the spirit of 
the Italian Renaissance, this period of architecture seeming, in the opinion of 
the Architect, to best represent the scholarly atmosphere which a Library should 
attempt to convey. 


‘The periodical room, the technical book room and room for the musical 
library are all placed on the third floor of the library, together with the Trustees’ 
meeting room and the offices of the Secretary of the Board. The Librarian's 
office is on the second floor in connection with the large reading rooms. 





The 
juvenile room and the newspaper room are on the first floor and easily accessible 
to the Fulton Street entrance.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


To the Trustees of the Public Library and Reading Rooms 
Of the City and County of San Francisco. 


Gentlemen :—I have the honor to submit herewith the annual report of the 
Librarian covering the activities of the library for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1917. 

In the year just closed, the final steps in rehabilitation were taken, and the 
‘Main Library at last permanently housed in the Civic Center. Since moving to 
the mew headquarters, the size and importance of the collection, in many re- 
spects a notable one, is realized to a greater extent, and the amount of work 
done in the old building appreciated. Although the temporary quarters on Hayes 
Street were inadequate and overcrowded to such a degree as often to hamper 
progress, the labor of re-assembling and building up the library was performed 
there and as satisfactorily as if it had been done under more favorable conditions. 

‘The time required for the removal and installation in the new building was 
but two weeks. This was due to much forethought and systematic routing. The 
plan of moving whole shelves from the old stacks without disturbing their contents 
‘was so successful that no loss was sustained, no bindings injured, and all disorder 
eliminated. Throughout the process, it was possible at all times to find any volume 
‘and to supply all urgent demands made upon the library. When the fact is taken 
into consideration that to effect this change four teams were required for eight days, 
the proportions of the undertaking will be better appreciated. 

Besides the transferring of the actual main collection, all material stored 
in the Park and McCreery branches has been assembled, to be catalogued and 
arranged for use. This includes many volumes of public documents and other 
gifts and sets of books which it was not possible to shelve ini the old building. 

Conditigns in the temporary headquarters necessitated the consolidation of 
several departments, but the accommodations now provided permit of the separate 
conduct of each division. This has resulted in a more even distribution of the 
work and consequent improvement in the service. 

‘The information desk bas full control of the circulation department and 
supervises the card catalogue, All queries, whether received by telephone or 
otherwise, are answered here. 

‘The reference department, comprising the general reference collection, the 
art and map rooms, bas charge of all pamphlet material and serials other than 
periodicals. Here also information is given by use of the telephone. 

‘The newspaper and periodical sections are now separate, the former handling 
the newspapers, both bound and unbound, and the latter, all periodicals, current 
and bound. 

‘The children’s department besides caring for the juvenile collection, conducts 
the story hour and exercises supervision over all work with the children. 

‘All literature on music as well as a mammoth collection of scores, etc., 
have been placed in the music room, the unbound material being filed in cabinets 
provided for the purpose. A soundproof room adjoining contains, at present, 
only a piano. It is hoped that it will soon be possible to add other much needed 
furnishings. 

‘The technical room at present containing only patent office reports is soon 
to be stocked with business and technical work sand conducted as a separate 
division. Lack of assistance has made proper supervision of this department im- 
possible, but plans for its development in the near future are being made. 

In anticipation of the increase in the staff required by the opening of the 
new departments, an examination of applicants was held some months before 
moving. An estimate of the number of assistants needed was made, and all 
schedules and adjustments prearranged. Much of the confusion necessarily at 
tendant upon moving and upon the employment of so many persons at one time 
‘was eliminated in this wi 
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The system of employing university students as temporary vacation substi- 
tutes was inaugurated this summer, and has been most successful. As the vaca- 
tion period is limited to the three months of the year during which there is » 
decrease in the amount of work, there is ample opportunity to train the substi- 
tutes without impairing the service. This innovation has greatly simplified the 
planning of the vacation schedules. 

As the resources of the library have become known in greater measure 
through the opening of the various departments, the use of the collection has 
increased accordingly. The circulation of 821,646 volumes at the Main Library 
is an ineresse of 28,857 for the year, while that of 1,187,754 recorded for the 
entire system exceeds the statistics of the previous year by 26,281. The number 
of cardholders is now 57,966 showing steady and satisfactory progress. 

Besides the growth in the work of all departments due to the quickened 
activities, a large volume of additional work was accomplished during the year. 
Perhaps the most important and extensive undertaking was the ordering of com- 
plete collections for the Golden Gate Valley and Sunset branches. Much of the 
material has already been received, and is now being catalogued. 

A survey was made of all the branches with the purpose of determining their 
most urgent needs. In consequence, comprehensive additions have been made to 
the miscellaneous collections of the older branches, and live and practical material 
has replaced the out-of-date reference works. The buildings have been renovated 
and many alterations made, but further improvements suggest themselves. The 
greatest need at present is for separate juvenile departments, in order that more 
extensive work may be done with the children. Although in each branch, a section 
in devoted to juvenile books, the Noe Valley branch is the only one in which » 
room has been set aside for the exclusive use of children, “The results obtained 
here justify the establishment of like departments in the other branches. 

‘The Noe Valley branch dedicated on September 17, 1916, is the third to be 
built from the Carnegie fund, and the seventh in the branch system. 

An inventory of all branches was taken in the remarkably short time of one 
week. This was made possible through the innovation of a loose leaf check-list. 
Complete and authentic records were obtained in order that systematic work may 
be done in replacing or cancelling the missing books. 

Both from the point of view of equipment and of service, the branch situa- 
tion has been greatly improved with the exception of the Fillmore and North 
Beach branches, to which serious attention should be devoted in the near future. 
As the former is in the heart of one of the principal residential districts, ite 
patrons are numerous. The seating capacity of the building is usually taxed to 
the utmost, while the overcrowded condition of the shelves hampers efficient 
service. Until adequate space and facilities are provided, this branch cannot be 
expected to progress nor to meet the needs of the distriet. 

In the North Beach branch, conditions are even more unfortunate. It is to 
be regretted that in this section of the city with its unequaled opportunities, 
library work must be carried on under the most unfavorable conditions. The 
patrons of this branch are principally foreigners, the Oriental and Latin races 
predominating. The value of a library where the foreigner may find not only 
books in his own language, but those as well which will help him to acquire that 
of his adopted country is self-evident. The library has made every effort to meet 
the requirements of the neighborhood, but until its installation in suitable quar- 
tera, the best work cannot be done. 

‘The method of supplementing the branch system in the more distant sections 
of the city by the deposit station plan has served its purpose, but with the growth 
of these districts, something further must be done to meet their needs. The sub- 
branch, as suggested in a previous report, appears to be the most feasible and 
| solution of the problem. This plan makes provision for a reading room 
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supplied with a wider range of reading than is possible in a deposit station, as 
well as a suitable reference collection and an assortment of periodicals. Their 
supervision should be exercised by trained library assistants. In many cases, 
reading rooms of this character might be established in connection with a school 
on the social center plan. 

The urgent need for a business branch continues to be demonstrated by the 
many requests for books on this subject. At present, the collection is limited in 
this respect, and the library cannot supply the demand made upon it. Buch a 
branch established in the down-town district and well supplied with trade directo- 
ries and journals would be of material assistance to business men. The many 
libraries of this character at present conducted by banking concerns, insurance 
companies and commercial organizations might be incorporated with a resultant 
saving of labor and expense. The field is an interesting one, rich in opportuni- 
ties: seemingly it is entirely worthy of experiment. 

As the library now has the proper facilities, arrangements should be made 
by which smaller collections at present managed by the city and others, could be 
administered by us. The usefulness of such libraries would be greatly extended, 
and their upkeep as one collection much less than the amount now expended on 
them. This suggests also a greater co-ordination between the schools and the 
library by which supplementary reading could be scheduled from school to school 
on a travelling library basis. 

Although some efforts have been expended in the collection of a Municipal 
Library in the City Hall, the opportunities in this line have not been fully de- 
veloped. Such an assortment of pamphlets, clippings, and documenta on matters 
relating to municipal interest is of inestimable value to the city and its importance 
should not be overlooked. This work logically belongs to the library to which the 
majority of queries relating to the city’s activities and policies are directed by 
other municipalities, 

Before increasing growth renders the task too difficult, a new method of 
registration of eard-holders, charging and collecting of fines should be installed. 
‘The present plan which was evolved when the institution was much smaller, is 
now obsolete and should be adjusted to conform with systems in vogue in other 
libraries of the same size. Moreover, it should be made possible for visitors to 
the city to secure books during their time of residence. Following the practice 
of other libraries in this respect, deposits could be received or other means adopted 
by which this courtesy could be extended. During the exposition year, numerous 
scholars and students made extensive use of the reference collection, but were 
refused borrower's privileges merely because they were non-residents, and much 
adverse criticism folowed. 

‘These and other improvements so universally productive of good results in 
other libraries cannot be made, however. until the appropriation, now inadequate, 
be increased to approximate that of libraries elsewhere. 

‘The compensation in the library profession throughout the country has been 
steadily increasing in recent years, the scale here, on the contrary, remai 
tionary. The remuneration of assistants is smaller than that received in other 
cities besides being less than that of all other employees in the municipal service. 

More detailed accounts of the workings and activities of the different divisions 
will be found in the accompanying reports submitted by the various departments. 

Me continued acknowledgements are due to the members of the library staff 
whose ability and loyalty have been important factors in the succeasfal comple- 
tion of the year's work. I wish also to express my thanks to your Honorable 
Board for the helpful co-operation of the past year.

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CENTRAL FIRE ALARM STATION. 


‘The Central Fire Alarm Station in Jefferson Square continues to give perfect 
service. 

There are now forty-eight working signal circuits, ten working tapper cir- 
cuits and ten working alarm circuits. Equipment is provided for forty-eight 
signal circuits, twelve taper circuits and twelve alarm circuits. ‘The station 
has an ultimate capacity of eighty signal circuits, sixteen tapper circuits, 
alarm circuits and sixteen joker circuits. 








MACHINE SHOP. 


During the year the department manufactured 120 fire alarm boxes, 48 
underground fire alarm standards, 28 underground police standards and equip- 
ment, 82 police telephone boxes, and 110 flush doors and locks for fire alarm boxes. 

All fire alarm boxes in service sre now equipped with flush doors with key 
under glass, easily broken to obtain access to the box. 

All boxes heretofore manufactured will be provided with glass over the hook 
0 that it will not be necessary to open the outer door to send in an alarm of fire, 

Routine repairs and maintenance on fre alarm and police signal equipment, 
tools, wagons, and automobiles were carefully kept up. 

‘The budget for the fiscal year 1917-1918 provides for the manufacture of 
110 new fire alarm boxes. 








CONSTRUCTION AND MAINTENANCE, 





Each’ fire alarm box in the system was inspected and turned in for test 
monthly, making @ total of 8,022 tests for the year. Repairs were made on 84 
boxes, and, on account of circuit changes and repairs to box wires, 115 boxes 
were out of service temporarily. There were 295 pieces of line trouble removed 
and 2,878 miscellaneous complaints attended to. Seventy-four outside bells were 
installed, 99 transferred and 85 removed. 

During the fiscal year, 93 new fire alarm boxes were placed in service. One 
new signal line was constructed and placed in service, bringing the total number 
of signal circuits up to 48 on July 1st, 1017, 

Four new police boxes were installed, making a total of 171 boxes now in 
service. 

few cable was placed, connecting the quarters of No. 14 Engine and those 
of No. 10 Truck with the fire alarm system. New instrument boards were built 
and placed in service in Engine Houses No. 14, 15, 28, 30, 86, and 88. 

Department wires were removed from the poles of the public service corpo- 
rations and placed underground at the following locations: Mission St. from 
Fifth to the Embarcadero; Fifth from Mission to Folsom; Fourth from Mission 
to Howard; Howard from Third to Fourth; Van Ness Ave. from Vallejo to 
Lombard; Embarcadero from Mission to Howard; Howard from Embarcadero to 
Spear; Steuart from Howard to Harrison. 

* To permit removal of duplicate or unnecessary poles, wires of the depart: 
ment were transferred or rebuilt on other poles at the following locations: Her- 
man from Webster to Steiner; Eighteenth from Guerrero to Lexington; Stockton 
from Bay to Green; Seventeenth from Missouri to Connecticut; Lombard from 
Scott to Lyon: Baker from Lombard to Green; Geary from Wood to Blake; 
Union from Larkin to Leavenworth; Green from Hyde to Leavenworth; Bluxome 
from Fourth to Fifth; Fifth from Bluxome to Brannan; Geary from Second to 
Fifth; Hayes from Broderick to Shrader; Nineteenth from Taravel to Sloat;

Temporary fire alarm boxes were installed in the Presidio at the General 
Hospital and the new cantonment at Presidio Wharf. 

Watchmen’s signal boxes were installed at Jones-street Tank and Twin 
Penks Reservoir to insure proper patrol. A number of lights were erected at 
these places for the benefit of the watchmen. 

The new quarters of No. 8 Engine and No. 4 Truck; also of Nos. 4 and 17 
Engine Companies were equipped with instrument board and complete new equip- 
ment and placed in service. 

Fire alarm boxes were placed on underground cable system at Fort Mason 
and the U. 8. Transport Dock. 

Cable was pulled in from the Central Fire Alarm Office ta Frederick and 
Stanyan to enable the department to remove overhead wires from Haight St. 
Cable was pulled in and spliced along Drumm St. from Clay to Market for the 
Harbor Police system. Cable was installed and spliced in Howard St. from 
Second to Tenth; Second from Howard to Brannan; Beale from Market to Fol- 
som: Howard from Beale to First; First from Market to Harrison; Davis from 
Broadway to Vallejo; Vallejo from Davis to Front; Front from Jackeon to Pacific. 

Fifty-two new fire alarm standards and 11 new police standards were erected 
in the underground districts. 

Creosoted wood duet conduit was laid from the Embarcadero and Channel 
to Second and Townsend, The underground pole riser at Sixteenth and Capp 
Sts, was moved to ® new pole. Conduit and cable were laid from Fulton and 
Tenth Ave. to the Park Museum for fre alarm and pol i

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The past fiscal year was a period of real expansion in Playground work in 
San Francisco. Two new playgrounds, Richmond, at Nineteenth Avenue between 
Lake and California Streets; and Mission, Nineteenth Street at Angelica; were 
completed and thrown open to the children. 

Presidio Playground, Clay Street near Walnut, was remodelled, the south- 
erly half of Southside Playground was filled and graded and is now being laid 
out in baseball diamonds. North Beach Playground was resurfaced and a bet- 
tery of tennis courts, playground ball fields and an outdoor gymnasium installed. 
Hamilton Playground was furnished with two additional tennis courts, a basket- 
ball court and outdor gymnasium for boys. 

The old Spring Valley Schoo! property on Broadway near Polk Street was 
taken over as a unit of the system and made into a model playground. 

‘Twenty school yards were opened as play centers and a parcel of land in the 
Potrero District at Potrero and Serpentine Avenues purchased for a playground 
site. 











‘The sum of One Hundred Twenty Thousand Dollars ($120,000.00) was avail

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County Clerk’s Report 


San Francisco, July 1st, 1917.

Dear Sir: 


In compliance with Section 9, Article XVI, of the Charter of the City and 
County of San Franciseo, I submit herewith the annual report of the office of 
County Clerk for the fiscal year 1916-1917. 

During the fiscal year 1916-1917, numerous efficiency experts have been 
employed within and without the government of San Francisco, but none of 
them visited the office of the County Clerk, or suggested in any way an improve- 
ment in the transaction of the business thereof, and I take it for granted that 
the integrity of the County Clerk's staff is so well known to the public that the 
aforesaid experts deemed it unnecessary to survey or expert this department, 
except that in @ published “survey report” prepared by “Bureau of Municipal 
Research, New York, 1916,” there sppears on page 46 thereof the following, 
“That the title ‘County Clerk’ be changed to ‘Clerk of Courts’ and that all other 
fanctions of the County Clerk's office be transferred to the office of the Board 
of Supervisors, and that the latter title be also changed.’ 

Also on page 158 of the aforesaid report there appears the following, 
“When serious consideration is next given to revising the City's Charter it would 
be advantageous to change the title of County Clerk to ‘Clerk of the Courts’ and 
to transfer his other duties to the office of ‘City and County Clerk.’" 

In reply to the foregoing permit me to say: The County Clerk is a consti- 
tutional officer, and by virtue thereof is clerk of the Superior Court; the Charter 
of San Francisco imposes an additional duty by making the County Clerk, clerk 
of the Police Court. 

While the statutes of California impose certain duties upon the several 
County Clerks of the State, other than those performed as clerk of the Superior 
Court, the Charter of San Francisco relieves the County Clerk of such duties and 
imposes them upon the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors, Registrar of Voters 
and secretaries of the several Boards and Commissions of the government of the 
City and County of Sn Francisco. 

‘The County Clerk of San Francisco therefore performs his duties only as 
exofficio clerk of the Superior Court and clerk of the Police Court; to change 
the title of the office or the duties thereof, it would be necessary to amend the 
Constitution and statutes of the State in addition to amending the Charter of San 
Francisco. 

In the preparation of the budget of 1917-1918, reference was made to the 
continuance of the employment of the additional help allowed to the office of the 
County Clerk in connection with the operation of “An act to provide for the es- 
tablishment and quieting of real property, etc.” (the McEnerney Act), and in 
reply thereto permit me to say: 

I was inducted into office on the 8th day of January 1906, and on the 18th 
day of April of the same year, the great fire swept away the contents of the 
County Clerk's office, including the Superior Court files and records. 

Then came the herculean task of reestablishing an office, preparing legal 
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blanks, record books, ete., and in the meantime the filing of new actions at law, 
and the restoration of the old records had to be undertaken. 

In a very short space of time our office was re-established and every depart- 
font of our court had resumed business, and the transactions necessary to the 
fudictal branch of the government were in full swing. 

‘When the “McEnerney Act” became operative it was necessary to get addi- 
tional help to handle the filing of these actions, which numbered 36,168, with 
ensh receipts amounting to about $300,000. 

‘The filing of an action at law is only the beginning of the work; the greater 
part is keeping the record as the case progresses and the recordation of the 
Judgment, etc., upon the final adjudication. 

In addition to the increased work occasioned by the operation of the Me- 
Enerney Act, the business of the court has so multiplied that it was necessary for 
the Legislature to increase the number of departments from twelve to sixteen, 
which requires four additional clerks; the naturalization of aliens has so in- 
oteased that it became necessary to establish an independent department requir- 
ing three clerks; the examination and commitment of insane, etc., requires the 
continual services of three clerks; the Juvenile Court has grown to such pro- 
portions that it requires several clerks; the increased business of the civil, pro- 
bate and criminal departments of our court warrants the employment of addi- 
tional office help, but such has been the system, that by an equal distribution of 
the work among the present staff we are able to keep the records up to date. 

At no time during my incumbency has there been unnecessary employees 
fn the office of the Conty Clerk; on the contrary, it is often necessary for depu- 
tied to remain after office hours in order to complete the day’s work, thus mai 
taining the rule of keepinig the court records up to date. 

In proportion to the responsibilities imposed and service rendered, deputy 
County Clerks are most inadequately compensated. 

‘When consideration is next given to revising the Charter, it would be in 
Justice to all municipal employees to provide for the payment of salaries com- 
mensurate with responsibility fmposed and faithfal service rendered. 

‘With the aid of a thoroughly organized and disciplined office staff, worki 
under a perfect business system, we not only give complete satisfaction to the 
Bench, Bar and general public, in an honest, efficient and courteous adminis- 
tration of our duties, but as may be seen by reference to the Financial State- 
ment hereto attached, the office has not only been self-sustaining during my 
incumbency, but has been a source of profit to the City and County, earning in 
excess of running expenses the sum of $637,502.97.

The total number of city employes under civil service om June 80, 1917, 
including those that came under civil service by Charter provision, was forty-five 
hundred and ninety-nine. Of this number thirty nine hundred and seventy-two 
received appointment through civil service examination. In addition, several 
hundred temporary positions are filled each year by civil service clerks, mechanics 
‘and laborers. 

From July 1, 1916, to June 30, 1917, the Commissioned checked and approved 
eight hundred and eleven pay rolls, containing an aggregate of seventy-four 
thousand nine hundred and seventy-one items. 

On April 23 of the present year the Board of Supervisors of the City and 
County adopted a resolution requesting the Civil Service Commission at its 
earliest convenience to prepare and submit a plan for the standardisation of 
service, the grading of positions, and schedule of salaries to be paid to all 
civil-service employes of the City and County, together with recommendations as 
to the means to be taken to make its plan effectual. Acting under the resolution, 
‘the Commission, through its Inspection Department, made a preliminary survey 
of the work to be done in regard to the standardization of salaries. The prelimi- 
nary survey has been practically completed, and it shows this work to be of such 
magnitude that it was impossible during the present fiscal year to devise any 
plan which would serve to standardize the salaries of the employes of the various 
departments of the municipal government. The Commission is proceeding with 
‘the work, and hopes to submit a plan at an early dat

G. Johnson, State Superintendent of 
Weights and Measures; these specifications govern the manufacture of every 
scale, weight or measure permitted to be sold in Californi 

‘The original object in the creation of the office of Sealer of Weights and 
Measures was to secure the enforcement of the State law governing the testing 
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and sealing of all devices used for the purpose of weighing and measuring com- 
modities bought and sold. 





In many parts of the United States this is considered the all important work 
of s sealer, but from experience and serious application to the work in this de- 
partment, the fact hee become recognized that the most important service of 
sealer is to see to ft that all devices in use are employed in an honest way, and 
that each and every article, commodity, merehandise or thing that is purchasable, 
shall reach the buyer in standard weights and measure and as represented by the 
seller to be and contain. 


To cover this vital feature of business it has not only required frequent re 
inspections of apparatus but entailed a lot of time ‘of the department in following 
up complaints daily made to me, that must in each instance terminate in a full 
and satisfactory adjustment to the injured party and often in a prosecution of 
the offender. 





While the great majority of merchants are willing to co-operate with this 
department and are doing business honestly, there are, as facts prove, a small 
minority who are at all times willing to take advantage of their opportunity to 
indulge in petty frauds. 





To reduce these dishonest practices to a minimum T have to keep almost 
constantly delegated two or more of my deputies who follow up investigations of 
complaints, and who from time to time, reaffirm the honesty or establish the 
guilt, as the case may be, through purchases of wares from such places of busi- 
ness under suspicion. 


Deputies are constantly active in protecting the public in the purchase of 
coal. During the past year, while engaged in inspection work in districts, their 
duty has been when observing @ delivery of coal, to stop the wagon and weigh 
up the load and check the driver's delivery tags which he is compelled by ordi- 
mance to have with him, 


This activity of the department, and the knowledge which offending coal 
dealers have of deputy sealers pursuing an active warfare on this form of cheat- 
ing, acts as a deterring feature in the practice of fraud. The saving to the pur- 
chasers of coal made by this office in preventing deception in the sale of this 
commodity alone, I feel justified in saying, will amount to » sum sufficient to 
maintain the department. 


The Bread Ordinance No. 2698, instituted by your honorable Board April 8, 
1914, and amended May 7, 1917, standardizing bread weight to 12 ounces, has 
without doubt proven to be one of the most beneficial laws enacted in San Fran- 
ciseo in the interest of the public. 














It will be recalled that early in the year 1915, due to foreign demand for 
American wheat on account of the European war, flour advanced in price and is 
today still selling at an enormous figure. Were there no weight regulations for 
the manufacture of bread in San Francisco, the ready recourse of the bakers 
would have been to reduce the weight, and the size, in my judgment, would have 
fluctuated between 8 and @ ounces to the loaf. 


Repeated requests were filed with this department by the bakers to recom- 
mend to your Board the suspension of the } 
were made by them to your honorable Board direct and also refused. 





I am strongly opposed to any commodity being sold in the avenues of trade 
upon the fluctuation of its weight, way of deceiving the public. 
The price of an article as an article is an understood feature with the pur- 
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chaser, but the trading in weight to fit the price is not understood by most 
consumers, 


Considering that there is sold in San Franciseo 800,000 loaves of bread daily 
it would have given the consumer an 8 or 9 ounce loaf, for the period of two 
years, March, 1915, to March, 1917, had the Ordinance been suspended. There- 
fore, during the above period the Ordinance saved the people at least 8 ounces 
on eaoh loaf daily, or a total financial saving of $2,737,500 on a basis of 5c per 
loaf, the price prevalent to March, 1917. 





A large number of housewives and consumers availed themselves of the 
opportunity last year of having a Weights and Measure Department where they 
could file their complaints of the deceptions practiced on them in the sale of 
merchandise by unscrupulous vendors, and in every case a careful investigation 
was made. Some of the worst offenders were prosecuted and convicted, while 
the less offensive cases were satisfactorily adjusted. 


‘While satisfied that the majority of merchants are honest and willing to co- 
operate with this department in its efforts to efface deceit and fraud, especially 
in the sale of articles recognized as the necessities of life, the activity and work 
the department has performed has brought about a conviction in the minds of all 
classes of trades people that not only accuracy in weight and measure must prevail 
in San Francisco, but every article oof merchandise or commodity that is pur- 
chasable by the public must be honestly dealt out, and that willful violations of 
the laws that sre created to protect the consumer in a fight where the unscrupu- 
lous have all the advantage will be taken up by your Sealer of Weights and 
Measures in Court prosecutions to right such wrongs.

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In the fiscal year covered by this report, the Board of Supervisors enacted an 
amendment to the vacation ordinance which brings the copyists in my depert- 
ment within its provisions. Since their work is performed on a piece-work basis 
of compensation, it was necessary to make their vacation allowance by specific 
appropriation, and the ordinance allowed $50 for each copyist, this being equiva- 
lent to about two weeks’ pay. The vacation enactment added $1,400 to the ex- 
penses of the department. 


In December, 1916, the Assessor made demand upon this department for 
abstracts from the records of all real property mortgages and deeds of trust. 
Under the law the Recorder must furnish this data, though it has not been re- 
quired by the Assessor for some years past. This made necessary the employment 
of sn additional clerk, Since the department had been operating for several 
years with one clerk less than the charter allowance, the additional clerk merely 
made use of the equipment provided, no additional appropriation being necessary. 


‘The new system of performing street work on the installment payment plan 
is bringing to the department an increasing number of street assessment bonds 
issued in connection with such operations, Under the law the Recorder receives 
no fees for filing and copying these bonds. 








‘The vacation allowances, the data supplied by the Assessor, and the copying 
of street assessment bonds added about $2,200 to the expenses of the department 
im the past fiscal year, and reduced the net surplus to that extent, leaving, how: 
ever, a balance of $9,071.26 of receipts in exceas of salary expenditures. 





‘The work in my department is, and at all times has been, up to the scheduled 
procedure. We continue to be greatly pleased with our quarters in the new City 
Hall, and will be pleased to have the office visited and examined at any time by 
your Honor and your honorable Board.

No change has taken place in the composition or the personnel of the Board 
‘since the previous fiscal year (three physicians, four laymen).

Sub. 1. Methods for Protection of the Community. 


Quarantinable Diseases 

Diphtheria—Quarantine period not less than ten daya from date 
of notification to the Health Office, usual length’ of quarantine 
twenty-eight days. Two successive ‘‘Nogative’’ swabs taken 
five days apart must be shown before quarantine can be raised 
and disinfection performed. All contacts of achool age are 
excluded from school during period of quarantin 

Scarlet Fever—Four weeks from date of report of case to Health 
Office, All contacts excluded from school. 

Poliomyelitis (Infantile Paralysis)—Largely within the discretion 
ef the Health Officer. At loast thirty days from date of 
report of case to Health Office; longer when deemed necessary 
to adequately protect the public, Contacts rigidly excluded 
from school. 

Smallpox—Police quarantine on premises, where cases are not re- 
moved to Isolation Hospital, such quarantine maintained until 
complete recovery is established. 


Non-quarantinable Diseases. 


‘The following diseases, while coming under the heading of 

‘reportable’ cases, are not subject to house quarantine, but 
periods of exclusion from school for patients and ‘‘contacts’’ 
are fixed as follows: 

Measles—Three weeks from date of report. 

Parotitis (Mumps)—Two weeks from date of report. 

Pertussis (Whooping Cough)—Two weeks after paroxysms have 
consi 

Varicella (Chickenpox)—Two weeks from date of report. 

Impetigo, Scabies and other like affections—These cases are ox- 
cluded from attendance at school at the discretion of the 
School Medical Inspector or School Nurse until recovery is 
established and danger of communication of infection is 
removed. 


























In all cases of quarantinable diseases disinfection with Formaldehyde gas 
follows at the expiration of the time limit for quarantine, or upon notification 
of recovery, except in the case of smallpox, where sulphur fumigation always 
follows:

Major Communicable Diseases. 


In this clase Diphtheria led with a total of 1081 clinical cases reported 
and 298 ‘‘Carriers."* 

In the previous fiscal year (1915-16) this disease totalled 1247 casos, or 
15 per cent more than in the present fiscal ye 

‘The highest point reached by diphtheria was in the month of Decembor, 
1916, when 188 cases were recorded. The lowest point was in June, 1917, 
with 49 cases. 

Reference to the table of Annual Report Communicable Discases will show 
the rise and fall by months of this disease, starting in July, 1916, with 69 
cases, steadily rising each month till the crest was reached in December, then 
as suddenly declining to the end of June, 1917. 
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Bearlet fever follows diphtheria a very close second, with 1070 cases 
Teported as against 1128 for the year 1915-16. 

The highest number of cases by months was in February, 1917, with a 
total of 189. July, 1916, had the lowest, namely, 28 cases. 

Smallpox showed » total of 93 cases reported for the year as compared 
with 8 cases for the fiscal yoar 1915-16. In the month of February, 1917, 
there was sharp invasion of this disease, with 40 cases, followed up by 84 in 
March and 9 in April. Seven cases happened in January, 1917. The other 
three being scattered. 

During the year 12 cases of leprosy were reported. In 1915-16 we had 2 
reported. 








‘Minor Communicable Diseases, 


Measles far outstripped any of the minor communicable diseases with 
5267 cases charged against it. In 1915-16 thore were but 185 cases reported, 
but it would appear as if there had been considerable laxity on the part of 
physicians and others in reporting their cases at that time, as the discrepancy 
seems to be too wide to be otherwise accounted for. 

March, 1917, shows the largest total for measles, when 1646 cases we: 
registered. The lowest month was September, 1916, with 11 cases. 

‘Mumps had 1758 cases to ite credit during this year as against 1884 for 
1915-16. 

Chickenpox totaled an aggregate of 1433 cases, while in 1915-16 it hed 
1016 cases charged against it, 

Reference is made to Table No. 2, appearing on page 600, which gives a 
detailed tabulated statement by months of sll communicable diseases reported 
during the fiscal year.

For the first time in its history the City of San Francisco took upon itself 
the responsibility of grappling with the problem of handling the tuberculosis 
situation, the Board of Supervisors in the budget of 1916-17 having set aside 
the sum of $5000 for the establishment of a ‘‘Bureau of Tuberculo

Clark, Director of the Bureau, showing what has been accomplished in this 
direction, starting from January, 1917, when the work was fairly launched;

Compulsory vaccination we regret to say in not in force in this city. The 
State compulsory vaccination law was repealed several years ago by the Legis 
lature and we do not concede that this was an exceedingly wise act. 

Our department has regulation in force which is applied in the case of 
children entering school for the first time, 1. ¢., that they cannot attend unless 
vaccinated, or they must present # statement signed by parent or guardian to 
the effect that there is a conscientious objection to such procedure. 

Should smallpox be prevalent, all ‘‘contacts'’ must be vaccinated before 
being permitted to return to school or to work, as the case may be.

The city has built a garbage incinerator which up to this writing 
has not been put into active service, as its reduction properties are a matter of 
debate, and litigation is now in progress over the matter. 

In the meantime the Sanitary Reduction Works which was taken over by 
the city through expiration of franchise, is being operated under private man- 
agement, the city receiving a bonus on the gross profits. 
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The collection of garbage per se is not a municipal function. Individual 
scavengers working under permit issued by the Board of Health do the house 
to house collection and removal, The department of Health by powers vested 
in it through ordinance, regulates this feature insofar as the method of house 
to house collections are concerned, determines the character of receptacler 
to be used and adjusts all differences between the householder and the scavenger 
when questions arise as to service, overcharges, etc, The average charge for 
removal of household refuse is 85 cents per month (one removal each week) 

During the coming fiscal year an attempt will be made to create an ordi- 
nance which, if adopted, will mark a new epoch in the history of garbage 
disposal, and it will be our pleasure to dwell on this subject at some length in 
the report for the year 1917-18, 











we INSPECTION OF PLUMBING 


Table No. 24, appearing on page 653, gives data covering the work of this 
division during the fiscal year; and also presents @ record of examinations held 
for applicants to qualify as Master Plumbers. The last State Legislature adopted 
laws regulating the registration of both Master and Journeymen Plumbers, 
which will not become effective until the next fiscal year, when the subject will 
be treated of in the report covering such period. 





“x” RESEAROH, EDUCATIONAL AND PUBLICITY WORK 

Owing to a lack of funds, we are unable to accomplish the things we most 
desire in this connection, and while fully realizing the importance of this feature, 
in its relation to the education of our people along the lines of sanitation, baby 
hygiene, prevention of spread of communicable disease, and the like, we find 
ourselves very inadequately equipped to carry it on properly. We hope to be 
able in later reports to say that we are making at least some little progress 
along these lines, 


cD A OTHER WORK DONE DURING THE YEAR 


‘The Board of Health sitting as a ‘‘condemnation’’ board has abated many 
nuisances during the fiscal year in the way of vacating of insanitary structures, 
subsequent demolition of same in many cases, and rehabilitation in others. 

Table No. 25, on page 656, gives the figures on the work accomplished in 
this regard, in conjunction with the United States Public Health Service which 
co-operates with the City Health Department in this work. 











REVENUE OF HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


‘This feature is treated of in Table No. 26, page 657, showing revent 
dorived from issuance of Certified Copies of Births and Deaths, these being the 
only documents upon which a charge is imposed, this being mandatory through 
ordinance of the Board of Supervisors, i, ¢., 75 cents cach. Free certified copies 
are issued where sume are to be used in proving up rights of widows of soldiers 
and sailors to pensions granted by the United States Government, and also to 
claimants for pensions in the Police Department of our city. 

On page 658, Table 26a, shows the number of permits insued for conduct 
of various lines of business under inspection by the Department of Health. 
‘There is no charge attached to the issuance of this class of permits or certificates.

During the fiscal year two new health ordinances were adopted by the Board 
of Supervisors as follows: 


ORDINANCE No. 8961 (New Series). 
(Approved November 9, 1916.) 


Regulating all traffic in milk, cream, and milk food products, and the issuance 
and revocation of permits therefor, the production, distribution, sale or offer- 
ing for sale in the City and County of San Francisco of milk, cream, and 
milk food products, and providing for the inspection by the Board of Health 
of all persons, buildings, rooms, places, matters, things and animals em- 
ployed or used in the production, handling, distribution, sale or offering for 
sale of milk, cream, and milk food products intended for human consump- 
tion in said Oity and County, authorizing the Board of Health to enforce 
the provisions of this Ordinance, and providing penalties for the violation 
thereof. 





ORDINANCE No. 4025 (New Seri 


(Approved January 17, 1917.) 
Prohibiting the Use of the Common Cigar Cutter in Cigar Stands 
Other Public Places. 

‘Whereas, The use of a common cigar cutter is considered by all authorities 
to be ® menace to health and a source of dissemination of disease, particularly 
Tuberculosis, Syphilis, and possibly other contagious diseat 

Be it ordained by the People of the City and County of San Francisco 
follows: 

Section 1. The use of the common cigar cutter on any stand or in any 
cigar store or other place where cigars are sold or offered for sale, or the fur 
nishing of such common cutter for use of patrons or the public is hereby pro- 
hibited. 

Sec. 2. Any person, firm or corporation violating the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall be guilty of | misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall 
be punished by a fine of not less than $10 and not to exceed $25, or by im- 
prisonment in the County Jail for not more than 25 days or by both such fine 
and imprisonment. 

Sec. 8. This Ordinance shall take effect immediately.

. LOCAL PROBLEMS 


In January, 1917, a new bureau, entitled ‘Division of Child Hygiene'’ was 
established with one graduate nurse (female) in charge, 

This work was originally started in February, 1916, by the appointment 
of @ nurse working under the auspices of the Board of Health, but whose salary 
was paid by the Certified Milk and Baby Hygiene Committee of the Association 
of Collegiate Alumnae until January, 1917, when funds were provided by the 
Board of Supervisors which enabled the Department of Health to take over the 
work and conduct it as s part of its organization. 

This has proven to be a very valuable addition to our labors as working 
in conjunctiun with the State Board of Charities and Corrections we have been 
able, oven with the very limited force at our eommand, to correct in many 
cases, abuses occurring in boarding homes for children, and have succeeded 
in abating to a very large degree the pernicious practice of ‘‘baby farming’ 
with its attendant evils, 

We present on page 660, Table 27a, giving a brief statistical report of the 
actual work done and results accomplished since this Bureau was inaugurated, 
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and in the report of the next fiscal year (1917-18) we hope to be able to treat 
of this subject at some length,

BOARD OF HEALTH 611 


REPORT OF BUREAU OF TUBERCULOSIS, 


Following the appropriation by the Board of Supervisors of the sum of 
$5,000.00 for the year 1916-17 for the employment of social service workers for 
tuberculosis work, I was selected by the Board of Health as director, without 
salary, of the Bureau of Tuberculosis to be established. 


A committee was later appointed by the Civil Service Commission, consisting 
of Miss Katherine O. Felton, Dr. Phillip King Brown, Dr. Rene Bine, Mr. Paul 
Scharrenberg and Miss Agnes C. Regan, to give an examination for an eligible 
list of social service workers to fill the positions in this Bureau and social service 
positions in other branches of the city government. An eligible list was formed 
and from it in January, 1917, four social service workers were assigned to the 
Tuberculosis Bureau: 


Miss Annette H. Flage, 
Mise Elisa McKinn 
Miss F. E. Noonan, 
Miss Veronica Beard. 








In February Miss Beard resigned to accept a position with the Borough of 
Brooklyn, New York, and on February 21, 1917, Miss Ada B, Coffey was ap- 
pointed in her place. 


‘Miss Flagg was placed in charge of the social service work in the San Fran- 
cisco Tuberculosis Hospital and reports ss follows: 


“The first weeks were spent in making s card catalogue of the names of 
Patients, their date of entrance, ward and bed number. These were differently 
colored,—white for single men, pink for the single women, yellow for the mar- 
ried men, and blue for the married women. A glance at the catalogue shows the 
Proportion of each and the overwhelming majority of the first. Another card 
catalogue was made for the subsidised pationts, of whom there were 85 at that 
time; it was increased to 100 in March. Keeping both these lists up to date, 
making out the subsidy blanks, forwarding the applications to the State Board 
‘at Sacramento requires an average of 2 hours a day. 


“A large share of the time of the Social Worker is spent in visits in the 
‘Wards, The patients, particularly those who have just come in are very glad 
to sve some one who has time to talk with them, explain things about the Hos- 
pital which they é0 not understand, and listen to their stories. Very often this 
leads to an opportunity for a real service to them or to their families, and, in 
any case, it makes them feel that the Hospital is a friendly pla 


“Very little outside visiting is done but occasionaly « patient comes in who 
has not been treated in a Clinic and then a visit is made from the Hospital. 


“Few children come into the Hospital, chiefly because the provision for 
them is inadequate. A boy of 2 years was brought in with his mother and after 
‘© few months had gained so much that he could be put into » foster-home, A 
suitable home was found for him through the Baby Hygiene Bureau of the Board 
of Health, he was put in the care of a Clinic, visited regularly and is now in fine 
condition. One of the patients was found to have a year old baby who was in» 
foster home but was not receiving proper care. He was brought into the Main 
Hospital for a short time and then transferred to another home where he will 
have all that he needs. He is also in the care of a Clinic. In both these cases 
the baby’s board is paid by the father and the milk provided by the Associated 
Charities for one and by the San Francisco Association for the study and pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis for the other. The one remaining child in the Hospital 
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is 9 little colored boy of 7. He is hopelessly ill, but his happy smile is a con- 
stant inspiration to all who see him, 


“The Social Service Worker tries to keep in touch with the agencies on the 
outside who have been interested in the patient before his coming to the Hospital. 
‘The Associated Charities has been given reports on the condition of 4 patients, to 
help them to obtain help for the families, 





“One of the difficult problems is to find light work for the patients dis- 
charged as ‘arrested’ cases, Visits have been made to the Federal State Employ- 
ment Offices and the situation explained. Co-operation has been promised but not 
very much has been accomplished. In the case of girls and women, who have 
‘been self-supporting, » fund maintained by the Episcopal Church can be called 
‘on for temporary help. One young woman, with a child of three, was taken care 
‘of for two weeks, while arrangements were being made by the Associated Charities 
to send her back to Austral 





“In the Dental Clinic 11 sets of teeth have been made for patients at a cost 
‘of 50% of the wholesale price, the other 50% coming out of the Social Service 
Fund. This fund also provides tooth paste (the Hospital furnishes the brushes) 
woolen caps, socks, writing paper and envelopes. 








“A number of patients are now employed at small s . ‘The Cobbler, 
who keeps the patients’ shoes in repair at no cost to them and at a cost to the 
Hospital of 26 cents for new soles; the two Librarians, a man for men’s wards, 
and a women for the women’s, who keep both bed and ambulatory patients sup- 
plied with books and magazines; an assistant Barber; two Messengers who go 
‘out to buy for the patients without charging them any commission, 








“One of the great needs in the Hospital, but one which is seldom recognized 
by the patient, is occupation. There are many things which patients can be 
tatight to do but it is not easy to find a market for most of them. A beginning 
has been made in net making, and this promises very well. Hammocks, laundry 
nets and shopping bags are being made and already a few have been sold. Every- 
thing is sterilized before it is sent out. 








“Amusement is another necessity. Since April bi-monthly entertainments have 
been held. Concerts, illustrated lectures and a band concert by the Columbia 
Park Boys’ Band have been very much enjoyed. In June a fund to buy a Mov- 
ing Picture Machine was started, the first dollar being given by one of the women 
patients, The Bulletin agreed to make an appeal and in @ short time $160 w: 
raised. A machine was bought and two ‘shows’ have been given, the films for 
both being given by Dr. Dolliver of the Motion Picture Company. The screen is 
‘et up in front of the women's ward so that the ted patients can see, and the 
ambulatory patients, both men and woment, sit in the garden and on the porches. 
It would be hard to find anywhere a group of people having a better time.” 


Miss McKinne, Miss Noonan and Miss Beard were assigned to district social 
service visiting and they work in connection with the five nurses of the San Fran- 
elseo Association for the Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis. The city is di- 
vided into three Clinic Districte—the Tuberculosis Association Clinics at 1547 
Jackson Street and 24 Street, and the Stanford Chest Clinic at Sacramento at 
‘Webster Street. These districts are again subdivided into cight visiting districts 
with a social service worker for each district. 




















Below, ‘Table No. 7, is given a list in tabular form of visits made by all 
workers from January to June 30, 1917. In addition to this the nurses attend 
their district Clinic wherever held, two or three times a week. Miss McKinne has 
alao spent some of her time at the Open Air School on Greenwich Street, 
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Some slight changes, I think for the better, have been made in the keeping 
‘of records of the cases of tuberculosis reported. 


I eannot speak too highly of the present personnel—they are bard workers 
and conscientious and I wish to compliment them on their work. 


In conclusion I would recommend that a supervising nurse be appointed, 
and if San Francisco ia to hold her own with other cities throughout the United 
States that are making ® fight against tuberculosis, more nurses should be added, 
and estimating the number required by the number in the employ of these other 
cities and using the death rate from all forms of tuberculosis as a basis (one nurse 
for every fifty deaths) San Francisco should have about six more nurses.

Sir: Herewith is respectfully submitted a report of the division of school 
health inspection for the fiscal year ended June 80 1917. 

Fifteen thousand six hundred and thirty-five routine physical examinations 
were made during the fiscal year by the medical inspectors; six thousand and 
eighty more than were made during the previous fiscal year. Not only were all 
children entering school examined but re-examinations were made in intermediate 
and grammar schools. This increased amount of work was possible owing to an 
sugmonted corps in the division of school health inspection, {.¢, an additional 
assistant medical inspector and three additional school nurses, 

In September of the fiscal year, through the solicitation of His Grace Arch- 
bishop Edward J. Hanna, the paroachial schools of San Francisco were included 
within the scope of health inspection. This was truly epochal because through 
jit, all elementary school children were put under the observation of the school 
nurse, who is now universally considered s most potent auxiliary to modern 
educational forces . 

Each succeeding year shows a marked diminution of the prevalence of pedicu- 
losis capitis among the echool children of San Francisco. This condition ia due 
to the vigilance of the school nurse and could only be consummated under an 
organized system of school health inspection. 

Cognizant of the frequency of dental caries among school children and of 
the constitutional and local causes underlying this condition, the medical inspectors 
in their routine examinations of the school children have given especial attention 
to this subject. Twenty-nine per cent of the total number of children examined 
during the year were found to have defective teeth; and accordingly defect notices 
wore sent to parents, advising the immediate attention of the family dentist or 
that of a dental clinic in proximity to the residence of the child. - 

Sporadic attempts have been made during the year by certain organisations 
to disturb the fabric of school health inspection. During the last session of the 
State Legislature three pernicious measures aiming at the destruction of health 
inspection were introduced; one of these failed of passage and two others passed 
both houses of the legislature, but fortunately were pocket vetoed by His Excel- 
lency the Governor, who is evidently thoroughly familiar with the incalculable 
benefits resulting from health inspection in the schools of the State. 

If any progress has been made during the past fiscal year in the system of 
health inspection of schools, that progress in no small measure is due to the 
Board of Education, the Superintendent of Schools and the Rev. Ralph Hunt, 
Superintendent of Parochial Schools, for unselfish and assiduous co-operation. 

Appended will be found a recapitulation of work accomplished in both public 
and parochial schools, together with a separate report dealing with parochial 
schools exclusively.

To the Health Officer: 


I submit herewith annual report of the various departments of San Francisco 
‘Hospital for the year 1916-1917, with general information concerning the hospital 
organization and activity. 

Budget: By reason of unforseen commercial conditions, we have experienced 
much diffeulty in keeping within the annual budget allowance authorized July 1st, 
1916, Although the price of the majority of our supplies is protected by annual 
contract, the purchase of non-contract articles at advancing market prices (amount- 
ing to tens of thousands of dollars yearly) cut heavily into our allowance. We 
were therefare compelled to spply to the Board of Supervisors for a special appro- 
priation to cover the increasing cost of supplies. Where contracts existed, it was 
at times hard to obtain the standardised articles, as the contractor was financially 
losing on the delivery. 

Btate Subsidy, Tuberculosis Department: Commencing July Ist, 1916, the 
State subsidised 85 beds in the Tuberculosis Department at the rate of $8 per 
‘week per patient, in consideration of the Hospital's complying with certain housing 
and food regulations. By reason of the improvements made, the number of subsi- 
dized beds was increased from 85 to 100, effective March 1st, 1917. The total 
subsidy for the year amounted to $18,868.09, as follows: 








For the six months ending Deo. 81st, 1916. 
For the six months ending June 80, 1917.

In accordance with the Charter regulations this money is deposited in the City 
Treasury, to be re-sppropristed from time to time for the use of the Tuberculosis 
Department of the hospital, particularly for the improvement of the diet of the 
tuberculous patients. 

Collections from various outside sources: Exclusive of the State subsidy, 
money received during the year for treatment of patients able to pay, sale of swill, 
etc., amounted to $93 

Patients’ Library: ‘The Patients’ Library now contains several hundred 
volumes, which have been donated by various clubs and individuals interested in 
the work of the hospital. ‘The library is in charge of a paid librarian, who visite 
the wards to ascertain the desires of the patients, distributes the books, and keeps 
check on their return within a certain period. The library is very much appro- 
ciated by the patients. 

Kindergarten: The work in the kindergarten of the Children's Ward is de- 
serving of special mention, Here the children who are convalescing are taught 
Kindergarten work, reading, etc., under direction of a governess, 

Pathological Building: This building has been completed and is now occupied 
by the Morgue (1st floor) and the Laboratories of the Department of Public Health 
(2nd floor). 

New Tuberculosis and Isolation Departments: The construction of these 
buildings is well under way and no doubt will be completed during the year. 
Meantime wo are proceeding with plans for the equipment of same.

Gentlemen :— 

Herewith is submitted the Annual Report of the Cashier's Office, for the 
Fiscal Year ending June 30th, 1917, showing the total amount of moneys received 
from Fees, Permits, Deposits, Assessments, ete. Also statements of the several 
Funds, showing disbursements, through this office, from Deposit and Assessment 
moneys during the Fiscal Year. 

In October, 1916, with the approval of your Honorable Board, your Cashier 
‘commenced a search of the Records in this office, to ascertain the amount of un- 
claimed and outstanding deposits made with the Board of Public Works since 
the conflagration of 1906, for Street Space, Sidewalk and Sub-Sidewalk Permits. 
‘This work has entailed considerable time and labor, particularly in the matter of 
locating depositors, through the medium of the City and Telephone Directories, 
and necessitated the examination of 90 volumes, approximating 27,000 Permits. 

Notification was sent through the mail to depositors whose addresses could 
be ascertained, to call at this office for particulars. The object .of this procedure 
‘was to question applicants in regard to said deposits, to determine as far as prac 
ticable, the rightfal ownership to same. A copy of each letter mailed to depositors 
is on file in this Office. . 

Out of a total of 432 outstanding deposits between May Ist, 1906, and 
September Ist, 1916, aggregating $12,170.00, 828 depositors have been located 
and demands on the Treasury amounting to $8,965.00 have been issued and 
delivered to the Auditor. 

81 Deposits, aggregating $1,070.00, are held in abeyance on account of 
uncompleted work, strect obstru sidewalk construction. 

73 Deposits, aggregating $2,135.00, are outstanding in favor of depositors, 
whose names either do not appear in the Directories, or. on account of a duplica- 
tion of similar names, have not been located up to the present date. 

In all cases where the original permits could not be produced, Affdayi 
were furnished, and filled out in this office for acknowledgement before a Notary 
by depositors, or their assigns. Said Affidavits were taken up and filed by the 
Auditor's Office upon delivery of the demand on the Treasury. 

On the last pages of the accompanying Report, is appended # summary of 
the total money receipts of this office, for a period of 16 years, from July 1st, 
1901,, to July Ist, 1917.

‘The sam of $2.582.30 was appropriated by the Supervisors during the period 
January 1, 1912, to July Ist, 1917, to reimburse the “Tearing up Streets Pund™ 
for outlay by the Department of Public Works on 61 Side Sewers in various 
locations. 

Claims for the refund of full amounts deposited were made by property 
owners or their agents in cases where Side Sewers were found to hare been cat 
off or improperly repaired by Contractors in laying mains for the Auxiliary High 
Pressure Fire Protection System, the construction of new Main Sewers, and other 
causes for which property owners were not held responsible. 

Bleven (11) claims for the refund of deposits were. after investigation, de- 
nied by the Board of Public Works, during the above mentioned period. 

Since the great fire of 1906. 23.978 receipts for side sewer deposits have bees 
issued in the Cashier's Office and properly indexed for reference. 

The number of Side Sewers constructed is slightly in excess of the above 
figures, as in many cases 2 or more sewers were constructed under the 
deposit receipt. A complete record in detail of the cost of cack sewer is kept im 
the Cashier's Office. If the cost of construction is less than the sum deposited. a 
demand on the Treaserer is issued for the unexpended balance. Should the cost 
exceed the amount of deposit, a bill is mailed to depositor. after emtrr im the 
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“Delinquent Record.” When paid, said entry is canceled by the Cashier, and an 
official receipt issued for the balance paid.

During the past year the committee appointed by the Commission of Immigra- 
tion and Housing of California (in which I, as » member, represented this City 
‘and county), after arduous labors, and a thorough study of the essentials to proper 
structural and sanitary laws, succeeded in compiling a comprehensive report for 
submission to the State Legislature advocating amendments to the present “State 
Hotel and Lodging House Act’ and the present “State Tenement House Act.” 

. Both of these bills were passed on May Bist, 1917, to be in full force and 
effect from and after September Ist, 1917. 

‘These Acts are the result of study and deliberations by the constituted authori- 
ties extending over a period of several years and are valuable in insuring vastly 
greater protection to the lives and health of the occupants of these buildings. 

For your further information, I wish to state that the Board of Supervisors 
recently passed a law requiring the removal of all temporary frame buildings 
within the Fire Limits, and the City Attorney Is now awaiting « modification of an 
injunction issued by the Superior Court against the City and County taking any 
further action in « case of this kind, and upon receipt of which this Board will be 
advised of the proper course to pursue in having these buildings removed. The 
Supervisors intend to pass another law requiring the removal of temporary build- 
ing outside of the Fire Limits, and meanwhile this Bureau continues its endeavors 
to have them removed separately by co-operating with the Board of Public Health 
in each instance.

BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 1916-1917.

Gentlemen: In accordance with a resolution heretofore passed by your 
Honorable Board, I submit for your approval, this report of the operations of the 
Street Cleaning Department, Board of Public Works, for the 
1917, including detailed statements of the yardage of the public streets swept by 
hand, by horse drawn sweeping machines, by motor driven sweeping machine, 
and streets sanded with sanding machine, streets sprinkled, flushed and 
washed with horse drawn sprinkling and flushing machines, by motor-fusher, 
washed by band with hose, and horse drawn squeegees. The amount of such 
work accomplished in each month of the said fiscal year, and in each of the four- 
teen street cleaning districts, the number of teams in the employ of the department, 
the number of loads of dirt, and the number of cubic yards of dirt, removed from 
the public streets, the average number of street sweepers in the employ of the 
department, during each of the months of said fiscal year. A full statement of the 
expense account of the Street Cleaning Department, together with certain date 
relative to the work of this Department, as follows, to-wit: 











NEW EQUIPMENT. 


In the budget for the fiscal year of 1916-1917, there was no provision made 
for the purchase of any new equipment. 

This Department is much in need of another motor-driven street sweeping 
machine, and also another horse-drawn sand spreading machine, and it is to be 
hoped that the Board of Supervisors will provide in the new budget for the coming 
fiscal year, 1917-1918, funds for the purchase of the same, 


EMPLOYEES. 


During the past fiscal year 1916-1917, the Street Cleaning Department has 
employed on an average 141 foremen and sweepers, 54 double teams, and 2 single 
teams, per dsy, for 865 days in the year. 

In the fiscal year just closed the Department, through deaths caused by sick- 
ness, lost eleven of its employees, who were acting as street sweepers. Of this 
number all except two were over sixty years of age, and some ranging as old as 
seventy years. 


FAMILIES SUPPLIED WITH WATER FOR HOUSEHOLD PURPOSES 
BY THIS DEPARTMENT. 


Owing to the fact that certain families residing in District No. 14, Sunset, 
were unable to procure water for household purposes on account of the lack of 
Spring Valley Water Company's mains in their immediate neighborhood, this 
Department at the request of the Mayor's Office, has supplied two families with 
water during this fiscal year of 1916-1917; but the supply of water to these remain- 
ing two families was discontinued by this Department on June 80th, 1917. 
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MAPS. 


‘The Superintendent of this Department has ordered from the Engineering 
Department, Board of Public Works, a set of maps covering the entire City, 
showing the different classes of pavements, the length and breadth of all streets 
and crossings, and the area in square yards of the same. When theee maps are 
completed, they will be mounted and kept as records in the office of this depart- 
ment, and will show at a glance such information as noted above, and will be of 
Great benefit and add to the efficiency of the Department. These maps are some- 
thing that the Street Cleaning Department has been in need of for several years, 
and in a short time will be an accomplished fact. 

‘There are now approximately 470 lineal miles of accepted streets which must 
‘be cared for by this Department, and additions are continually being made by the 
acceptance of newly improved streets. Some of our streets are constantly cleaned 
by blockmen stationed thereon, others are required to be cleaned daily, others 
twice a week, while less important streets are cleaned once a week according to 
the office schedul 

‘The work of the Department was considerably increased during the past fiscal 
year, as the total aroa of streets swept exceeded the total area of streets swept 
im the preceding fiscal year of 1915-1916, by 21,742,186 square yards of area. 

‘The many improvement clubs and district associations in the various sections 
of the City, and especially in the newly improved outlying di are demanding 
that this Department do extend its work in their particul icts, and give 
more frequent cleaning and sprinkling of their streets; also the Public in generaD 
has become more exacting in its demands along these lines, and the Street Cleaning 
Department has always complied with these demands to the limit of its equipment 
and resources.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CITY ENGINEER 
1916-1917

‘The Board of Public Works of the 
City and County of San Francisco. 


Gentlemen: Herewith is transmitted the annual report of the Bureau of 
Engineering, for the fiscal year 1916-1917. 

‘The development of the Boulevard System has been act 
the past fiscal year, The Marina Boulevard, marked at 
preserved from the Panama Pacific Exposition, is now an assured fact. Camino 
del Mar bas been extended into the Presidio, over an ornamental concrete viaduct 
constructed by the United States Government in co-operation with the City and 
County of San Francisco, The Esplanade has been extended as far as the 
limited appropriations for this improvement would permit. Twin Peaks Boule- 
vard has been completed and Hunters Point military road is well under way 
‘The last named thorofsre will do much toward developing manufscturing indus- 
tries in the southeasterly portion of the City, and will afford direct access to 
the Hunters Point dry dock and naval base, which the Government will con- 
struct in the near future. Plans have been developed for the Telegraph Hill 
Boulevard and the regrade of Rincon Hill. The policy of overcoming the defects 
of the rectangular street system in hilly districts has been pursued, and notab'e 
‘accomplishments in this direction have been the regrades of Cumberland, Noe 
and Sanches Streets. 


More pavements have been constructed within the past fiscal year than in 
‘any similar period since the memorable fire of 1906. A new type of pavement 
has been introduced, namely the so-called vertical fibre vitrified brick monolithic 
type. Ite chief advantages over the older vitrified brick pavement for steep hil 
sides are ita cheapness and ease of construction. Another advance in this line 
has been the adoption of “Topeka" surface, a semi non-skid sheet asphalt pave- 
ment. With the enormous urban automobile traffic of the present time, such = 
Pavement has become a necessity. Six hundred and sixty-nine thousand, three 
hundred and sixty-five square yards of pavement of all types were laid during 
the past fiscal year. 

‘The Municipal Railways, which, despite the pessimistic predictions of oppo- 
nents of the system, have proven a great financial asset to San Francisco, have 
been developed along logical lines during the past year. The Church’ Street line 
has been completed and is earning dividends. The Twin Peaks Tunnel line will 
be completed during 1917, and a direct means of access provided before many 
months from the ferry to the districts beyond Twin P% 


























On April 5, 1917, crews working on the east and west headings of Twin 
Peaks Tunnel met underground, 6,000 feet from the easterly portal. Shortly 
thereafter the bore was completed. It is conservative to predict that within a 
few years of its completion, property values to the south and west of the Peaks 
will advance in value in excess of the total amount paid for the construction of 
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the tunnel. Its construction will also facilitate providing adequate means of 
transportation to the towns down the peninsula, when adjacent communities seo 
fit to become components of Greater San Francisco. 





‘The principal units of the sewer system completed during the past year com- 
prise an outlet for the weet side of the Ocean View district; the Great Highway 
sewer, extending from Noriega Street to Lincoln Way; the Glen Park sewer ex- 
ter the Stanley Street sewer, and the Oakdale Avenue sewer. The system 
will be extended as additional fands become available. 


On the Auxiliary Water Supply System, extensions have been provided in 
the Telegraph Hill district, in Pine Street and in First Street. The many frame 
dwellings on the ateep slopes of Telegraph Hill have been afforded additional pro- 
tection with an attendant reduction in insurance rates. The rock formation in 
this district made the excavation work costly. The other two extensions accom- 
ed similar reductions in insurance rates. 








‘The total number of surveys made during the past year were 1888. Two 
thonaand six hundred and one precise levela have been run and bench marks 
established over a total distance of 180 miles. Fees for these surveys amounted 
to $24,712, 


In the Testing Laboratory, 6004 tests were made on various structural ma- 
terials, at # cost, inclusive of salaries and suppli of $5529. ‘The inspection 
of concrete paving base has been carried on with the aid of laboratory analyses 
with a marked increase in the quality of the resultant concret Analyses include 
the theoretical determination of the most economic cement and sand ratio—an 
exact result hitherto indeterminate, but which by continued research in our Test- 
ing Laboratory has been perfected. 


Included in the report are maps showing population, area and assessed 
valuation of all districts of the City and County of San Francisco, and also the 
type of street pavement in each block thereof. 








On the Hetch Hetchy project, construction work has continued interruptedly 
since my last annual report. The Railroad has been completed with the excep- 
tion of a portion of the ballasting. The Lower Cherry River Power Development 
has progressed steadily and will be finished by about January 1, 1918. A rein- 
forced concrete masonry buttressed arch dam is in progress of construction at 
Lake Eleanor. The design of this structure involves several original featuree— 
one is the placing of the central axes of the arches on a curved are upstream 
across the present narrow channel of Eleanor Creek. Tangent to this central 
are and extending to the abutments on each side of the present channel, the axes 
of the arches will lie in planes whose horizontal traces form an angle of 80 
degrees. There are 20 arches, each with # span of 40 feet. About 7,000 cubie 
‘ards of high grade concrete will be embodied in the structure. Logging and 
yarding at the City's Canyon Ranch Sawmill for the season's run in 1916 
amounted to over 1,600,000 board feet of rough lumber, besides » considerable 
quantity of surfaced material. During the spring of 1917, over 400,000 board 
feet were cut and planed. An additional sawmill has been established ‘at Lake 
Eleanor. This has a capacity of 6,000 board feet per day. A base hospital has 
been designed and will be constructed at once. All branches of the work a 
well co-ordinated and advanced as rapidly as possible. 


Following is a detailed description of the work accomplished in this Burean 
during the fiscal year.

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BOULEVARD SYSTEM. 


In advancing the policy outlined in previous annual reports of the City 
Engineer, work on the boulevard syatem has been actively prosecuted during the 
past fiscal year, The following is a description of the work accomplished. 


MARINA BOULEVARD: 


To have permitted the work of salvage to eradicate all trace of the Panama 
Pacifle Exposition would have been a serious mistake, both from an economic 
and an aesthetic standpoint. Through the untiring efforts of the Exposition Pres- 
ervation League, with which the City Engineer co-operated, if present plans are 
carried out, San Francisco is to have on the Exposition site » choice residential 
tract. This will be traversed by the Marina Boulevard and marked here and 
there with gems preserved from the Exposition, namely, the Column of Progress, 
the California Building, the Marina, Palace of Fine Arts, the Lagoon and the 
‘Yacht Harbor. 

On the recommendation of this office, Pierce, Steiner, Francisco, Fillmore, 
Bay, North Point, Beach and Jefferson Streets were declared closed to permit the 
designing of a subdivision with roadways aligned in graceful curves, more in 
keeping with the natural attractions of the district than a gridiron street system. 

‘The problems involved in planning the revised street arrangement were 
numerous. For example, the prevailing winds of the district could not be allowed 
to sweep along any main artery, and yet it was essential that certain remain- 
ing heritages of the Exposition be left visible as termini for properly framed 
vistas. The problem of proper distribution of traffic through the district was in 
turn complicated by the necessity of streets of changing direction while it w: 
imperative that the maximum view frontage on the Golden Gate be developed. 

‘The principal features of the plan which were finally adopted after more 
than a year's study were north and south axis centering on the Column of Progress 
and an east and west axis passing through the dome of the Fine Arts Building, 
both of which features will be recalled as ones that dominated their situation in 
the Exposition. At the eastern end of the east and west axis, centering on the 
Fine Arts dome, is a plaza approximately one acre in area from which a circular 
drive or boulevard distributes traffic to the secondary streets in the southern 
portion of the park. Courts have been planned at uniform intervals along the 
northern and eastern borders of the park in such a way as to create a succession 
of features along the two main boulevards while at the same time giving the 
maximum amount of view frontage looking on the Marina Park and the grounds 
of the Fine Arts Building. On the southern boundary two business centers have 
been created from each of which three arteries radiate to the main centers of 
the residence park. 

It is proposed that the streets shall be paved and improved in the most 
modern manner and that all electroliers and other street ornaments shall be of 
special design. Public utilities such as gas, water and electric power mains will 
be installed underground. The plan incorporated some twenty odd plazas or 
parks at street intersections and includes eight or ten interior courts which will 
be devoted to recreational purposes. i 

‘On account of the reluctance of some of the property owners to enter into 
the scheme, the first section of the project only is now under process of resub- 
division. This covers about one-half the area of the whole plot and requires the 
closure of sbout 870,000 square feet of existing streets Inid out in the rectangular 
‘stem and the opening of about 860,000 square feet of new avenues and 
boulevards. 

Streets formerly traversing this area were uniformly sisty-eight feet nine 
inches wide, dividing the district into blocks of two hundred seventy-five feet in 
width by four hundred twelve feet six inches in length. The new streets vary in 
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width from one hundred feet for the Marina Boulevard with a roadway of fifty: 
‘one feet down to forty feet for the small intermediate streets, 

‘To Mark Daniels, Consulting Engineer, who had charge of the work of 
resubdividing this district under the supervision of the City Engineer, much 
credit is due for the results obtained. 

‘The Marina Boulevard passing along the northern boundary of the property 
4s an important link in San Francisco's boulevard system, connecting the existing 
terminus at Fort Mason with a road to pass through the Presidio Military Res- 
ervation, # portion of which has already been constructed. 

Skirting the northerly edge of the Marina Boulevard is the Belt Line Rail- 
way, of which the extension into the Presidio has been completed. The extension 
was urged by the Bureau of Engineering because of the military value of the 
track and the desirability of its being laid before construction of the boulevard 
was begun, As planned, the boulevard is free from railroad crossings and a 
achreen of shrubbery will extend between railroad and the north sidewalk. 

Due credit must be given to the Pacifle Gas and Electric Company, and 
the Sierra and San Francisco Power Company for the generous manner in which 
they co-operated in exchanging lands to open this boulevard between Fort Mason 
and the Presidio. 

Twice bids were called so that the $30,000 appropriated in the last budget 
might be applied to the paving of the Marina Boulevard from Laguna to Scott 
Btreet, but in both instances the unit prices offered were too high and recom- 
mendations were made to reject the bids. Informal awards were made for the 
neceasary fill along the boulevard. This fill was recently completed by day labor 
at one-third the cost of the amount set forth for that item in the formal propossls, 
thereby saving the City over $2,000. 

‘As the route of this boulevard crosses the made ground in Harbor View and 
the Presidio, where the Exposition Company has pumped from the Bay 1,800,000 
and 360,000 cubic yards, respectively, thereby reclaiming 184 acres, observations 
were kept to determine when complete subsidence had taken place so that street 
work, by undue settlement, would not be an economic loss to the City. 

For the selection of Harbor View ax the State Normal School site, the City 
Engineer actively co-operated, making three visits to Sacramento. Exhaustive 
investigations were made of the suitability of the existing California Building for 
normal school and a report favorable on this location submitted to the State 
Legislature. 




















EL CAMINO DEL MAR: 


‘With the $56,000 appropriated by the Panama Pacific Exposition Company, 
El Camino Del Mar, extending from Lobos Creek to Lincoln Park, over rights 
of way purchased by the City for $30,000, has been constructed under direction 
of the City Engineer. 

The Federal Government and City of San Francisco jointly constructed a 
reinforeed concrete viaduct over Lobos Creek as a continuation of this boulevard, 
and a stretch of road will eventually be laid extending northerly therefrom to 
meet the existing driveways in the Presidio, Over three years ago this boule- 
vard was started by the City, but it was impossible for some time to secure the 
Prompt co-operation of the military authorities for the immediate completion of 
the project. 

‘The Honorable Congressman Kahn, with co-operation of Senator Phelan, 
finally succeeded in having appropriated for the government's portion of this 
work, $80,000. Contract for the viaduct over Lobos Creek was entered into in 
April, 1917, and ls now 90% completed. An appropriation of $5,000 was made 
in the City's Budget for 1917-18 to meet the cost of completing the westerly 09 
feet from the center of the Creek. 
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From Point Lobos to Fort Miley, Forty-third Avenue has been paved recently 
thereby supplying one of the few remaining links between the Marina and the 
Esplanade. 

The three boulevard units, Camino Del Mar, the Marina and Presidio drives, 
which stretch across the north shore of the City, will, when completed, besides 
possessing military advantages afford many scenic attractions, enabling the 
ure seeker to obtain excellent continuous unobstructed views of the Bi 
Golden Gate and the Ocean, 






ESPLANADE: 


Few cities in the United States can boast of » more inviting stretch of se 
shore than that which extends from the Cliff House three miles southerly to 
Sloat Boulevard. 

Plane have been made to provide proper shore protection for the entire dis- 
‘tance against inroads of the sea and to pave and park the Great Highway per- 
manently as befits the possibilities of this splendid driveway. Lack of sufficient 
appropriations has hampered these efforts, the net results to date being a 670 
foot stretch of reinforced conerete esplanade bulkhead to withstand the ocean's 
encroachments, A request for an appropriation of $400,000 to extend the Espl 
nade to Lincoln Way was denied in the recent budget. 

The finished section, constructed for the City under contract by J. D. Han- 
nah, at a cost of $80,000, has occasioned widespread commendation and interest 
and many inquiries have been received for detailed plans from communities with 
similar problems, especially New York and New Jersey cities. The marked im- 
provement presented by the bleachers and parapet of this structure over the brush 
grown embankment replaced, should insure an early appropriation of the funds 
for the remaining portion. 

New grades have been established for the Great Highway from Lincoln Way 
to Bloat Boulevard, This boulevard will have two roadways; the lower, on the 
easterly side will be 40 feet in width with two sidewalks, and will serve the 
fronting property and Intersecting streets. The upper roadway on the ocean 
side will be 90 feet in width with an additional 25 foot walk. A terrace or 
parked slope will separate the two roadways, 














WIDENING OF SLOAT BOULEVARD: 


‘The original plans adopted by the City Engineer for Sloat Boulevard from 
the Great Highway to Junipero Serra Boulevard, based upon future traffic needs, 
contemplated a 185 foot thorofare. This included a central space 85 feet wide to be 
occupied by the street railway, 80 feet of paved driveway on each side thereof, 
each adjoining 5 feet of parking and 15 feet of sidewalk. Present needs were 
accommodated with the south 80 foot paving strip, but the popularity of this 
drive with the ever increasing vehicular traffic caused negotiations to be hastened 
in order to complete the project as planned. Property owners along the north 
side of the present tracks have been prevailed upon to donate to the City sufficient 
frontage to make up the requisite 185 feet. The property was obtained by the 
City at no cost, contingent upon its starting the work by July, 1917. This has 
been done, the United Railroads having been persuaded to exchange its old right 
of way for the 85 foot central space, the City agreeing to pay the cost of remov- 
ing and reconstructing the railway, the work of which is rapidly nearing com- 
pletion. As soon as funds are available the northerly portion of the roadway will 
be improved providing for one way traffic on each driveway and minimizing the 
danger from collisions as well as greatly improving the appearance of the boule 
vard, The City Attorney's office is to be commended for earnest co-operation in 
this project. 


828 BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS 


SKY LINE BOULEVARD: 


‘The route of the proposed sky line boulevard, lying in San Francisco county, 
starts at the City Hall and traverses thorofares already complete, to the inter- 
section of Sloat Boulevard and Forty-first Avenue. Thence it will extend in » 
southerly direction, encircling Lake Merced, and continuing southward to the 
County Line. 


On September 25, 1916, the Board of Supervisors adopted the following 
resolution : 

‘Whereas, There exists but one main highway from San Francisco along 
the peninsula into San Mateo and Santa Clara and Santa Cruz counties, 
which is rapidly becoming inadequate to meet traffic requirements, and the 
construction of an additional thoroughfare will soon become an imperative 
necessity, and 

‘Whereas, It is possible to provide for the construction of a boulevard along 
the crest of the hills separating the ocean and bay and Santa Clara Valley 
and thus affording a route unparalleled for scenic grandeur as well as pro- 
vide traffic accommodations for a large extent of territory; therefore 

Resolved, That the City Engineer be requested to furnish the Board with 
the estimated cost of making « reconnaissance for a boulevard along the route 











Resolved, That a copy of this resolution be transmitted to the Boards of 
Supervisors of San Mateo and Santa Clara and Santa Cruz Counties with « 
request that they meet in conference with His Honor the Mayor, City Engi- 
neer and Street Committee of this Board for the purpose of considering the 
project herein outlined. 









In response to the request contained in the foregoing resolution, a meeting 
was held at Redwood City on December 9, 1916, which was attended by repre: 
sentatives of San Francisco, San Mateo, Santa Clara and Santa Crux Counties. 

The project outlined was endorsed by the representatives present and it was 
resolved that the legislature be requested to pass an act that would provide for 
the construction of the proposed highway by the counties jointly interested with 
such assistance as might be rendered in connection therewith by the State of 
California and the Federal Government. 

On May 5, 1917, the Legislature having passed the necessary Act (Chapter 
52, Statutes 1917) another meeting was held in San Jose, likewise attended by 
representatives of the same counties. Endorsement of the project was again 
given and it was directed that the City Engineer of San Francisco, the County 
Surveyors of the seversl counties, and Professor C. B. Wing of Stanford Uni- 
versity, make a reconnaissance of the route of the proposed highway and fur 
‘nish an estimate of the cost of the sam 

Pursuant to said direction the several County Surveyors, to-wit: James V. 
Newman of San Mateo, Irving L. Ryder of Santa Clara, Lloyd Bowman of Santa 
Cruz, Professor C. B. Wing of Stanford University and H. W. Swanits, assistant 
engineer, assigned to this work by the City Engineer of San Francisco, on May 
10, 11 and 12, 1917, accompanied by W. Lewis Clarke of the State Highway 
Commission, made a reconnaissance survey of the proposed route, beginning at 
San Francisco, following along the ridge between Bay and Ocean to the summit 
of Santa Cruz Highway, thence by Burrell Meyers to the head of Soquel Creek, 
thence by Corralitos Creek to Watsonvill 

The route that I favor is from the City Hall, San Francisco, in a general 
southerly direction passing to the west of Merced Lake and thence down the 
the peninsula, following east of San Andress and Crystal Springs Lakes to the 
summit of the San Mateo-Half Moon Bay Road, thence due southerly along the 
Castle Rock ridge to the summit of the Los Gatos-Santa Cruz State Highway, 
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and thence to Santa Cruz and Watsonville along the State and County Highways; 
‘or leaving the main ridge at Saratoga Summit and following the divide between 
the San Lorenzo and Pescadero Creeks along the State Park Road to the Ben 
Lomond ridge. From there the road would follow the general direction of the 
Empire grade to Santa Cruz and thence by County Highway to Watsonville, or, 
continuing along the crest of the main range from the summit of the Los Gatos- 
Santa Cruz Highway via Burrell Creek to the head waters of Soquel Creek, 
thence over the divide to Corralitos Creek and down the same to Watsonville. 


SLOAT BOULEVARD CIRCLE: 


Anticipating the westward trend of development subsequent to the comple- 
tion of the Twin Peaks Tunnel, the City Engineer devised a plan for co-ordit 
ing at common point of intersection the main thorofares south and west of 
Twin Peaks, named Junipero Serra and Sloat Boulevard. West Portal Avenue, 
connecting with the west portal of the Twin Penks Tunnel, Portola Drive, which 
will connect with the Market Street Extension, St. Francis Boulevard, and the 
Proposed entrance to the Spring Valley property. A satisfactory design has been 
worked out for the meeting of these boulevards to prevent congestion of automo- 
biles and railway traffic and still give » scheme in harmony with the high class 
residential districts developed and planned for the future. 

This plan provides a large circular space suitably parked, within which will 
be the heavy network of tracks and track special work connecting the tunnel line 
with the existing Sloat Boulevard and the Junipero Serra Boulevard tracts, and 
‘8 future rapid transit line down the peninsula. Two purposes, aside from the 
aesthetic, will be served by this circle. The railway crossings will be minimized 
‘and auto drivers will be compelled to slow down to make the curve in safety. 

Already neccessary property to the extent of nearly an acre has been ac- 
quired from the Westgate Park Company and Leopold Greene, for which volun- 
tary assessments aggregating $18,125 have been levied on adjacent property 
‘owners. Construction work will be started in the near future. 

Grateful acknowledgement must be made for the unselfish efforts of Mr. 
Duncan McDuffe and his landscape engineers, Messrs. Olmstead Bros. of Boston, 
for needed assistance in this project. 

One of the conditions of the contract between Fernando Nelson and the 
Residential Development Company, for the purchase of the west portal tract, w: 
that the former should deed to the City sufficient property to give a strip 32 feet 
wide from the west portal of the Twin Peaks Tunnel to the circle above de- 
scribed. This proviso was made part of the contract by Mr. A. 8. Baldwin, of 
the firm of Baldwin and Howell, the original owner of this land, in order that 
an avenue of egress from the tunnel westerly might be provided for the municipal 
railway. An extract from this agreement follows: 




















“I agree upon request of the City Engineer, M. M. O'Shaugnessy, to 
execute a good and sufficient deed to the City and County of San Francisco, 
of a strip of land not exceeding 32 feet in width for a right of way for 
railroad purposes, from the westerly portal of the Twin Peaks Tunnel to the 
westerly line of said 49.824 acre tract, it being understood that the City 
shall at ite expense grade ssid strip of land to the level required for 
the operation of cars over the same, and that the City shall at its expense 
construct good and substantial concrete bulkheads along the northerly and 
southerly lines of said strip wherever ssid right of way shall be in cut, and 
with the further understanding that unless changed by mutual agreement be- 
tween the undersigned and said M. M. O'Shaughnessy, the plan prepared by 
John M. Punnett, dated March, 1916, attached hereto, will in all respects 
be carried out by me except that I reserve the right to change the width and 
location of any of the proposed streets." 
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TWIN PEAKS BOULVEARD: 


The Twin Peaks tunnel provides only for rapid railway transit, as it would 
have been both dangerous and uneconomical to include an automobile roadway. 
Ample provision has therefore been made to enable autos to cut down time and 
distance between the down town districts and the districts lying west of the 
‘Twin Peaks Ridge, by the construction of modern boulevards along the grades 
between these two sections of the City. 

Four years ago, to reach the westerly portion of the City the auto truck or 
pleasure car was compelled to avoid the ridge by taking a circuitous northerly 
route over Haight or Fell Streets and Lincoln Way to 19th Avenue, or a south- 
erly route over Valencia or Mission Streets and Ocean Avenue. Today a thorofare 
over Twin Peaks affords one of the most acenfe boulevards in the world. 

Starting at the intersection of Sloat and Junipero Serra Boulevards, the 
Portola Drive, completed in 1915, extends easterly on an ascending grade, through 
the fast developing modern residential parks of St. Francia Wood on the south, 
‘and West Portal tract on the north. 

At an expenditure of $21,786.12, this driveway was extended last year along 
the route of the old Corbett Road to Twenty-fourth Street. This stretch, 4700 
lineal feet in length, consists of » 20 foot paved strip of asphalt on concrete with 
7% foot shoulders, and is practically complete. As soon as possible it will be 
connected to the Market Street Extension, mentioned elsewhere in this report. 

About 900 feet east of San Miguel Rancho, the Twin Peaks Boulevard con- 
nects with the Corbett Road. The upper boulevard thence ascends in a north. 
easterly direction by easy stages around the slopes of the Twin Peaks to an eleva- 
tion of 880 feet, at which a figure eight loop encircles each of the peaks, the 
summits of which are about 80 feet higher. This work entailed an outlay of 
$57,075.77. Since its completion in November, 1916, it has been most popular 
with local motorists and tourists, From no other eminence in San Franciseo 
can such a varied and pleasing panorama of ocean, bay, mountain and metropolis 
be obtained. 

‘The link of this rod just east of the figure eight was completed in 1916 at 
‘a cost of $26,907.97, and the adjoining stretch slong Clarendon Avenue from 
St. Germain Avenue to Clayton Street, consisting of 1475 feet of pavement, 25 
feet wide, and costing $7,782, was finished in the early part of 1917. Topeka 
surface was used here because the maximum grade was as much as 13 per cent. 
Descent from Clarendon Avenue may be made on the north by Buens Viste 
Boulevard and on the south by Seventeenth Street. 














NEW PROJECTS. 


OLYMPUS BOULEVARD: 


In a desire to provide a more direet approach to Twin Peaks Boulevard by 
light grades, a drive 60 feet wide has been planned, starting at Fourteenth Street 
opposite Alpine Street and winding by easy curves into Park Hill Avenue, Masonic 
‘Avenue, Pluto Street, Lower Terrace, Seventeenth Street and Clayton Street, to # 
connection with Clarendon Avenue. 

Agreements for obtaining the lands required to widen existing streets and for 
new diagonal streets through present blocks have been entered into during the last 
two years. Lack of funds has been the cause of delaying actual construction. 
‘However, since the major portion of the cost of Olympus Boulevard is to be ob- 
tained by assessing the property owners benefitted, the near future should see its 
completion. 
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MARKET STREET EXTENSION: 


Nearly thirty years ago, in the era of cable traction, surveys were made for 
the extension of Market Street ont to the Ocean Beach. This plan simply meant 
the prolongation of the City's main artery on its present alingment, irrespective of 
grades, This early proposition was abandoned, and when the problem was re- 
cently considered, a contour avenue was decided on, 

To co-ordinate with this plan, in the design of Twin Peaks Tunnel a flat top 
subway section was adopted for the first 1800 feet, because of proximity of the 
Street surface. To provide for a surface extension of Market Street, fee simple 
title was secured for a strip 90 feet wide and the 1800 feet along the line of the 
tunnel in Eureka Valley from Seventeenth and Castro Streets to Eighteenth and 
Hattie Streets. . 

The tunnel is completed and already the crossings of Diamond, Collingwood, 
Douglass, Eureka, and Ord Streets, where they intersect the tunnel right of way, 
have been reconstructed to conform to the planned extension. Specifications are 
being prepared for the paving of the boulevard between these crossings so that 
in a few months the City's chief artery will have been extended up to Eighteenth 
and Ord Streets. Surveys and plans have been made for a 70 foot right of way 
from this point up to Twenty-fourth Street and Corbett Avenue, where connection 
will be made to the existing pavement of Corbett Avenue, The maximum grade 
‘over this route is 9 per cent, 

At the unanimous request of property owners affected, plans for this project 
are well advanced and it is hoped at an early date to have it ready for appro- 
priate action by the legislative authorities of the City. 








SAN BRUNO AND RAILROAD AVENUES: 


‘The desirability has been recognized of relieving the congestion of traffic over 
Mission Street and the State Highway, the main southerly outlet into San Mateo 
County. The solution involved realigning, regrading and reconstructing the old San 
Bruno Road and Railroad Avenue to form the Bay Shore Boulevard. South of the 
Ban Francisco county line San Mateo has constructed an important link of this 
thorofare, connecting with the State Highway near Uncle Tom's Cabin. 

Until recently the connection between San Bruno Avenue and Potrero 
Avenue was rough and unsightly. This has been corrected by extending Potrero 
Avenue from Twenty-fifth Street to intersect San Bruno Avenue, by widening the 
Ocean Shore Railroad Cut at Army Street and paving the entire distance. This 
involved over 20,000 cubic yards of excavation, at a cost of $85,546.94. The 
regrading of Railroad Avenue to meet additional traffic requirements, was de- 
scribed in my last annual report. 








HUNTERS POINT ROAD: 


Au a war measure, last yoar the Federal Government appointed a committee 
to investigate and report on the suitability of various sites on the Pacific Coast for 
the location of a permanent naval base. Familiar with the unquestioned natural 
advantages of Hunters Point for the purpose, the City administration actively advo- 
cated its selection. Reports were prepared which showed that there is a water depth 
of 65 feet at the point and a deep water channel thence to the Ocean, whereas 
the other Bay sites considered have lesa than 20 foot depth, which is being d 
creased because of deposits of sediment from the San Joaquin and Sacramento 
Rivers. Assurances were given the Naval authorities that proper road facilities 
would shortly be constructed to make the site more accessible, While no official 
decision on the choice of a base has been published, it is understood that the 
Hunters Point site is favorably considered. 

To reach Hunters Point, and to provide for existing and future industries 
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in this section, special endeavor has been directed toward the early completion of 
‘an 80 foot street with a 60 foot roadway, commencing at Railroad Avenue 
Evans to Ingalls, thence diagonally through land acquired from the Water Front 
Land Company to Hawes near Hudson Street, thence along Hawes from Hudson 
to Innis, thence along Innes from Hawes to Donobue, thence along Donohue, Innes 
to Galvez, thence along Galver, Donohue to Coleman, thence through City property 
diagonally from Coleman and Galvez to Boalt Street and Fairfax Avenue, thence 
along Fairfax from Alvord to Boalt and along Alvord, Evans to Fairfax, to the 
existing dry dock of the Union Iron Works on this point, a distance of 2% miles. 
This work involves 91,427 cubic yards of excavation and 101,876 cubic yards of 
fill, besides curbs, sewers and 637,669 square feet of pavement with 6 inch con- 
crete base and 2 inch asphalt wearing surface. Two acres of property are to be 
acquired. 

The cost will be about $225,000, part to be borne by the Union Iron Works 
and the City and fronting property owners to pay the remainder. About three- 
fourths of the entire length is under contract. Nearly 90 per cent of the neces- 
sary property has been acquired and as soon as the remaining portion has been 
deeded to the City, contracts will be awarded for the remaining construction. 

The completion of this project will have the effect of opening up two miles of 
deep water frontage heretofore inaccessi 




















TELEGRAPH HILL BOULEVARD: 


By proper landscape treatment Telegraph Hill can be made an attractive 
eminence instead of a quarry scarred obstruction to traffic. The first requirement 
is a suitable avenue of approach to the summit. Four schemes have been evolved, 
each of which contemplates a roadway 24 feet wide and a 6 foot sidewalk with » 
protecting railing. The initial point of the various schemes is as follows: 

(1) Northeast corner Kearny and Broadway; (2) Northeast corner Mont- 
gomery and Broadway; (3) Just west of Washington Irving School in Broadway; 
(4) Northeast corner of Sansome and Vallejo Streets. 

‘The terminal at the upper end, Lombard and Sansome Streets, is common to 
all plans, The property in the last two blocks along and adjacent to the boulevard 
to be retained for park area ss an addition to Pioneer Park. City property in 
the vicinity will be utilized where practicable. Any scheme adopted embraces a 
reinforced concrete viaduct about 300 feet long between Lombard and Greenwich 
Streets, Schemes No. 3 and 4 include an additional viaduct across Green Street,

REGRADES: 


Most of the area of the City and County of San Francisco has been subdivided 
on the right angle block system, with no thought whatever for the contour of the 
ground or steepness of the grades, many of which are as high as 40 per cent. In 
altering such grades, existing improvements must be considered, many lota having 
already been built upon, and each property owner desirous that the grade fit these 
improvements, 

‘The modern subdivision with its contour streets and easy grades is eliminating 
this evil. On the ungraded streets which are too steep for vehicular travel, it is 
found desirable to park the majority of the street and construct easy stirways. 
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An example of such treatment is on Day Street between Castro and Diamond 
Streets, Greenwich Street between Kearny Street and Grant Avenue, which has 
never been graded, is built upon both sides with many permanent structures. 
Special treatment, such as shown on attached program is necessary to obviate 
raising or lowering every building on the block. 

Liberty Street between Church and Noe Streets and Sanchez Street between 
20th and 21st Streets are similar to those above mentioned inasmuch as they are 
‘ungraded, built upon, and have very heavy cross warps. 

‘On these streets it is found advantageous to design an upper and lower road- 
way with parking space and walls between, and to open two new streets so that 
vehicles can travel in # southerly and westerly direction to Noe Valley. 

Money for the acquisition of the property necessary for the above projects has 
been included in the 1917-1918 budget and the City Attorney has commenced 
action to acquire it. 


In the past year grades have been changed, established and investigated as 
follows:

The area lying south of Howard Street and east of Third Street’comprising 
about twenty city blocks on an elevation known as Rincon Hill, in former days one 
of the choice resident districts of San Francisco: but this hill formed a natural 
barrier to the main lines of traffic between a mile of waterfront docks and freight 
termini: and the area dependent upon them, comprising the general industrial 
district and the business center of the City. Its proximity to the waterfront and 
‘the railroads is the cause of the development of this section from residence dis- 
trict to an industrial and warehouse center. 

The Chamber of Commerce made some preliminary studies of Rincon Hill in 
1912 with a view to suggesting a scheme for its regrading. 

This office has made a comprehensive study of the problem and evolved 
several improvements on the original schemes presented. 

It was found that with a reasonable amount of excavation gradients could be 
established having a maximum of 2 per cent for north and south streets and 4% 
per cent for east and west streets, With these street grades established, every 
piece of property east of Second Street and south of Folsom Street could be 
reached by a projected system of railroad spur tracks terminating in the main Belt 
Railroad system. Modern motor trucks could easily make the maximum grades 
on the east and west streets. The hill would no longer be a barrier to heavy 
traffic and about 46 acres of land with practically no earning power could become 
potential income bearing property worth from two to five times its present val 

About 90 per cent of the existing improvements upon the property in this 
district are wooden structures, many of them obsolete, and the owners would 
welcome an opportunity to replace them with a more substantial type of building. 
‘The present condition of the property makes it very difficult for the owners to 
negotiate loans for any improvements, It was found that the cost of improving 
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the streets could not be sustained by the adjoining property. Close atudy of the 
problem shows that the owners of this property would not by any means be the 
sole beneficiaries by improvements contemplated, but that a very large metropolitan 
area would be materially benefitted. To effect maximum economy it is desirable to 
grade and make all of the improvements in this area, as one project centrally con- 
trolled. Before this can be done, certain changes in the assessment laws for local 
improvements must be enacted.

BERNAL CUT: 


‘The bulk of the materials used for street and home improvements in new sub- 
divisions beyond the Twin Peaks Ridge was conveyed via Mission Street and Ocean 
Avenue or over Fell Street and Lincoln Way. The grades and length of the former 
route added so much to the cost per ton mile that the proposed Bernal Cut could 
have been built for the saving it would have had effected to date. 

One of the conditions made part of the agreement for the Southern Pacific 
Company's new franchise at Third and Townsend Streets was that the City should 
be given’a right of way through the existing Bernal railway cut from Randall 
Street to Ban Jose Avenue, the Railway Company to do the necessary grading to 
accommodate the paved roadway. 

‘With the rapid growth of our Municipal Railway System, the extension 
through this eut of the Church Street Line from 80th Street to supply needed 
trafic facilities to the Sunnyside and Ocean View Districts, was planned, and in 
order to provide for the street railway, as well as vehicular and pedestrian traffic, 
stops have been taken to acquire a wider roadway through the cut than that pro- 
vided in the original agreement. Surveys and plans for this improvement are com- 
plete and necessary lands are being acquired. 

‘This work involves the extension of Dolores Street to the existing Southern 
Pacific right of way at Randall Street, the removal of 282,000 cubic yards of ex- 
eavation and placing 95,500 cuble yards of fill, the removing and reconstructing 
of the Southern Pacific tracks to the west side of the widened cut, the paving of a 
42 foot roadway and construction of an 8 foot sidewalk with necessary retaining 
walls on the east side of cut throughout the 4,450 feet of length. ‘The cost will be 
approximately $650,000, exclusive of the grading to be done by the Rallroad 
Company. 





CUMBERLAND STREET, NOE TO SANCHEZ STREET: 


‘The regrade of Cumberland Street between Noe and Sanchez Streets and 
Sanchez Street between 19th and 20th Streets has been completed. Peraistent 
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efforts to reconcile the diversified opinions of the people of this district and obtain 
their agreement to the most logical plan, finally were successful. 

Existing street improvements leading to this section, the abrupt nature of its 
topography and the fact that fronting owners had proceeded with their home build- 
ing with an utter disregard for any grade plan, injected complications into this 
problem, requiring the application of some engineering ingenuity for solution. 

Sanchez Street at 19th Street was graded and paved while 50 feet south the 
ground was 16.5 feet higher. Cumberland Street at Sanchez Street was graded 
and paved while 20 feet west the ground was 31 feet higher. Sanches Street at 
Cumberland Street was improved with an elevation at the northerly line of 198.83 and 
at the south line of 209.17 whence the ground rose sharply to an elevation of 240 
feet. Twentieth Street at Sanches was an improved street having an elevation of 
240 feet the east side of Sanchez Street conforming to official grade, while the 
west side was 25 feet higher. . 

The only inlet adaptable to changes that would pe 
via Twentieth Street. This will also serve the district south of Twentieth Street 
between Church and Noe Streets. By a system of retaining walls and stairways, 
pedestrians may reach this region at Sanchez and Nineteenth Streets, Cumberland 
and Noe and Cumberland and Sancher Streets. The general street design of road- 
ways and walks in the same plane was precluded here, the difference in elevation 
between houses on opposite sides of the street being from 7 feet to 19 feet. To 
keep at a minimum the height of retaining walls, at the property line on the high 
‘side and still not leave the homes on the low side in » hollow, the space between 
curbs was designed with elevated or depressed sidewalks and terraces, These 
terraces vary from level parking spaces to sloped surfaces having a pitch of 10 
feet in width of 11 feet and 13 feet, according to ground conditions. As planned, 
the majority of retaining walls did not exceed 6 feet in height. Three were con- 
structed at a maximum height of 12 feet. In some instances where the fronts of 
the houses were back of the property line, the terraces were extended into the 
Property thereby doing away with necessity of « wall. A 2%-foot cross warp in 
the roadway, was resorted to to cut down heights of walls. 

Sanchez Street from Twentieth to Cumberland Street is paved with 2 inches 
of asphalt on a 6 inch concrete base descending on a 5.8 per cent grade. The 
crossings of Sancher and Cumberland Streets is similarly paved. From the north 
line of Cumberland to 89 feet northerly, the grade of Sanches Street is 16.6 per 
cent and thence to Nineteenth Street it is 28 per cent except the parking space 
and wall where the grade is lessened to permit vehicles to turn, Hillside brick 
Pavement was used where grades were sufficient to warrant the increased cost. 

On Cumberland Street west of Sanchez Street a 9.5 per cent grade obtains 
for 155 feet, a 4 per cent grade for the next 100 feet and a 15 per cent grade 
for the remainder to Noe Street, except around the island park at Noe Street 
where the grade is reduced to allow traffic to turn. 

Concrete in walls and stairs was a 1-2-4 mix delivered from mixer to forms 
by gravity chutes. Six inch tile drains imbedded in broken rock were placed 
back of all walls and concreted to weep-holes at proper interval 

Galvanized iron railings are placed on walls where necessary. Special fittings 
had to be cast for all this work on account of the many curves and breaks in 
grade. Hardly any two fittings were alike. 

Excavation was performed by a % cubic yard stenm shovel except at Sanches 
and Nineteenth Streets where the steep grade made the use of the shovel dan- 
gerous. Here a trap was erected and 4-horse Fresnoes scraped the material into 
chutes which led into the traf whence it was loaded into motor trucks. Over 
20,000 cubic yards loose measurement was handled in this manner. 

Now that this section has been made accessible and that these streets present 
an inviting appearance, the wonderful view to be obtained’ from this height, the 
ideal climatic conditions existing there, and the proximity of the Church Street 











of vehicular traffic was 
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Line of the Municipal Railway System, will all be potent factors in inducing people 
to locate. Property enhanced substantially beyond its original value since the 
improvement was assured. 





LEAVENWORTH STREET AND CHESTNUT STREET: 


Franciseo Street between Hyde and Leavenworth Streets at an elevation of 
approximately 180 feet before the recent improvement of Leavenworth Street be- 
tween Chestnut and Francisco Streets, has been practically inaccessible. The only 
approach thereto, over Hyde Street between Chestnut and Bay Streets was on a 
20.5 per cent grade with a very dilapitated cobblestone pavement. 

A few years ago new grades were established to provide a convenient ap- 
proach to this district. The first unit of this improvement was completed in De- 
cember, 1914. This consisted in part of a retaining wall swinging from near the 
middle of the south line of the crossing: of Francisco and Leavenworth Streets to 
the north curb at the west line and a stairway on the northeast face of the wall 
leading from the upper to the lower levels of the crossing. As then finished, ready 
ingress and egress was afforded pedestrians, but a second unit of this work had 
to be installed to accommodate vehicles. This consisted of the continuation of the 
existing retaining wall southerly in Leavenworth Street parallel to the property 
lines for » distance of 187.5 feet dividing the street into two levels. The new 
grade of upper Leavenworth Street follows closely the old San Francisco Road 
which in early days led from the heart of town to Black Point. 

When completed the 68.87 fect width of Leavenworth Street will be divided 
into = 10 foot walk on the enst and a 6 foot walk on the west side with roadway 
of 52.87 feet wide extending from Chestnut Street northerly to the end of the 
retaining wall where it divides into an upper drive of 17.5 feet wide and a lower 
drive of 32 feet wide. The grade from Chestnut Street to the dividing wall and 
50 feet northerly on the lower portion of the street descends at 15.9 per cent and 
then at 6.8 per cent to the crossing of Francisco Street. The upper roadway 
ascends northerly along the east face of the wall on a 3.4 per cent grade. The 
street is paved with 2% inchee of asphalt surface on # 6 inch concrete base except 
on the 15.9 per cent grade where hillside brick are Inid on a 1% inch sand 
cushion on a 4 inch concrete base. 

The heavy portion of the excavation, 5,800 cubic yards was done by steam 
shovel. To insure against undue settlement in the fill back of the wall, special 
precautions were taken in tamping. The fill, placed by wheelbarrows, was water 
tamped, the weep holes in the wall having been temporarily plugged to hold the 
‘water and all pulled simultaneously to give a uniform settlement. The subgrade 
was rolled with 5-ton motor trucks empty and then loaded. 

The wall of reinforced concrete of the cantilever type surmounted with a 
4.25 foot parapet is 31.25 feet high at one end and 5.75 feet at tha other. Ex- 
clusive of the base and parapet, it is 12 inches thick at top and batters 7 incher 
to 5 feet of depth giving » maximum base thickness of 8.86 feet at the highest 
section. 

A 20 inch high pressure pipe, one of the main feeds from the Fort Mason 
Pumping Station which has been constructed in tunnel, was uncovered along the 
east edge of the toe of the wall. 


























BRIDGES 
THIRD STREET BRIDGE: . 

‘The Third Street Bridge was rewired and a new submarine cable was in- 
stalled under contract awarded to the Butte Engineering & Electric Company on 


August 24, 1916, The work was completed and accepted on June 25, 1917, and 
cost $8,874. 
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The laurel wood floor surface placed two years ago is making a record for 
service, being still in’ very good condition. Ordinary pine flooring formerly used 
had to be replaced three times during each year. 

‘The south abutment, disturbed at the time of the earthquake in 1906, con- 
tinues to move northward at a decreasing rate, being about one inch during the 
last 12 months, as against two inches per year prior to that time. The movement 
this year has been taken up in the structure with minor alterations and adjust- 
ments made possible by the work done last year. Despite the opening of the Fourth 
Street Bridge traffic on Third Street Bridge continues heavy. During rush hours 
eighty street cars and over two hundred vehicles per hour cross the structure. 


FOURTH STREET BRIDGE: 


On June 25, 1915, the Thomson Bridge Company was awarded the contract 
for removing the old swing draw bridge and for constructing a modern Strauss 
Trunnion Bascule drawbridge at Fourth Street, crossing the channel, 

The foundation for this bridge was designed in this office and the super- 
structure was designed by Mr. J. B. Strauss of Chicago, patentee of this type of 
bridge. . 

The bridge proper is a single leaf, through span of 94 feet counterweighted 
‘on the north side with a 700 ton overhead concrete weight spanning the roadway. 

‘The bridge roadway is forty feet wide and is paved with creosoted wood 
blocks. Provision has been made for the installation of street car tracks should 
they be required at any time. There are two 6-foot sidewalks on the outer side 
of the trusses for pedestrians. 

Operating power is furnished by electric motors housed on the north 
‘The operator's house is over the west motor housing and commands a clear 
Opening to the full vertical position can be effected in approximately one minute 
after giving the warning alarms. A clear waterway of 75 feet for the passage of 
vessels is obtained with the structure raised. The channel was dredged to eleva- 
tion minus 35 feet, City base, which enables vessels of 20 foot draft and fifty 
foot beam to pass the opening safely. 

This improvement cost $89,672.09 and was finally accepted on May 28, 1917. 








STREET PAVEMENTS 


More permanent pavements have been constructed within the past fiscal year 
than in any other year since the memorable fire of 1906. 

A new type of permanent pavement adapted to light traffic and residential 
streets was introduced here, namely the so-called vertical fibre vitrified brick, a 
monolithic type of pavement. This has been in use for the last three years in the 
middle west and has given satisfactory results, Its chief advantages over the older 
vitrifled brick pavement are its comparative cheapness and ease of construction. 
A service test of at least ten years will be required, however, before its per- 
manency can be established beyond question. Should this pavement prove entirely 
satisfactory and be permanently adopted, its selection will affect a saving of from 
15 per cent to 20 per cent over the old standard brick pavement. 

Another advance in pavement construction has been made in the adoption 
of “Topeka,” a semi-nonskid sheet asphalt pavement. This pavement is particu- 
larly suitable to streets that have a gradient in excess of that which ordinary sheet 
asphalt can be used, but on which » comparatively smooth pavement is required. 
In general, on residential streets of medium grade Topeka surface can be used in 
place of the ordinary asphalt pavement, With the enormous urban automobile 
traffic of the present time, » pavement having pronounced nonskid properties 
becomes a necessity. 

Topeka surface has been used extensively in the construction of streets in 
‘Westwood Park and other recently developed residential tracts. It has also been 
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used on the northerly end of the Twin Peaks Boulevard, and on tMe first unit of 
the Market Street extension adjoining the east portal of the Twin Peaks Tunnel, 
and probably will be used upon the entire boulevard. The fact that this pavement 
has stood up on the State Highway in San Mateo County for four years under 
‘the tremendous pounding of Sunday traffic amounting to 15,000 machines of all 
types, is proof that it will wear well in San Francisco under less severe conditions. 
Our experience with asphalt has proven that the successful street pavement of the 
future will be of less thickness than formerly and will possess greater nonskid 
properties, 90 per cent of the traffic now being rubber tired. 

One of the greatest difficulties encountered in the planning of street pave- 
ments is that of procuring proper surface drainage, with the improvements and 
grades often permanently established. Especially is this the case on thorofares 
having nearly a flat grade. The addition of too many catchbasins is both costly 
as well ss unsightly. It was for this reason that this office recommended the 
adoption of vitrified brick gutters in connection with asphalt pavements on such 
streets, it being possible to construct this type of gutter with « flatter gradient and 
an individual transverse slope, thereby preserving a uniform cross-section on the 
main moving-traffic portion of the roadway. 

‘Within the last fiseal year many special projects in the way of street improve- 
ment had to be handled by this department and, working plans for the Contractor 
prepared. To expedite the work of planning some of the more difficult of these, 
Paper forms were made to scale showing the proper crowns and section. These 
were put in skeleton form and modified when necessary. Plaster of Paris was 
poured over modeling clay rough shaped to the finished contour and the whole 
finally smoothed down to the finished grade. This was found to be an excellent 
way of visualizing the improvement and brought out forcibly small irregularities 
in design that might otherwise have been overlooked. 

Nearly all of the many miles of track reconstruction handled by the United 
Railroads within the year, and all street reconstruction handled by the Street 
Repair Department was constructed on the grades worked out by this office.

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MUNICIPAL RAILWAYS. 


CHUROH STREET LINE: 


‘The Church Street Line of the Municipal Railway commenced operation on 
the 11th of August, 1917. The placing of this road in operation marks the com- 
Pletion of the final link of the extensions contemplated under the Bond Issue of 
1918, when the citizens of San Francisco voted $8,500,000 for extending the 
‘Municipal Railway System by the construction of some 12 miles of double track 
and the purchase of the Presidio & Ferries Railroad or the so-called Union Street 
Line comprising 8.78 miles of double track. 

In the Iast Annual Report of the Bureau of Engineering there was presented 
4n detail s chronology of the public proceedings had in connection with the con- 
struction of the Church Street Line, so that it is sufficient here but briefly to touch 
upon this earlier history. 

The Church Street Line contemplated under the provisions of the Bond Issue 
consisted of an extension of the Municipal Railway System from Van Ness Avenue 
and Market Street, out Market Street to Church and over Church Street to 30th 
Street. For @ number of reasons, in constructing this road, it was considered 
necessary to divide the line into three sections 

Section “A” from Van Ness Avenue and Market Street to 16th and Church 
Streets; Section “B" from 18th and Church Streets to 22nd and Church Streets; 
and Section “C” from 16th and Church Streets to 18th and Church Streets and 
from 22nd and Church Streets to 30th and Church Streets, 

Section “A” included that portion of the line in which it was anticipated that 
legal difficulties and obstacles would be placed in the City's way by the United 
Railroads, Section “B" covered that portion of the road where a diversion wi 
made from Church Street through Mission Park and a private right of way which 
involved the acquisition by condemnation or purchase of @ large number of small 
parcels of land, and Section “C" comprised that portion upon which no unusual 
conditions existed. 

Section “C” was completed April 29, 1916. Section “B" was completed 
Jane 28, 1916, and Section “A,” the last link to be finished, was completed on 
the Ist of August, 1917. 

‘This latter contract was awarded to the Western Motor Drayage Company 
‘on the 16th of March, 1917. The completion of this contract was contingent upon 
the delivery of the track special crossings of manganese steel which had to be 
manufactured and delivered from the East, after the last legal obstacle in the way 
of the construction of the line had been removed. 

In order to expedite this work to the fullest degree. this office had prepared 
the necessary plans and specifications and the Board of Public Works had adver- 
tised for bids and entered into @ contract with the United States Steel Products 
Co, for the delivery of these special track castings within 90 days after the receipt 
of the order. This arrangement in effect gave the City an option on this material, 
which was to be exercised in the contingency of a favorable decision from the 
United States Court, to which the United Railroads had appealed for an injunc- 
tion to prevent the construction of parallel tracks on Market Street and on 
Church Btreet. 

On January 18, 1917, Judge Wm. H. Hunt, of the United States District 
Court handed down a decision of the most momentuous import to our Municipal 
Railway System. In his decision, in which he denied the injunction sought, he 
stated: 
































“It i accepted that the destruction of the franchise is not possible, but 
even so, in the complexities of modern society new conditions present them- 
selves which may call for the safeguarding of the public interest in = way 
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which justifies the application of the doctrine that the police power may extend 
to all great public needs. 


And farther: 


“There being no statutory rule against one street railway company from 
crossing the tracks of another, I do not find that compensation must first be 
paid for the crossing.” 


In his opinion, he quotes, from the case of the Consolidated Traction Company 
vs, the South Orange and Maplewood Traction Co., in which the Court held that, 


‘Although the crossing necessitates some actual interference with tracks 
as constructed and to some extent changes thereafter the exclusive use by the 
one company of its crossings, still such changes are the necessary result of 
the development of the method of operating electric roads at their points of 
eroasing, and are such as are made necessary as the best and safest methods 
now attainable for the safety and convenience of the public in the operation 
of both roads at the point of crossing: that they are changes and burdens in 
the use of ite tracks and trolley system to which the original right to lay and 
construct them was necessarily subject.” 





Immediately upon the receipt of Judge Hunt's decision the United States 
Steel Products Company was ordered to proceed with the manufacture of the 
crossings for Section “A” of the Church Street Line. While these crossings were 
being manufactured, the specifications were prepared and bids advertised for the 
construction of the track work on this section and also for the erection of the 
poles and overhead electrical work. 

In connection with the question of poles for this section of the line, this 
office took up with the United Railroads the question of entering into an agree- 
ment with that Company for the use of the existing poles on Market Street and 
on Chareh Street in order to avoid the unnecessary duplication of poles on these 
streeta, suggesting as a basis for the agreement the so-called Joint Pole Agreement 
which is in effect between the various public service corporations of the City, 
under which any company is allowed to use the poles of another corporation by 
paying the proportional cost for the pole, or other equitable arrangement. This 
the United Railroads refused to do, whereupon the City entered into @ contract 
for the erection of a second set of poles on Market Street from Van Ness Avenue 
to Church Street and on Church Street from Market to 16th Street. While these 
poles were being manufactured, but before they were placed in position, the 
Chairman of the Public Utilities Committee, Supervisor Edward I. Wolfe, appealed 
directly to Mr. Lilienthal, President of the United Railroads, to reconsider his 
objection and allow the City to use the United Railroads’ poles. Mr. Lilienthi 
after further review, yielded and the Contractor was directed not to set the poles. 

After the award of the contract for the construction of Section “A,” when 
the Board of Public Works requested the Supervisors to appropriate the amount 
of the contract, an effort was made by individuals representing different interests 
to effect an agreement between the City and the United Railroads, which would 
obviate the necessity of constructing these additional tracks on Market Street. 
The consideration of these questions by the Board of Supervisors consumed several 
weeks before they decided to proceed with the construction of outer tracks from 
‘Van Ness Avenue to Church Street, but with the expressed intention of a number 
of the members of the Board that the further construction of tracks on Market 
Street, that is, between Kearny Street and Van Ness Avenue and between Church 
Street and Castro Street, would not proceed until further effort had been made to 
reach an agreement looking to the use of the United Railroads tracks on this 
portion of Market Street. 








850 BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS 


TWIN PEAKS TUNNEL LINE: 


R. C. Btorrie & Co., who have the contract for the construction of the Tw: 
Peaks Tunnel, completed their work early in July, 1917, and the 14th day of July 
was set as the day to celebrate the completion of the Twin Peaks bore. At the 
completion of the dedication ceremonies the construction of the railway through 
the Twin Peaks Tunnel will be commenced. 

The contract for the construction of the railway through the tunnel was 
awarded to Eaton & Smith for the sum of $80,467.25. This contract is for double 
track overhead electric railway from East Portal of Twin Peaks Tunnel near 
Castro Street, through the tunnel, and over West Portal Avenue to the junction 
of Sloat acd Junipero Berra Boulevards. The trolly wire, rails, ties, tie plates 
and other track material for this work are being furnished by the City, having 
been purchased under contract over @ year ago, in order to assure their being 
on hand when the work was ready to commense. 

The type of track to bo installed through the tunnel is what is known as 
ballasted open track construction. The rails weigh 70 pounds per yard and are 
im 60 foot lengths through the tunnel. This longer length of rail was adopted 
for use in the tunnel to secure smoother, quieter operation by the reduction of 
the number of joints. The longer length rail has the further advantage of reduc- 
ing the cost of maintainance and of bonding. This length of rail is not generally 
‘adopted for railroad construction in the open as the allowance at the joints to 
care for expansion due to temperature changes in exposed work becomes excessive. 
This objection does not hold in the tunnel, where there will be comparatively 
‘small temperature changes, permitting the joints to be laid close. 

‘The type of overhead trolley work is what is known as the catenary sus- 
pension type. In this construction as adopted the trolley wire is supported at 12 
foot intervals from a separate steel cable % inch in diameter, which is stressed in 
tension to approximately 1800 pounds. The frequent points of support maintai 
the trolley wire at practically a uniform elevation above the track, thereby avoid- 
ing the sparking and wear found at the points of support in the ordinary type of 
construction, This will also in a large measure reduce noise in the tunnel by 
eliminating any rigid connection between the trolley wire and the suspended 
ceiling in the tunnel, 

‘The construction of this Twin Peaks Tunnel line will be completed on or 
before December 1, 1917, and it is hoped that by the time it is completed some 
solution will be had for operating cars directly down Market Street and con- 
necting with the existing lines west of the Twin Peaks. 

‘The schedule time for cars through the Tunnel will be 6 minutes and 23 
seconds eastbound, and 7 minutes 16 seconds westbound, allowing for stops at 
both stations. 

The running time of the United Railroads cars from 17th and Market Streets 
to the Ferry at the present time is 20 minutes. If outer tracks are constructed 
on Market Street to Kearny Street this time will be reduced at least 3 minutes. 
‘This will make the running time from Sloat Boulevard to the Ferry 26 minutes, 
or about 20 minutes less than the time now required. 


























FOUR-TRACKING MARKET STREET: 


‘When the routes for the extension to serve the Exposition were determined 
upon prior to the bond election of 1918. the City Engineer realized that there 
would be serious opposition encountered to the construction of tracks on Market 
Street from Van Ness Avenue to Church Street. To guard against this the 
enacting ordinance was so framed as to permit @ suitable connection from Van 
Ness Avenue and Market Street to Church Street, it being in mind, in event of 
fan adverse decision of the Courts, that this connection could be made by leaving 
Market Street after five blocks 
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‘This Department made an effort to start the construction of this section of 
the line first, in order that the legal difficulties might be met and solved in advance 
‘of constructing the remaining portion of the work. This idea met with the oppo- 
sitton of certain members of the Board of Supervisors who desired to have the 
plan for overcoming the grades on Church Street adopted first. The result of 
this departure from the Engineer's recommendation was to have Section “B” and 
“O" of the Church Street road, that is, the portion south of 16th Street on Church 
Street, completed and lying idle for one whole year awaiting the determination 
of the City’s right on Market Street. 

After the above condition was created, this Department evolved a plan ander 
which, by @ temporary transfer agreement made with the United Railroads, the 
Church Street Line could be operated from 80th to Market Street. This temporary 
transfer agreement was rejected by the Board of Supervisors and upon the United 
Railroads refusing to allow a connection to be made with their tracks at 16th and 
Church Streets, after having agreed to sell to the City a one-half interest in those 
tracks on Church Street, the Board of Supervisors passed a resolution directing 
the Board of Public Works to proceed with the construction of outer tracks on 
Church Street from 16th to Market Street and on Market Btreet from Church 
Street to Van Ness Avenue. The Supervisors further, by resolution, directed the 
Board of Public Works to prepare-plans for the construction of outer tracks on 
Market Street from Kearny Street to Van Ness Avenue and from Church Street 
to the East Portal of Twin Peaks Tunnel. Thereafter in order to bring the 
matter into the Courts and secure the earliest possible decision as to the City’s 
rights on Market Street, upon the recommendation of the City Engineer, the Board 
‘of Public Works adopted a resolution authorising the City Engineer to construct 
outer tracks on Market Street and Church Street by day labor. Immediately fol- 
lowing the passage of this resolution work was commenced at the intersection of 
‘Van Ness Avenue and Market Street to install » crossing in the United Railroads 
tracks. On the following day an injunction was served on the Board of Public 
‘Works and the City Engineer restraining them from further work on this con- 
struction, and on August 22nd, 1916, Judge Wm. H. Hunt, United States District 
Court, commenced the hearing of the case, which hearing was completed on the 
25th of August, On the 18th of January, 1917, as noted before, a decision favor- 
able to the City was returned. As before referred to, following the award of 
contract for Section “A” of the Church Street Line, when the appropriation was 
Fequested to cover the contract price, considerable opposition developed to the 
construction of outer tracks on Market Street. After extended deliberation the 
Supervisors finally appropriated the money so that the contractor could proceed 
with that portion of the work from Van Ness Avenue to Church and 16th Streets. 

At the time the question of appropriation was being considered by the Board 
of Supervisors, Mr. Lillienthal, President of the United Railroads, made a pro- 
posal under the terms of which the City would be allowed to operate its Church 
Street cars over the Market Street tracks of the United Railroads to Van Ness 
Avenue on a mileage basis, and to route the Twin Peaks Tunnel cars down 
Market Street to the Ferry. This offer was rejected by the Board of Supervisors 
‘as far as ite application to Section “A” of the Church Street road was concerned, 
but with the idea and the expressed intention of » number of the Board that when 
the question of appropriations for constructing the outer tracks connections on 
Market Street from Van Ness Avenue to Geary Street and from the Tunnel to 
Church Street already authorized by Ordinance of the Board of Supervisors should 
come up, further consideration would be given to the offer of the United Railroads. 
In the meanwhile, as time was running against the consummation of our trans- 
portation plans, it was essential that some decision be reached as to the policy to 
be adopted in order that the necessary material could be purchased. To develop a 
definite policy and bring the matter to a focus, this office took such steps as were 
within its province and certain negotiations were had with the United Railroads. 
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The exchange of correspondence on this four-tracking proposition is herewith pre- 
sented in full.

Dear Sirs: Not alone as President of the United Railroads but more par- 
ticularly as a citizen who knows that he is always ready to place the public welfare 
above private interests, I earnestly recommend to your Honorable body the post- 
ponement of the proposed action to parallel the tracks of the Company until at 
least the City Engineer and our General Manager will have had an opportunity to 
confer with a view to devising some plan that will provide a fair solution of pend- 
ing transportation problems, 

It will be admitted that the proposed construction on Market Street will prove 
an unprofitable financial operation for the City, and, if allowed to be permanent, 
will amount to confiscation of property of the Company. To the extent that the 
municipal lines have money to spare to build extensions, it would seem to be the 
part of wisdom to apply such surplus to building lines in sections of the city which 
are not yet provided with adequate transportation rather than in places already 
sufficiently supplied. 

I am sure that if this matter be approached in the spirit that should dominate 
such a negotiation, a solution can be found that will redound to the advantage of 
all the people of the city.

Dear Sirs: I had occasion in a recent communication to say to you that, 
notwithstanding the official position which I occupy with the United Railroads. I 
knew that I was always ready to place the public welfare above private interests, 
‘and in that spirit I take the liberty to urge upon you not to carry out the proposed 
plan for the paralleling of the tracks on Market Street. 

‘The Company is willing that the City should operate its Church Street lin 
from 16th Street on Church Street and on Market Street from Church Street to 
‘Van Ness Avenue on the tracks of the United Bailrosds on a mileage basis. 

The Company is further willing that a limited number of Church Street cars 
be operated over the tracks of the United Railroads to the Ferry upon a similar 
mileage basis; and to make a transfer agreement, on s 50/50 basis, providing for 
exchange between the Church Street line and our Market Street lines. 

‘With this disposition on the part of the Company, I permit myself to say that 
there does not appear to be any warrant for the proposed expenditure of city 
moneys, because the desired transportation facilities would be provided for without 
farther expenditure. In view of the crying need of many districts in the city for 
transportation facilities which the Company under existing charter conditions is not 
able to provide, it would seem that any city moneys that may be available should 
be applied to providing such transportation facilities rather than to duplicating 
existing ones, with the economic waste that that would involve. 

I sm making « proposal, at great financial sacrifice to the Company, which 
should in my opinion be acceptable to you in the interest of all the people, but if 
any modification of same is desired by you I shall be giad to receive your farther 
exestions.

Dear Sir: Your letter of March 29, 1917, addressed to the Mayor and the 
Board of Supervisors on the subject of the operation of the Chureh Street line, in 
which you have made certain offers looking to an agreement covering the opera- 
tion of this line of the Municipal Railway System over your tracks, was, as you 
know, referred to the Public Utilities Committee, who have requested that I take 
the matter up with you in order that the suggestions made might be more thor- 
oughly and definitely understood and, if feasible, some recommendation made 
looking toward an agreement satisfactory to both the City and to yourselves. 

To amplify and make more concrete your offer, will you kindly answer the 
following question 

FIRST—What charge would the United Railroads propose to make to the 
City for the use of the United Railroads tracks and power as contemplated in 
your letter! If you are not prepared at this time to state this as so many cents 
per car mile, will you state exactly what elements would go to make up this charge, 
and, particularly, if this mileage charge would be such as to cover any loss which 
the United Railroads feel they might sustain due to the City’s parallel operation of 
your lines. 

SECOND—Will you state definitely the number of Church Street cars which 
you would agree to allow the City to operate through to the Ferry on the inner 
Market Street tracks during the rush hours and at other periods. Before the 
Board of Supervisors you stated that this number would be limited only by the 
number that could be so operated without curtailing the existing service of the 
United Railroads. 

THIRD—Does the offer of the United Railroads contemplate the use of the 
inner tracks on Market Street to the Ferry for the cars of the Municipal Railways 
to be operated through the Twin Peaks Tunnel, and, if so, how many as a min- 
imum? The use of the United Railroads Market Street tracks for the Tunnel cars 
is not covered in your letter, but I believe that verbally before the Board of 
Supervisors you tated that this was not intentionally omitted. 

FOURTH—Further, along the line of question number three, does your offer. 
contemplate allowing the City to use your Ocean Avenue, Sloat Boulevard and 
Parkside tracks on a similar mileage basis for Tunnel cara? 

FIFTH—Does the offer of the United Railroads contemplate the exchange of 
transfers between any other lines of the United Railroads and the Municipat 
Railways than the Church Street and the Market Street lines mentioned, as, for 
stance, transferring on a transfer from the Church Street line; at Ocean Avenue’ 
and Miramar; and at 19th and Sloat; or 20th and Lincoln Way; or at any other 
points? 
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SIXTH—Is it your intention that such agreement would extend to the expria- 
tion of your Market Street franchise, or would it be terminable following the 
decision of the United States Supreme Court to which I understand it is the inten- 
tion of your Company to carry its appeal from the decision of Judge Huntt 

As you will recognize, all of these questions are pertinent to the subject and 
before I can make any recommendation to the Public Utilities Committee it is 
necessary that I have thorough understanding on all these points.

Dear Sir: On April 23, 1917, a conference was held in my office to discuss 
transportation facilities for the district west of Twin Peaks and the operation of 
‘Municipal cars on Market Street. This conference was attended by Mr. von Phul 
and yourself of the United Railroads and Supervisor Wolfe, my assistant, Mr. 
Eckart, and myself. 

‘The subject of your proposal of March 29, 1917, addressed to the Mayor and 
the Board of Supervisors, in which you expressed your willingness to allow the 
City the use of your tracks on Market Street for the tunnel cars and a limited 
number of Church Street cars, was brought up. You thereupon stated that the 
City's decision to construct outer tracks on Market Street between Church Street 
and Van Ness Avenue was taken by the United Railroads to be a rejection of the 
Proposal submitted and that the offer was no longer open for consideration, You 
further stated, however, that you were willing and would prepare and submit a 
new proposition covering the most favorable offer you could make to the City under 
existing conditions, 

At the time also I handed to you for your consideration a memorandum of 
date of April 16 covering certain definite propositions which would be satisfactory 
to the City. 

Up to the present time we have not received either the new proposition from 
the United Railroads or a response to the proposal of the City. As the time is 
rapidly approaching when a definite decision must be made as to the policy to be 
puraued on Market Street, I take the liberty of again calling this matter to your 
attention and to urge upon you an early response.

‘We propose that the City and the Company agree: 

1, That the Company re-arrange such part of the present Parkside lines as 
may be necessary to furnish the best service to the Sunset District, and make con- 
nections from these lines to the tunnel tracks; 

2, That the Company pay the City on a mileage ba 
City’s tracks through the tunnel; 

3. That there be established between the City and the Company a universal 
exchange of transfers at all connecting points so that a unified system of transpor- 
tation may be furnished. 

4, That the City agree that no further tracks be built on Market Street and 
that the City will operate its cars over Market Street as at present, except for that 
portion of Market Street from Church Street to Van Ness Avenue forming part of 
the Church Street Line. 

5. That should an agreement be entered into on the above basis, such agree- 
ment be subject to cancellation by either party upon six months’ notice; the 
further proviso that, should the agreement be cancelled by the City, then the City 
to reimburse the Company for the cost of the reconstruction of its Parkside lines 
that may be agreed upon as well as for the cost of making connections of the tunnel 
tracks with the existing tracks of the Company.

MOTOR BUSSES: 

In response to a request of the Public Utilities Committee of the Board of 
Supervisors, that this office report upon the route for a motor bus line in con- 
nection with the Municipal Railways across Golden Gate Park and the cost of 
operating same, the following report was submitted: 





San Francisco, September 6, 1916. 
To the Honorable Public Utilities Committee 

of the Board of Supervisors, San Francisco. 

Gentlemen: In response to your request that this office prepare and submit 
to the Public Utilities Committee data on the cost of operation of and routing of 
‘motor busses in connection with Municipal Railway across Golden Gate Park, I beg 
to submit the following: 
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‘The route selected for motor bus operation is from 10th Avenue and Fulton 
Street across the Park to Oth Avenue and Lincoln Way, thence to Judah Street 
and out Judah Street to 83rd Avenue, with the view of future extension out 
towards the ocean, as circumstances may warrant. 

‘The round trip length of this route is 5 miles, The schedule assumed calle 
for a headway of from 7 to 12 minutes, with » view of meeting and connecting 
with the alternate cars on the “A” line as now operated. This will require four 
‘busses in service during the rush hours and a total of 120 round trips per day. 
This, with the dead mileage to and from the carbarn, will require 625 bus miles 
per day. 

An investigation has been made as to cost of operating several types of busses. 
These figures, including original investment (for 5 busses, one spare being deemed 
necessary), depreciation, interest, administration charges, maintenance and opera- 
tion expense, range from 12.1 cents to 15.6 cents per bus mile, assuming 18 cents, 
the average daily cost would be $81.25. 

‘The cash receipts alone of the bus line would not warrant its installation but 
it is estimated that when considered with the incressed receipts on the “A” line, 
‘the installation of this bus line would be justified, in view of the fact that the 
inereased traffic would be handled without the addition of any more cars on this 
route. 
‘With the development of the district through which the busses operate and the 
extension of this bus system to other districts the system will soon be put on & 
money making basis. 

It should be borne in mind that the construction of tracks on a street ts an 
indication to the property owners and prospective home builders of an assured 
service for all future time, whereas with s bus line it is within the power of the 
governing authorities to change the route or terminate the operation of the bus 
system at will. The effect of this uncertainty could be minimized by the establish 
ment of a fixed policy to continue the bus service through any district where it is 
once established until such time as the traffic density would warrant the construc: 
tion of street car tracks. 

This office feels that the automo! 





bus has its place in the solution of the 
transportation problem in San Francisco, particularly in pioneering the develop- 
ment of thinly settled but growing districts, and it is felt that the investment 
involved in the installation of a bus line connecting with the present terminal of 
the “A” line at 10th avenue and Fulton Street would be fully justified in that it 
would give service to a growing district for some years prior to the construction 
of a permanent street car line. 

‘The route across the Park is necessarily somewhat tortuous, which would add 
somewhat to the danger of operation across the Park, particularly at night. In 
this connection opportunity is taken to direct your attention to the desirability of 
‘@ surface road crossing the Park in this vicinity with depressed crossing at the 
main drives, to give a proper connection for ordinary traffic between the Sunset 
and Richmond Districts.

Following the submission of this report and upon the recommendation of the 
Public Utilities Committee the Board of Supervisors adopted a resolution directing 
the City Engineer to prepare plans and specifications for auto busses suitable for 
use in conjunction with the Mut ipal Railways. In accordance with this resolu- 
tion specifteations were prepared by the City Engineer and approved by the Board 
of Supervisors, which then authorized and directed the Board of Public Works to 
advertize for bids and enter into contracts for the purchase of these busses. 
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The motor busses for which bids were invited are of the enclosed semi-con- 
vertible type, adapted for one man. operation. ‘The bus is arranged with a com- 
bination of longitudinal and transverse seats and will carry 18 seated passengers 
with accommodations for 11 standing passengers. They are equipped with pneu- 
matic tires, insuring © minimum of comfort and a prolonged life of the motor 
equipment. The exterior will be painted and finished to match the standard 
municipal cars. The busses will be upholstered in leather and the interior finish 
is of the highest quality throughout. Special provision has been made to secure 
Proper ventilation so that with all windows closed there will be # good circulation 
of air. The body lines are neat and pleasing and a departure from the ordinary 
Passenger carrying bus in this regard. 

A great deal of study was given in the preparation of the specifications to 
devise « method of comparing bids which would secure for the City a bus com- 
Dining the highest standard of workmanship with the least operating cost; in 
other words, to secure the best value for the money paid. 

In order to secure these conditions the specifications provide “that the lowest 
bid will be considered to be that covering a bus which will, in the judgment of the 
City Engineer, show the lowest net cost of operation over 125,000 miles, and at 
the same time meeting the requirements of these specifications as to general design, 
construction, appearance, and serviceability. 

“All elements affecting the ultimate cost of operation will be considered, using 
the bid prices and guarantees, insofar as they may apply, and arbitrary values a3 
estimated by the City Engineer, to cover any and all elements affecting the operat- 
ing costs not covered by bid prices or guarantees made in the proposal. 

“In comparing bids due allowance will be made for the difference in cost of 
the tire equipment covered in the proposal. Other items of the equipment of 
accessories not affecting the reliability of service or the cost of operation and 
maintenance, will be reduced where practicable to an equivalent basis for the 
comparison of bids, 

Before awarding » contract for any auto bus the Board of Public Works may 
require the bidder to demonstrate to the satisfaction of the Board that a chasis of 
the make and model named in the proposal is capable of satisfactorily meeting the 
requirements and tests herein prescribed. Satisfactory completion of such pre- 
liminary test shall not relieve the Contractor of the requirements of the acceptance 
tests.”” 

It will be seen from the foregoing that the object of the competitive bids was 
to secure @ type of bus which would cost the City the least money throughout & 
period of 8 or 4 years representing what might be considered as the normal life of 
‘& good bus, 

Under these specifications some six bids were received. After investigating 
the several bids and making test runs of similar chasis manufactured by the 
ral bidders, the City Engineer recommended that the Board of Public Works 
award the contract to the White Company on the counts that the bus offered by 
the White Company best meets the requirements of the specifications and would 
show the lowest net operating cost over 125,000 miles of operation, taking into 
consideration all elements affecting the operating cost. The contract was awarded 
to the White Company and the Board of Supervisors was requested to appropriate 
the amount of the contract pric 

Protests were registered by several of the other bidders, who claimed that 
their bid was lower than that of the White Company. This matter was referred 
to the Board of Public Works ond a public hearing granted to all protestants. 
After carefully considering points raised by the protestants and the report of the 
ity Engineer, the Board of Public Works determined that there was no argument 
presented which would lead it to change its decision. This was reported back to 
the Board of Supervisors, who thereupon appropriated the necessary money to 
cover the contract price. 
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Subsequently the Home Industry Leage took up the protest of the dissatisfied 
bidders and employed an attorney to secure an injunction to prevent the Board 
of Public Works from accepting the busses. being manufactured by the White 
Company. The application for injunction was heard by Judge Seawell and denied. 

Subsequent to the determination by the Supervisors to establish a bus service 
across Golden Gate Park to operate in conjunction with the Municipal Railway 
System the Board of Harbor Commissioners requested that the City establish a bus 
system on the Embarcadero to extend from the Channel at the foot of Second 
Btreet around the Embarcadero and going as far north as Fisherman's Lagoon at 
the foot of Taylor Street. In the communication addressed to the Mayor and 
Board of Supervisors the Harbor Commission stated that it would provide and 
maintain a smooth pavement at least 30 feet wide for the use of such bus line 
without cost to the municipality, The matter was referred to thin office for a 
report and a comprehensive study was made as to the probable traffic which such 
a bus service would be required to handle, an actual count being made by means 
of a circular letter of all employees of the steamship and shipping companies and 
other offices along the water front, together with the probable number of passen- 
gers handled in and out of the port by the said companies. Based on these studies 
this office reported back to the Public Utilities Committee as follows: 





MOTOR BUS LINE ON THE EMBARCADERO. 


January 8, 1917. 
Public Utilities Committee, 
Board of Supervisors, 
San Francisco. 

Gentlemen: In response to your request that this office report upon the es- 
tablishment of a motor bus service on the Embarcadero, as proposed by the Board 
of State Harbor Commissioners, in their letter to the Mayor and Board of Super- 
visors under date of December 12, 1916, I beg to submit the following: 

The Board of State Harbor Commissioners, in their letter, have suggested the 
establishment of a municipally operated motor bus line around the active water- 
front on the Embarcadero from the Fisherman's Lagoon at the foot of Taylor 
Street on the north to the Channel or Third and Townsend Streets on the south, 
with transfer connections to the Municipal Railway System at the foot of Market 
Street, and have offered, without cost to the municipality, for the use of such bus 
e, 8 smooth asphalt pavement. 

‘The need of transportation service slong the Embarcadero has long been 
recognized and Bion J. Arnold, in his Transportation Report recommended » 
street car line along the Embarcadero as one of the future desirable extensions. 
The cost of constructing a railroad and the difficulty of operating such a road 
have been such as to render its construction prohibitive. These restrictions do 
not apply to motor busses which would seem to be almost ideally suited to this 
service, provided that there is the smooth pavement to travel on, with reasonable 
traffic regulations. 

The round trip of the route is 6 miles. A tentative schedule has been pre- 
pared which provides for a 5 minute headway during the rush hours, 6% minutes 
daring the middle of the day, and 10 minutes in the early morning and evening. 
There would be 128 round trips which, with the dead mileage to and from the 
carbarn, will require approximately 800 bus miles per day. The total cost of this 
service, inclading the original investment for 9 busses (one spare being deemed 
necessary), depreciation, interest, administration charges, maintenance, and operat 
ing expense, would amount to $144 per day. 

A study of the amount of business which might be expected for this bus line 
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has been made, which indicates that the receipts at this time of the year will just 
about meet the cost of service above mentioned, and during the months of heavy 
travel should show a ht margin of profit. 

The small margin between revenues and operating cost would demand, for the 
success of the line, that it be operated under good traffic regulations and without 
competition. This office recommends that the motor bus service be established on 
the Embarcadero along its entire length at such time as the Harbor Commission 
shall complete the asphalt paving contemplated ift their letter to your Board, pro- 
vided that competition is not permitted and that reasonable traffic regulation is 
maintained.

The introduction of motor busses as an adjunct to the Municipal Railway 
System must be looked upon somewhat in the nature of an experiment, for the 
Municipal Railways are practically pioneers in this movement. It must be borne 
in mind that these motor bus extensions are not expected to be o source of revenue 
to the railways, On the contrary, the City must expect to operate these at some 
Joss in an effort to provide service in thinly settled districts or districts where 
car service cannot be otherwise given, the idea being that the loss in operating 
motor busses will be less than that incurred by constructing and operating railroad 
extensions in these districts at the time. 

‘The opportunity is taken to emphasize that paragraph in my report in which 
the recommendation is made that where a bus service is installed on a definite 
route this route must be permanently established by action of the Board of 
Supervisors in order that the service will continue until the conditions warrant 
the replacement of such bus service by the construction of # line of street railway. 
‘A great deal of the objection of property owners to the installation of bus service 
instead of street car service is due to the fact that they have no assurance that 
service will be permanent. Without such assurance people hesitate to buy prop- 
erty in these districts or, if they already own property, to build their homes 
thereon, as there is always a feeling that the bus service may be taken away, 
whereas if tracks are constructed they feel that they are assured of permanent 
service.

TWIN PEAKS TUNNEL. 


On April 5, 1917, crews working on the East and West headings of the 
‘Twin Peaks Tunnel met underground 6,000 feet from the easterly portal. When 
the headings met it was found that the alignment and grades of the tunnel checked 
to within one-half an inch. 

On July 14, 1917, the tunnel was finally accepted by the Mayor and city 
officials, with appropriate ceremonies to celebrate the completion of the work. 

Construction was started on this project on November 80, 1914, and has 
progressed steadily, sometimes under very adverse conditions. 

The material encountered between the west portal and Laguna Honda Station 
was sand, excepting an intrusion of chert and incipient sandstone for about 300 
feet. The excavation through this portion progressed at the rate of 12 to 15 feet 
a day over three 8-hour shifts. Between the station and a point 200 or 800 feet 
Beyond the shnft, the tunnel passed through a water-bearing sand above a cl 
stratam and the progress of excavation was much slower. The large volume of 
water required the constant running of several centrifugal pumps until the exc 
tion was finished and the drains in the center of the tunnel from both ends con- 
nected up. 

‘At the east end of the tunnel, the excavation for several hundred feet was 
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through clay and gravel, and then passed into chert and altered sandstone. The 
chert was in layers with clay strata between and required the same heavy timber- 
ing as the softer material. A considerable flow of water from underground springs 
appeared in this section but did not hinder the work to any extent. Open joint 
pipe drains were carried forward beneath the footings and materially aided in 
Keeping the tunnel dry. 

After passing through the altered sandstone, a body of very hard sandstone 
was penetrated. This was found to be an excellent rock for use in concrete and 
the installation of a crushing plant was planned but the body of sandstone 
petered out. Serpentine was then encountered and continued for a length of 
4,000 feet up to the wat ing sand near the ventilating shaft. Throughout 
the serpentine, the open timbering was used and the excavation carried forward 
from 10 to 14 feet in 24 hours.

A daily flow of over 200,000 gallons of water was encountered during the 
tunnel construction, To collect this supply and furnish the Relief Home with » 
water supply a collecting chamber was constructed by driving a drift southerly 
at right angles to the tunnel line beneath the Relief Home, for a distance of 180 
feet, This chamber was approximately 5 feet by 7 feet in size, in a sand forma- 
tion near the contact with the clay deposits. It was filled in alternate sections 
with porous tile and gravel, with open joint drains laid on the floor to a basin 
near the tunnel. A well was also sunk near the air shaft to connect with » sump 
at this point and a pump installed to raise the water to the tanks of the Relief 
Home.

SEWER SYSTEM. 


The construction program for main sewer extensions as outlined in the last 
annual report was strictly adhered to, resulting in the construction of the fol- 
lowing mains: 


Orizaba and Stanley Streets sewers, providing for an outlet for the west 
side of the Ocean View District, extending northerly along Orisaba Btreet from 
Palmetto Avenue to Stanley Street; thence westerly along Stanley Street to the 
Spring Valley Water Company's property: thence northerly to join the existing 
sewer west of the Ingleside Terrace. 





La Playa and Great Highway sewer from Noriega Street to Lincoln Way 
where connection was made to the existing 9’x11’ main in 48 Avenue and 
Golden Gate Park. 


Felton Street and Somerset Street newer in Felton Street from University to 
Somerset and in Somerset from Felton to Wayland. 

Glen Park sewer extension of existing sewer from Burnside Street to a 
point 500 feet westerly therefrom. 


The Stanley Street sewer was constructed by D. 1. Bienfeld for $29,088.97. 
‘That portion which lies in the Spring Valley Water Company's property consists 
of 16” and 18” cast iron pipe. Where the line crosses a deep gulch the sewer 
is supported on a wooden trestle 880 feet long whose highest bent is 48 feet. 
The grade summit in Ocean View directs the drainage easterly and westerly, the 
former eventually reaches the outlet at the foot of Sansome Street via the North 
Point Main and the latter enters the Ocean at the north end of 48th Avenue 
produced after traversing the Mile Rock Tunnel under the Sutro Heights. 





‘The Tibbitts Pacific Construction Co. constructed the Felton and Somerset 
Streets sewers at a cost to the City of $19,150.16. This work consisted of 2,200 
feet of standard reinforced conerete egg-shaped sewer of the smaller sizes and 
900 feet of 21” ironstone pipe sewer and affords drainage to the University 
Mound District via the Visitacion Valley Outfall.

Karl Ehrhart was the successful bidder for the Glen Park Sewer Extension 
consisting of 500’ of 5’ circular reinforced concrete sewer costing $5,955.41. 


868 BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Preliminary to the contemplated improvement by paving, nearly » mile of 
reinforced concrete main sewers were constructed in La Playa and the Great 
Highway by the Clinton Construction Co. at © cost of $86,786.80. This work 
penetrating s saturated formation in an 11’ cut required heavy lagging and pump- 
ing. The excavation was removed by buckets and derricks and the backfill made 
with derrick, 


‘The Oakdale Avenue sewer between San Bruno Avenue and Selby Street, 
consisting of a reinforced concrete sewer on piles was completed during the last 
year by Karl Ehrhart at a cost of $16,081.50. 


‘The ‘sewers and appurtenances in course of construction in the westerly slope 
of the Twin Peaks Ridge designed to provide drainage to the resider 
around the west portal of the Twin Peaks Tunnel are practically completed. The 
westerly portion of the work consists of 290 lineal feet of 5’8” circular rein- 
forced concrete sewer in tunnel under 19th Avenue just north of Sloat Boulevard. 
‘The westerly termination of this tunnel is shortly to be connected to the existing 
sewer in Sloat Boulevard by the construction of a reinforced concrete sewer in 
the intervening five blocks.

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AUXILIARY WATER SUPPLY. 


‘The work of constructing extensions to the high pressure use Auxiliary 
Water Supply System mains during the Inst twelve months was confined to the 
laying of mains in the Telegraph Hill District; in Pine Street between Powell 
and Jones Street; and in First Street between Folsom and Harrison Streets, all 
under the one contract performed by E. M. Whitlock at a cost of $10,147.51. 


The many frame dwellings on the steep slopes of Telegraph Hill present a 
great fire hazard. The extension of the high pressure mains up these slopes 
provides an added protection with an attendant reduction in insurance rates.

‘The other two sections of the contract accomplished similar reductions in 
the insurance rates by greatly diminishing the fire hazard. 


No definite program of future extensions has been outlined because of lack 
of available funds with which to make the installation. The bond account is 
virtually exhausted and the small balance remaining will be expended for changes 
in the existing system.

TESTING LABORATORY. 


During the fiscal year 1916-1917 the Testing Laboratory made 6004 tests on 
various materials at a cost, inclusive of salaries and supplies, of $5,529.40. These 
tests are given in detail by month and show the routine inspections of materials 
used in the construction of pavements, sewers, tunnels and buildings. 


The Supplies Committee of the Board of Supervisors submitted 210 samples of 
paints and lubricating oils to the Laboratory for a report on quality. It is upon 
this report that the contraets for the yearly supply of these commodities are 
awarded. 


‘The inspection of concrete paving base has been carried on with the sid of 
Laboratory analysis with a marked increase in the quality of the resulting con- 
crete, This analysis includes the determination of cement and sand ratio, an 
analysis widely considered impossible but which has, by continued research in the 
Testing Laboratory, been perfected so that accurate results are obtained in a 
remarkably short time. 


Besides the above, the Testing Laboratory has carried on investigations on 
asphalt pavements an account of which as far as they have progressed, is ap- 
pended hereto. 
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GARBAGE DISPOSAL. 


In the annual report for the fiscal year 1915-1916 was given = brief account 
of the several proposals that had been made to the Board of Supervisors by differ- 
ent agents and promoters for furnishing or operating various sorts of plants and 
methods for the destruction or disposal of refuse. None of these proposals were 
recommended for adoption by the City Engineer. 

During the first two or three months of the present fiscal year there wero 
frequent meetings of the Board of Bupervisors and of the Health Committee thereof 
at which this question was discussed in all of its ramifications. 

Fred P. Smith, for himeclf and his associates, under date of August 30th, 
1916, filed a communication with the Board in which it was proposed that he and 
his company should take over’ and operate the plant of the Sanitary Reduction 
Company—assuming that the City would complete the purchase of the property by 
payment of the $50,000 balance on total price of $400,000.00. 

Mr. Smith offered, 1st, to put up $22,000.00 cash as = surety of fulfillment 
of their undertaking; 

2nd, To pay to the City $22,000.00 annually for the privilege of operating 
the plant as it stands; 

Brd. To establish an eight hour day for labor and three dollars minimum 
wage for employees; and . 

4th. To improve the sanitary conditions about the plant and entirely remodel 
and modernize the same without cost to the City in consideration of certain stated 
periods of operation, referring to former proposals and definite periods for such a 
franchise as might be granted. 

‘At subsequent meetings of the Committee and the Board of Supervisors, these 
proposals were considered and discussed, and the former proposal of Richard 
Schmidt also came in for farther consideration. Schmidt advocated a process of 
disposal by burial or “sanitary fill” similar to the method used in Seattle, Wash- 
ington. 

On September 1, 1916, the Board of Supervisors asked the Board of Public. 
Works for a 

“Report on the practicability of remodeling the present reduction plant to 

make it work satisfactorily and properly incinerate the City's garbage and 

refuse. Should it be practicable to remodel the plant, how long would it 
require to prepare specifications for the work!” 














In reply to this, the City Engineer submitted a report upon the different pro- 
posals of Mr. Smith, and commended in part, as follows: 
“Regarding your inquiry as to the practicability of remodeling the plant 
now in operation and how long.a time would be required to prepare specifica: 
tions for the work—there does not appear to be any good reason why this 
plant could not be remodeled—it would be quite practicable and the present 
method of disposal could be continued during the rebuilding period. Upon 
the payment to the Sanitary Reduction Works of the unpaid balance of 
$50,000 on the total sale price of $400,000 according to the terms of agree- 
ment dated 8th of March, 1909, the Reduction Plant becomes the property 

of the City. 

‘The municipality may then operate the plant, if it is so decided, or may 
lease it or let it to the highest bidder to be run as @ private venture, but 
according to the opinion of the City Attorney, addressed to the Board of 
Supervisors under date of 27th September, 1916, it will be necessary to 
advertise for bids for taking over the plant and conducting it according to 
the requirements of a carefully prepared specification. 

“Such specification should contain definite statement of the requirements 
of operation for the whole plant from the time refuse is received over the 
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scales until the ash and clinker are delivered to the railroad switch at the 
yard limits. 

“Bpecifications for proposals covering any or all of the propositions sub- 
mitted by Mr. Smith and as may be required by your Board, should not be 
rushed, Every item must be thoroughly considered and I would not care to 
provide such specifications within less than four months’ time, There should be 
n available appropriation of about $1,000 to cover the cost of preparing same, 

if your Board orders their preparation.” 

No appropriation was made, and after some further discussion the Super- 
visors invited proposals for the Disposal of Garbage. Bids were received om 
November 20, 1916, and it was specified that 

“Bach bidder shall farnish detailed plans which he proposes to use in 
such garbage disposal and state fully the terms, conditions and guarantees 
attached thereto, . . . A certified check or cash deposit in the sum of 
$10,000.00 . . . shall accompany each proposal, conditioned that the 
bidder will enter into or contract for the disposal of garbage according to 
the terms of his proposal with such guarantees for its faithful performance 
as the Supervisors may require, within ten days after the same shall be 
awarded to him, otherwise such check or deposit shall be retained and be- 
come the property of the City and County of San Francisco.” 














In response to this announcement there were two bids presented. One from 
Richard Schmidt who proposed to recei garbage and refuse as collected by 
the scavengers, accept its delivery from their wagons, and dispose of it by dumping 
such garbage and refuse on, and using it for filling in, low lands in the City or 
other places satisfactory to the proper authorities thereof. 

As garbage was dumped it was to be treated by a process that would prevent 
it from being a harbor or breeding place for flies, rates or other vermin and then 
covered with at least one foot of earth or rock. The proposal offered a guarantee 
that the whole process of disposal and the fills when made would be s 
without noxious odors, free from insects and vermin and wholly o 
the officials of the City. 

‘The term of contract asked for was five years, subject to immediate cancella- 
tion by the City if the operation and conduct of the work should not be entirely 
satisfactory to proper authorities. 

‘This proposal was based on charging scavengers the present ordinance rate 
of sixty cents per ton for refuse delivered, and offered to pay the twenty 
cents per ton for all garbage and refuse delivered by scavengors for the first 
twelve months of the life of the contract and twenty-five cents per ton for all 
garbage and refuse delivered for the rest of the life of the contract. 

Richard Schmidt's proposal also offered to permit the diversion of any quan- 
tity up to 200 tons daily of the assumed daily delivery of 500 tons of refuse, for 
the purpose of experimenting with incineration or garbage disposal methods other 
than dumping and filling. 

It was also stated that the proposed franchise privilege should be subject to 
any fair and equitable conditions which the City desired to incorporate into the 
contract. 

‘The second proposal was from A. B. Moffitt, L. G. Bonzagni and Fred P. 
Smith, who offered to receive the garbage and refuse as delivered by scavengers 
and dispose of it by dumping and filling in low ground in the Islais Creek Dis- 
trict either east or west of the Southern Pacific Viaduct or upon both sides of 
same subject to approval, and for a period of from eighteen months to twenty 
years as may be approved and awarded by the City, during which time of the 
life of the contract the contractors would be authorized to charge scavengers sixty 
cents per ton for all refuse delivered, out of which they would pay to the City 
twenty-two and one-half cents per ton, or $35,100.00 per annum. 
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‘This was proposed as a more or less temporary method of disposal, for there 
‘was an alternative in the proposal consisting of offer to establish receiving station 
for refuse on Islsis Creek, to which scavengers would deliver all collections and 
from ‘which refuse would be removed by transporting to marsh lands under con- 
trol of proponents in Marin, Contra Costa or Alameda Counties where disposal 
would be made in » manner satisfactory to the Health authorities having juris- 
diction of such sites. 

For the exclusive privilege of disposing of the garbage and refuse from San 
Francisco in this manner—by transportation out of the City—Smith and his asso- 
clates offered to pay, for a contract term of ten years, or longer as the City would 
decide, thirteen cents per ton of refuse and garbage delivered, or the sum of 
$20,000 per annum, as the City may elect. 

The process of disposal proposed by Smith, et al., was to dump the refuse and 
cover the top and face of each day's dump with a double thickness of tar or 
roofing paper and all laps and joints sealed with tar or asphalt compound, form- 
ing a gas-tight covering for each day’s deposit. 





On December 4, 1916, three members of the Health Committee submitted to 
the Board of Supervisors three alternative recommendations as follows: 


First, That the present plant operated by the Sanitary Reduction Co. be 
‘acquired by the City by paying to the Company the balance of $50,000 on the 
purchase price of $400,000—that it be renewed and altered in such manner 
that the smoke and other nuisance features would be abated, and that it be 
operated as » municipal plant in such manner that it would be a source of 
revenue to the City. 

Second. That the Destructor be shut down and contracts for refuse 
disposal be awarded to Richard Schmidt on his proposal for sanitary fill. 

‘Third. That the Destructor be shut down and contracts for refuse dis- 
posal be awarded to Richard Schmidt and Fred P. Smith—the two bidders— 
and that the total tonnage be divided between them. 


‘These recommendations were discussed by the Board without conclusion and 
on January 8, 1917, Fred P. Smith's tender and check were withdrawn. Subse- 
quent discussions were held at several special meetings of the Board and at the 
meeting of April 16, 1917, it was decided to reject the bid of Schmidt and return 
his deposit check. 

At that meeting it was also decided that a committee of five should be ap- 
pointed, whose duty should be to consider the whole question of refuse disposal 
and submit report and recommendation in due course. 

On May 7, 1917, the Mayor appointed the following committee: Supervisors 
Andrew J. Gallagher, Chairman; M. M. O'Shaughnessy, City Engineer; Wm. C. 
Hassler, M. D., Health Officer, and Supervisors Edward I, Wolfe and Joseph 
‘Mulvihill. 

In the meantime—on the 5th of December, 1916,—the action of The De- 
structor Co.—Power Specialty Co., Managers—against the City, was begun in 
Department No. 2 of the Circuit Court, Judge William C. Van Fleet, presiding. 
‘This ection was for the recovery of final payments on the contract entered into 
by and between the City and the Destructor Co., under date of December 19, 
1910, The items of the claims against the City were for the supply and erection 
of an Incineration plant in Islain Creek District and the partial supply of mate- 
rial for # second plant in North Beach District together with the estimated profits 
the contractor would have made on the plant had he been permitted by the City 
to complete it. 

It ia of interest to note here that when the City was preparing the contract 
specifications in 1909, Rudolph Hering of New York, was engaged to assist in the 
preparation of the specifications and to frame the guarantees. These latter were 
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given special consideration and emphasis with reference to the conditions of loc 
tions and operation of both plants, They were intended, and supposed, to repre- 
sent the actual results to be attained. 

Rudolph Hering appeared in the trial as one of the Destructor Company's 
principal witnesses, as opposed to the City, and his testimony illustrated the highly 
theoretical value of so-called incineration experts, as well as the futility of trying 
to get such practical results as were supposed to have been guaranteed. 

‘The whole attitude of the Destructor Company during the trial was that 
‘they had built a plant which was an expression of the latest and best state of the 
‘art of incineration and it performed its work as well, and as closely in accordance 
with the guarantees, ss could reasonably be expected. 

On January 17, 1917, the jury rendered a verdict in favor of the Destructor 
Company for approximately $185,000 including interest at 7% upon the amounts 
claimed for the period subsequent to date of claims and up to date of verdict. 
The City Attorney's office has since prepared an appeal. 

‘The whole question of Refuse and Garbage Disposal is still before the City. 
‘The Committee of five has met and formed a program for further investigation 
of this very important subject. The question is too complex to be disposed of in 
any off-hand manner and does not lend itself to regulation by any so-called stand- 
ard method such as is established in so many city utilities like water supply, 
street railroads, sewers, etc. It is » problem that must be worked out according 
to local conditions and with due regard to the many details involved. 

It must also be considered with reference to the policy of conservation of all 
values in so-called wastes that is being so strongly urged by the Food Control 
Commission at Washington, with which the Bureau of Engineering is now co- 
operating in garbage disposal investigations. 

















HETOH HETCHY WATER SUPPLY. 


During the past fiscal year, construction on the Hetch Hetehy project has 
been actively advanced. The work accomplished between July 1, 1916, the be- 
ginning of the past fiscal year, and December 81, 1916, was fully described in 
my progress report of January 29, 1917, to the Mayor, the Board of Public Works 
and the Board of Supervisors of the Oity and County of San Francisco. Excerpts 
from the said report are therefore included in the following description. 





ETOH HETCHY RAILROAD. 


For conveying to the site of the Hetch Hetchy dam and upper tunnel eque- 
duct the 233,000 tons of construction equipment and material necessary for the 
work, a standard gage railrond was projected, previous to 1916, 

Contract for the construction of this railroad was awarded on December 6, 
1915, to F. Rolandi, for the estimated sum of $1,548,080.74. Actual construction 
was begun in February, 1916, and at the present time the grading is practically 
complete and track laying has been advanced to within 20 miles of the damsite. 

‘This railroad extends eastward into the Sierras from Hetch Hetchy Junction 
(formerly Rosasco), a station on the Sierra Railway of California, 10 miles south 
of Chinese. The elevation of Hetch Hetchy Junction is 985 feet, from which 
the railrond after crossing two low ridges drops to 625 feet in a distance of 9 
miles to cross the Tuolumne River some 12 feet above extreme high water. From 
this crossing, the road continues along the river canyon past Jacksonville, thence 
up Moccasin Creek and Grizzly Gulch to Priest's and thence to Big Oak Flat 
and Groveland. Most of the climb for eastward traffle toward the dam is on = 
grade of from 8 to 4%. 

Due to the roughness of the country, and since the road is to be operated 
for freight traffic chiefly, heavy construction cuts have been avoided so that sharp 
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curvature has been frequently used, the maximum being 80°, and curves of from 
18 to 26° are numerous. 

From Groveland the road continues east past Hamilton Station; thence it 
descends to the South and Middle Forks of the Tuolumne River, which are crossed 
‘on ballast deck trestles and finally ascends to Poopenaut Pass, where an elevation 
‘of 5024 fect is attained; thence on s continuous 4% grade descends to the dam- 
site bench at 8869 feet elevation. This latter stretch of the road, 9 miles in 
length, was exceedingly rough construction, in many instances having been hewn 
out from almost vertical granite cliffs, 

Over 1,000,000 cubic yards of excavation were necessary for the roadbed. 
About one-fourth of this was in rock and over one-half million feet of lumber wi 
used for trestling the various small canyons which the road crosses. 

For excavation, the material was classified ns granite, solid rock, soft rock 
and earth. Alternate bids were invited for this classification and for payment on the 
Dasis of unclassified excavation. It was found more desirable to award the con- 
tract on the latter basis, 67 cents per cuble yard being paid the Contractor for 
excavating all classes of material. 

For all but the 9 miles descending from the summit of the ridge at Hog 
Ranch into Heteh Hetchy Valley, the width of the roadbed is 16 fect at sub- 
grade, For this 9 miles the width is 22 feet. Slopes on embankments are 1% 
horizontal to 1 vertical. 

Ties are of redwood and of Oregon pine 6 x 8 in. x 8 ft. Rails are 60- 
pound sections, and ballast is 6 inches deep under the ties and must extend 6 
inches beyond their ends. 

Across the Tuolumne River below Jacksonville, the road is carried on a steel 
railroad bridge with a clear span of 220 feet and deck plate girder approaches. 
‘The plate girders have a span of 40 feet and are supported by reinforced con- 
crete piers, as is the main bridge structure. 

‘The bridge was supplied to the Contractor by the United States Steel Prod- 
ucts Company, and was designed according to Cooper's Standard Specifications 
E-85, to earry two locomotives each weighing 124,000 pounds followed by « 
uniform load of 8500 pounds per lineal foot of trai 

‘The maximum compressive stress allowed on ties and floor timbers is 1,000 
pounds per square inch. The bridge was designed for a wind pressure of 30 
pounds per square foot on the exposed surface of all stresses and floor system, 
in addition to the pressure on a train surface having an average height of 10 
feet beginning 2 ft. 6 in. above base of rail. A variation of 150° in temperature 
was provided for in computing temperature stresses. 

‘This structure is located only @ short distance from the Eagle Shawmut gold 
mine. The fumes from the chlorination works of this property have an exceed- 
ingly corrosive effect on steel structures, for which reason the painting of the 
railroad bridge was not included in the specifications, but will be done directly 
under the supervision of the City Engineer. 

Besides providing for a location which would involve a minimum cost and 
would be contiguous to all important points of the Heteh Hetehy Aqueduct, the 
line was located with a view of passing through that portion of the territory 
which might later furnish freight, in case it was decided to operate the road as & 
common freight carrier. The wisdom of this course has been strongly emphasized 
by numerous offers of freight, in case the City cares to handle the same. This 
subject will be discussed later in the present report. 

In April, 1916, the State Engineer attempted to compel the City to construct 
‘and maintain numerous separate overhead crossings at all points where the Hetch 
Hetchy railroad intersects the Tioga (or Big Oak Flat) Road, which was the 
main county road from Chinese to Yosemite National Park and had recently been 
acquired by the State from the County. After a vigorous protest by representa 
tives from the City Engineer's and City Attorney's offices, before the State Rail- 
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road Commission, this matter was adjusted to the satisfaction of the City and the 
policy of the City Engineer sustained. Great care will be maintained in opera- 
tion at all of the crossings and it has been agreed that at the dangetous one near 
Btovens Bar, all trains will come to a full stop before crossing the road. 

Great difficulty has been encountered in seouring a right of way over a min- 
ing claim on the grade up from Moccasin Creek toward Priest. The claim was 
demonstrated by the City's geologist to be of little value but it was necessary to 
undertake condemnation proceedings to secure title to the right of way across it. 
‘This action was tried in the Superior Court of Tuolumne County in January, 
1917, and the right of way secured by Court judgment for $160. The price 
asked by the owners of the claim was $100,000. 

In view of the fact that the Hetch Hetchy Railroad will soon be ready to 
transport materials from the Sierra Railway to the Hetch Hetchy dam and to 
intermediate points along the Hetch Hetohy aqueduct, it is essential that arrange- 
ments be made in the near future for the operation of the line. 

The railroad passes through forests of great extent which have not as yet 
been touched by the lumber men because of their remoteness from any cheap 
means of transportation which would enable them to market their products. 

The same trains which haul materials eastward to the City’s works will be 
able to haul the products of these forests westward, with little inconvenience to 
the City’s business, and any profit from this hauling should be applied to reduce 
the net cost of the Hetch Hetchy project an appreciable amount. It is therefore 
contemplated to operate the railroad so as to handle as much freight as possible. 

The heaviest traffic will oceur in 1918 and 1919, with over 75,000 tons in 
each of those years, requiring a daily haulage of 820 tons, 

It has been proposed that instead of operating the railroad with a force 
employed directly by the City, the operation of the line be entrusted to one of the 
railway companies operating in territory adjacent to the City's road, under a1 
agreement which would work out to the advantage of both parties. 

The companies considered have efficient organizations fully equipped for 
handling railroad business, and by placing the Hetch Hetchy line under such 
management, subject to general supervision of the City’s own officials, a co- 
ordination of Iabor and an avoidance of duplication in the operating staff and 
equipment could be effected, which might result in the saving of considerabl 
money, especially during the periods of light traffic, when the overhead costs for 
separate operation would bear a much higher proportion to the total costs. The 
City would also be relieved from the necessity for making any outlay for equip- 
ment and the investment by the private company for new equipment would be 
relatively small, as much of the necessary rolling stock would be furnished from 
that which it has already on hand. 

If the road is to be operated by @ contracting company the conditions would 
be as follows: 

‘The City Engineer of San Francisco would act as General Manager and the 
Second Assistant City Engineer as Assistant Manager. The City would employ 
the accounting force and the station agents, in order to keep account of the traffic 
passing over the road and.to check up the cost of operation. The City would 
‘alto pay the per diem charge for hire of equipment, 

The existing administrative staff of the operating company would have the 
immediate supervision of the operation of the Hetch Hetchy Railroad. This 
would add very little to the expense of administration already paid by said 
company. 

‘All employees required in the various operating departments would be em- 
ployed by the contracting company. This covers section gangs, bridge and build- 
ing maintenance men, machinists and other shop men, train crews, enginehouse 
employees, train dispatchers, etc. 
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The operating company would furnish all necessary locomotive and other 
rolling stock, fuel oil, and other supplies, would maintain the equipment, and 
would be liable for loss and damage to freight and for accidents of any description. 

A tentative suggestion as to the compensation to be paid for these services is 
that the City should pay the wages of all employees engaged in the maintenance 
of the Hetch Hetehy Railroad and in the hauling of trains over the City’s rails; 
the wage of shop men engaged in making ordinary repairs to rolling stock used 
on the Hetch Hetchy line, and the cost of all necessary materials and fuel. In 
addition to the compensation for this direct cost, the City should pay some pro- 
portional figure possibly about 10% of the direct cost, which will cover general 
‘administrative expense, legal expense, insurance, accidents, claims for loss and 
damage, and profit. 

‘The rates charged for transportation should not only cover the expense of 
operating the road but should also, in the final summation, pay the cost of con- 
structing and equipping the road (less salvage value at the time its usefulness. 
to the City ceases), as well as interest on that cost. 

Depreciation of equipment is charged as an operating expense and should 
not be included in figures on amortization. For the purpose of estimating trans- 
portation rates it is assumed hero that one-tenth of the cost of the road, less the 
items having salvage value, is amortized annually, being repaid to the City in the 
form of freight rat 

Interest at 449% per annum on the net amount invested in the road and 
equipment should also be covered by the The term “net amount invested” 
is here used to designate the total origthal investment less the accrued amortize- 
tion charges. It would obviously be inconsistent to charge interest on money 
already repaid. 

The original investment is $1,850,000, and the annual amortisation charge 
is taken at $165,000, which will be deducted at the end of each year to deter- 
mine the “‘net amount invested.” The interest charge for the first year will be 
4% % on $1,850,000; for the second year, 4%% on $1,685,000, ete. 

In order to make the railroad self-supporting, paying all costs of operation 
and maintenance, interest on cost of construction and equipment, and smortiza- 
tion of cost of construction, it has been estimated that it will be necessary to 
charge for transportation at the following rates

In the figures here presented no account has been taken of the possible de- 
velopment of freight traffic other than the hauling of constraction mate To 
fix a rate for the hauling of lumber for private parties, due consideration must be 
given to all the elements bearing on the co 

Practically all freight hauled over the Hetch Hetchy Railroad will be hauled 
in the same cars in which it is shipped from the pointe of manufacture or other 
points at which it is londed on to cars. A charge per car-day will be made against 
the road for the use of the cars. The per diem charge under present rules is 75 
cents, irrespective of the class or capacity of the freight car. The amount is 
charged under an agreement ss to interchange of cars between carriers, which 
went into effect September 1, 1916, and terminates May 1, 1917, at which time a 
new rate is to be fixed, not to exceed $1.25 per day. Prior to September 1, 1916, 
the rate was 45 cents per day. There is no means of predicting whether the 
present rate will remain in effect or a higher or lower rate take its place. The 
present estimate is based on the existing rate. 


the tariff charged for transportation of a ton of freight from 
ion to Hetch Hetchy damsite would be $10.15 and the passen- 
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‘The Hetch Hetchy Railroad could be operated by the City under the imme- 
diate direction of the City Engineer, unless an arrangement more economical and 
satisfactory to the City is advanced by one of the railroads above named. In any 
event, its operation and policies must be absolutely controlled by the City. 








LOWER CHERRY RIVER POWER DEVELOPMENT. 


As noted in my recommendation of March, 1916, it had been determined to 
erect at Early Intake a temporary power plant for construction purposes. This 
plant, referred to as the Lower Cherry River Power Development, will generate 
all of the electric power required for construction purposes for the entire project, 
from the main Hetch Hetchy dam to Moccasin Creek, 

Water for this installation is diverted from Cherry Creek into a conduit of 
200 second feet capacity, 3.3 miles long, consisting of 1.4 miles of open ditch, 
8 flumes aggregating 0.9 mile, and 5 tunnels aggregating 1 mile. Five of the 
tunnels were drifted under contract by MacArthur Brothers, but the balance of 
the work is being done by the City's forces. 

‘The pressure pipe line connecting the water wheels with the forebay at the 
lower end of the ditch is 580 feet in length, of 42 inch diameter pipe, ranging in 
thickness from 7 to % inch. . 

Water wheels are Francis turbines operating at 720 R.P.M. under a maxi- 
mum head of 346.5 feet, including a draft head of 15 feet. These turbines are 
each direct connected to 2300 V., S-phase, 60-cycle generators, with direct con- 
nected exciter. The voltage will be stepped up through a single bank of trans- 
formers to 2,200 V. for transmission to the various sub-stations to be located 
along the 19 miles of aqueduct to the west and at the main Hetch Hetchy dam- 
site 11 miles to the east of the power plant. 

To insure sufficient weter for operating purposes during the dry season, a 
temporary dam is required to raise the water level 80 fect at Lake Eleanor. It 
will be © multiple arch structure having 8 maximum height of 60 feet, with » 
length of 1150 feet. 

‘A careful exammation of Eleanor Dam Site was made by the City Engineer 
in 1917, and it was finally decided, after other sites and alternatives were con- 
sidered, in the interest of economy, to build the temporary dam in such s location 
and in such » manner that it can later be made a part of the permanent dam. 
The latter structure will have » height in the future of 150 feet or over. 

‘The design of the termporary dam will involve several original features. In 
buttressed arch dams heretofore constructed, it has been the custom for the cen- 
tral axes of the arches to be on a plane straight across the course of the stream. 
In one instance, namely on the Umatilla project of the United States Reclamation 
Service, » multiple arch dam was constructed for which the surface connecting the 
central axes of the individual arches was in itself curved upstream as an arch. 
In the Eleanor temporary dam the central axes of the arches will be on a curve 
arched upstream across the present narrow channel of Eleanor Creek, the aro 
subtending an angle of 80 degrees. Tangent to this central arc and extending to 
the abutments on each side of the present channel, the axes of the arches will lie 
In planes whose horizontal traces form an angle of 80 degrees. 

‘There will be 22 arches, each with a span of 40 feet, supported by buttresses 
heavily reinforced. About 7,000 cubic yards of high grade concrete will be re- 
quired in the entire structure. 

Some 400,000 board feet of lumber will be used for the forms. From the 
Canyon Ranch sawmill to Eleanor damsite is a distance of 17 miles by road. 
Figuring on cost of 50 cents a ton mile for haulage and the weight of the 
timber as 3 Ibe. per board foot, transporting the necessary lumber from Canyon 
Ranch to Eleanor damsite would cost approximately $5,000. The economy of 
placing a small sawmill with a capacity of about 4,000 feet per day near Eleanor 
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damsite and sawing some of the timber now standing in the reservoir area to 
avoid excessive hauling was clearly demonstrated. 

‘The work of constructing the temporary Eleanor dam will be carried on by 
day labor under the direction of the Oity Engineer. 

Large deposits of sand and suitable gravel were found within 2000 feet of 
the damsit. 

‘Work on this structure will be commenced in August, 1917, by day labor 
under the direetion of the City, and it is expected that the storage dam can be 
completed before July, 1918, in ample time to impound sufficient water for gen- 
erating power during the dry season of that ye 

The type of conduit in which water will be carried from Cherry Creek to the 
torebay of the power house has been modified from the temporary type considered 
desirable in the construction program for 1916. The change was rendered advis- 
able when it was decided to use this conduit continuously for domestic water sup- 
ply us well as for power generation. This consideration as well as the stndy of 
the geological and physical conditions dictated the advisability of constructing 
immediately 1% miles additional in tunnel instead of flume and canal and to line 
with concrete those portions of the existing canal which would be pervious to 
water, This has involved a great deal more time and expense, but upon com- 
pletion will add greatly to the permanency of the installation and defer future 
reconstruction to a later date. 

‘The dam on Cherry River required to divert the water Into the aqueduct has 
been completed and the head gates installed, ready for operation, The tunnels 
and canul sections are completely excavated. Portions of the tunnels and canal 
must be lined with conerete. A rock crushing plant is now being erected to crush 
the grunite spoil from the tunnel to suitable size for use in the concrete. Flume 
bents are being ereted but the fume box will not be constructed until nearly 
time to run water through it. The excavation for the pressure pipe trench bas 
been completed with the exception of the bell holes and anchorages, which work 
will not be done except just in advance of the pipe laying. On the power house, 
concrete foundations for walls have been poured as well as the foundations for 
the generators, turbines and other machinery and appurtenances. The work has 
been somewhat delayed by exceptionally heavy floods in the Tuolumne River 
watershed. 

Due to the unprecedented demand for construction supplies throughout the 
country affecting the delivery of materials and equipment, it was necessary to 
enter into contracts for the delivery of all of the hydraulic and electrical ma- 
chinery during the past year, in order to insure delivery when required. There- 
fore it was deemed advisable to enter into a great many more contracts during 
1916 than would have been necessary under normal conditions, and moreover this 
machinery and equipment has been purchased at from 15 to 25 per cent under 
the present prices. 

















HETCH HETCHY DAM AND RESERVOIR. 


At its lower end, Hetch Hetchy Valley narrows to a gorge about 60 feet 
wide at ordinary low water level (elev. 3,500) and 900 feet wide at the elevation 
of the crest of the proposed dam (elev. 8,812). All external geological evidence 
and previous engineering reports and studies indicated that the greatest depth to 
bedrock below the bed of the stream would be about 40 feet. However, before 
sinking the cofferdam 100 feet up stream, the City Engineer had wash borings 
made to determine the exact position of the underlying rock. Several of these 
borings penetrated the gravel and clay in the riverbed to a depth of over 100 
feet without reaching rock in place. 

Immediately bids were called for making detailed core borings under main 
dam. Contract for this work was awarded to the International Diamond Drill

Contracting Company. ‘The amount of work to be performed under the contract 
was 1900 linesl feet of boring. In all, 20 holes were sunk, from which it was 
determined that the average depth from the river bottom to solid bedrock was 77 
feet. This varies considerably along the axis of the dam, the greatest depth being 
92.25 feet to bedrock, which, at this point has an elevation of 3,898.75 feet 
abore sea level. 

The result of the diamond drill borings indicated that it would be necessary 
to build the diversion dam without excavating to bedrock. This diversion dam 
will be for temporarily diverting the Tuoulmne River out of its course around the 
main damsite, while the construction of the main Hetch Hetehy dam is in progress. 

During the past fiscal year a cofferdam was erected and the foundations for - 
the diversion dam were poured. This constitutes the most difficult part of the 
work. All that remains will be the pouring of the concrete in the cofferdam and 
superstracture. In the interest of economy, it has been decided to include this 
in the contract for the construction of the main Hetch Hetchy dam. Much of the 
equipment used for constructing the diversion dam foundation will be used also far 
the construction of the Lake Eleanor multiple arch storage dam. 

‘The diversion tunnel, partially completed during 1915, was finished during 

1916, The diameter of the bore is 20 feet and its length 457 feet. The work was 
started with band drills, but air drills driven from a compressor were used for the 
greater portion. The rock traversed is a very hard granite, and a large portion was 
saved for usc in the concrete of the diversion dam. The cost at which this tunnel 
was finished proved very satisfactory, being approximately $5 per cubic yard of 
rock excavated. 
‘The easterly boundary of the Hetch Hetchy watershed extends along the sum- 
of the Sierras for a distance of over 40 miles. Most of this region is of 
granite formation, devoid of soil or vegetation. In this area are the head waters 
of the Tuolumne, which flows in s northwesterly direction to the Hetch Hetchy 
Valley, which on completion of the main dam will be San Francisco's principal 
storage reservoir, with a capacity of 112 billion gallons. 

Unlike the surrounding mountains, portions of Hetch Hetchy Valley itself 
were densely forested. The entire reservoir area must be absolutely cleared of 
vegetation before water for domestic purposes can be impounded. That portion 
of the valley that will be flooded when the diversion dam is completed has already 
been cleared. 

Specifications for this work provided that all standing trees, brush and shrubs 
on the specified area would be cut down and either used for saw logs or cordwood, 
or burned, Oak, cottonwood, alder, maple and willow were cut and piled as cord- 
wood, at a price of $2.95 per cord. All softwood, including cedar, yellow pine, 
sugar pine and red fir, which were over 6 inches in diamete at the butt and which 
were considered suitable for saw logs by the City Engineer, were cut into 16 foot 
lengths or longer, peeled, left on cedar skids in piles of 5, 10, 15 or 20, at a cost 
of $2.20 per M ft. B.M., and when the reservoir is flooded will be floated to the 
damsite and sawed into logs. Softwood less than 6 inches in diameter at the butt, 
or for any cause not suitable for saw logs, was cut into cordwood in the same 
manner as the hardwoods, at a price of $2.45 per cord. All brush and timber not 
suitable for cordwood or logs was piled and burned. In this manner, 808 acres 
have been cleared at a cost of approximately $50,000. 























HETCH HETCHY AQUEDUCT. 


Present unsettled conditions, due to the world war, are not conducive to the 
most rapid and economic development of large enterprises. Prices for material 
und labor are continually advancing at an alarming rate so that the cost of any 
construction performed under present conditions will be far in excess of original 
estimates. Moreover, the great difficulty in disposing of bonds, readily marketable 
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under normal conditions, must necessarily mean the curtailment of extensive 
operations in the immediate future. 

On the other hand, it is highly desirable to complete as soon ss possible the 
Hetch Hetchy dam snd the tunnel aqueduct to Moccasin Creek power house fore- 
bay, in order to secure the income or saving that will result from the generation 
of electricity to the extent of 66,000 horsepower as an initial installation. 

For this reason, it has been deemed expedient to advertise for bids to be 
received on August 22, 1917, for the construction of the Mountain Division of 
the Hetch Hetchy Aqueduct. If no reasonable and satisfactory are received 
but it is possible to dispose of the water construction bonds at par plus accrued 
interest, the tunnel can be constructed by day labor. : 

From Hetch Hetchy reservoir to Early Intake, a distance of 12 miles, the 
riverbed of the Tuolumne will temporarily serve as @ conduit for the released waters, 
until such time as the necessity for generation of additional power will justify 
the construction of a tunnel from Heteh Hetchy damsite to a» forebay above 
Early Intake. 

‘The aqueduct tunnel for the construction of which bids will be received on 
August 22 extends from Early Intake, on the Tuolumne River above the con- 
fluence of the Cherry River, to the site of the proposed regulating reservoir south 
of Priest's, all in Tuolumne County. 

‘The work lies in rough mountain country. Wagon roads cross the line at 
several points. Freight for construction purposes will be transported on the 
Hetch Hetchy Railroad, from Hetch Hetchy Junction to the sidings nearest to 
the work, at a cost to the contractor of 15 cents per ton mile over the portion 
of railway owned by the City. The Hetch Hetchy Railroad parallels approxi- 
mately the line of the aqueduct so that the work will be accessible from the rail- 
road by short road or tramway hauls, 

‘The aggregate lengths of the tunnel to be constructed under this contract is 
about 18.8 miles, and has been divided into three sections, as follows: . 

Section “A” includes the tunnel about 4.5 miles in length, from Early 
Intake to the South Fork of the Tuolumne River. This tunnel can only be worked 
from the two portals, unless the contractor constructs an immediate shaft at his 
own expense. 

Section “B” extends from the South Fork of the Tuolumne River about 4.7 
miles to an adit in the northeast quarter of Section 20, T. 1.8, R. 17 E. The 
‘work will be constracted from the portal at the South Fork and from 7 adits 
now being driven by the City. The adits divide the sections into 7 parts varying 
in length from about 0.84 mile to about 1.07 miles. 

Bection “O" extends from the weeterly end of Section “B” about 9.1 miles to 
& point in the City's forebay reservoir site about one mile south of Priest, prac- 
tically cross-cutting the Mother Lode belt 2 miles wide. The work will be ac- 
cessible from the west portal, from the adit at the easterly end of the section, and 
from two shafts to be sunk under the contract. The maximum distance between 
two consecutive points of access will be about 8.9 miles. 

Any bidder may bid on all three sections, on two sections or only one 
section, and the City may award the contract ss a whole to a single bidder or 
may award it in sections to two bidders, or if prices are excessive reject all bids. 

‘The tunnels to be constructed will be lined with concrete and will be in the 
clear 10 feet 8 inches high and 10 feet 8 inches wide, inside of lining, with 
horseshoe shape of cross-section. In Section “C" it may become necessary, should 
the ground become heavy, to change to a circular cross-section 10 feet 6 inches 
in diameter. 

Before deciding to line the tunnels with concrete, an anlysis was made 
under the direction of the City Engineer by L. W. Stocker, Assistant Engineer, 
to determine whether it would be more economical to dispense with the lining 
through hard rock formations that will stand permanently without support, and 
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make the tunnel large enough #0 that the increased area of cross-section woulé 
compensate for the greater frictional resistance of the rough rock walls. 

To compare the areas required for different shapes of cross-sections, curves. 
showing the relation of roughness of waterway area of cross-section have been 
worked out for three shapes: (1) circular section; (2) horseshoe section; (8) 
arched section with vertical sides. The circular section requires less volume of 
excavation but is inconvenient for practical reasons. The horseshoe section 
requires a slightly larger excavation. The arched section requires still more 
excavation but is easier to construct than either of the other two. If the entire 
tunnel section is to be taken out at once, the arched section will be cheapest in 
spite of the slightly greater area of cross-section. It is more likely, howeve: 
that the heading and bench method of excavation will be used, in which case the 
horseshoe section should cost no more per cubic yard than the arched section. 
‘The horseshoe section has been used as the basis of the comparative cost estimate 
presented later. 

‘The thickness of the concrete lining is taken nearly the same as that shown 
on page 120 of Freeman's Hetch Hetchy Water Supply report: average thickness 
desired in sides and top, 6 inches; average thickness desired in invert, 6 inches. 
There will, of course, be overbreak beyond the desired thickness of concrete, the 
amount of the overbreak varying in different formations of rock. It is assumed 
that the overbreak will be such as to add an average of 6 inches thickness of 
concrete to the desired thickness, making the average total thickness of concrete 
about 12 inches. 

The diversion tunnel at Hetch Hetchy Damsite has a circular cross-section 
20 feet in diameter. The upper 12 feet was taken out to full width first. The 
cost was about as follows:

This includes all items of cost except rails, cars, drill steel, recoverable tools, 
and overhead expenses. The tunnel is only about 500 feet in length, so n0 forced 
ventillation was necessary, and for the same reason the cost of hauling out the 
much was very small. The cross-section area of the heading was greater than the 
entire cross-section of the aqueduct tunnel. was about 
the same as may be expected in the first eight miles of the aqueduct. It should 
therefore be safe to assume that the cost of excavating the aqueduct tunnel, not 
including hauling out the muck or ventilating, will not be less than 5.75 per 
cubic yard. 

In tunnel No. 1 of the Lower Cherry Aqueduct, 80 feet at the west end 
was drifted by the City on a day labor basis. The net section of this tunnel, 
smaller than the aqueduct tunnel, is 1.98 cubic yards per lineal foot, and the 
cost of labor (hand drilling), powder, etc, was $14.75 per foot or $7.50 per 
cubic yard of nest section. The ground was very blocky and hence was @ very 
heavy percentage of overbreak, but the excessive cost due to overbreak was com- 
pensated by the fact that all the workmen except blacksmiths received only $8.00 
per day, which is somewhat less than the usual rate for drillers. It would seem 
then that in the main aqueduct tunnel the cost of excavation, not including haul- 
ing and ventilation, should not xeceed $7.50 per cubic yard of neat section. 

Considering these examples of cost, it seems that the excavation in the Hetch 
Betchy aqueduct tunnels under consideration should cost about $8 per cubic yard 
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for labor, materials and power, this figure to apply to the lined section, which 
contains 3.92 cubic yards per lineal foot to the neat line. The unlined and partly 
lined sections are considerably larger and the cost per cubic yard in such sections 
would be less. It is assumed in this estimate that the excavation in excess of 
that for the lined section will cost $7 per cubic yard. 
The cost per cubic yard of concrete, using a 1:2%:5 mix will be ap- 
proximately:

Moreover, the full lined section possesses advantages which, if the cost were 
the same for either type, would determine the choice in its favor. It precludes 
the possibility of rock falls after the completion of the tunnel, which might occur 
in an unlined section, even though the rock appeared perfectly sound, if for ex- 
ample excessive charges of powder were used in blasting and some loose pieces 
were not barred down from the roof or sides. The velocity of the water flowing 
in the lined section will be about double that in the unlined section, so that if 
any silt is curried past the settling chamber at the head of the aqueduct it will 
be carried on through and not deposited in the tunnel. If any clearing should 
be necessary it will be much more easily and quickly done in a conerete lined 
section than in an unlined section with rough rock walls. These features, es- 
pecially the first, are of sufficient importance even to warrant paying somewhat 
higher for » concrete lined tunnel than for an unlined tunnel having equivalent 
hydraulic properties. 

Since the full lined section will prove more reliable in operation and cheaper 
to maintain, it has been adopted. 





FUTURE STAGES OF AQUEDUCT CONSTRUCTION. 


Another tunnel 5.75 miles in length will extend from Moccasin Creek to 
Red Mountain Bar, where the Main Tuolumne River will be crossed with a short 
steel pipe. Thence a tunnel 11.4 miles in length will lead to Oakdale Portal on 
tha easterly side of the San Joaquin Valley. 

From Oakdale Portal (about 4 miles southeasterly from the town of Knights 
Ferry), the commencement of the present survey, to Tesla Portal on the west side 
of the Ban Joaquin River, (about 8 miles southeasterly from Tracy), the aqueduct 
will consist of 45.2 miles of steel pressure pipes. The thickness of the steel pipe, 
‘and hence the cost, is practically proportional to the water pressure, therefore the 
pipe ine was located on the highest ground immediately adjacent to the direct or 
shorteat line to be followed. 

Across the thickly populated Oakdale and Modesto irrigation districts, the 
Tocation has been such as to offer the least damage to the valuable lands and 
crops, in ease of » break in the pipe line. 

‘The Ban Joaquin River crossing has been selected 0 as to permit of structures 
offering the greatest safety during the annual overflow of the Ban Joaquin River. 
‘This intersection fortunately lies practically on the most direct line of the aque- 
duct, and although not considered in previous studies, is found to be the shortest 
crossing. The aqueduct will be carried under the river in a submerged pipe line 
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‘and the lower areas adjacent to the San Joaquin, subject to overflow during the 
annual floods, will probably be traversed by means of pipe lines on substantial 
Teinforced concrete trestles. 

Throngh the Cosst Range from Tesla Portal to Irvington Gate House, except 
for a small steel siphon crossing the Alameda Creek channel, the aqueduct will 
consist of tunnels aggregating approximately 31 miles in length. This section 
has been the subject of close geological study and the surveyed location made 
follows what is at present considered the most feasible route avoiding fault lines 
and rock of uncertain character. The location for the route 6 or 7 miles imme- 
diately west of Tesla Portal is as yet uncertain. For this portion, several alter- 
native lines were surveyed and final selection must be based on more definite 
knowledge to be obtained by test holes which will be sunk along the several routes, 

From Irvington Gate House westerly, the aqueduct will again consist of steel! 
Pressure pipe 19.1 miles in length, following practically # straight line from the 
Gate House to Dumbarton Straits, where the Bay crossing will be made by means 
of submarme pipes. 

Tho line thence parallels the Southern Pacific Railroad, through the south- 
erly portion of Redwood City to what is known as the Redwood City Portal, 2 
miles westerly from the town of Redwood. Here the aqueduct will consist of 
tunnels, extending about 1% miles westward ‘from the Redwood City Portal to 
the main ridge between San Francisco Bay and Crystal Springs and San Andress 
Lakes of the Spring Valley Water Company. 

From this point, the tunnels will follow beneath this main ridge to » point 
about one mile southwesterly from Baden Station. Here the waters will again 
enter a short steel siphon, across the low area lying between the main Coast 
Range and San Bruno Mountain to the San Brono Portal, crossing the southeast 
corner of the Holy Cross Cemetery and about 500 feet east of the Foothill Boule- 
vard. From the San Bruno Portal to University Mound Reservoir will be in 
tunnel. 

The location of the route has been made in the light of careful engineering 
studies, the controlling consideration being the permanence of the necessary struc- 
tures, and the safety of the same, commensurate with reasonable economy. 

‘With our source of water supply over 150 miles from the City, great care 
must be exercised to guard the aqueduct against possible interruption of service, 
due to any contingency whatsoever. Tunnels intelligently located and properly 
built will last for all time, Moreover, the expense of construction, In comparison 
with high pressure pipe of large diameter, is not excessive, when the cost of wide 
right of way for the latter is considered. Based on a comprehensive geological study 
of all practical routes, tunnels have been located in stable rock formation, as far 
an possible, free from the menace of earthquake faults, 

The surveys, and levels accompanying the same, have been very accurately 
made, being exercised throughout to insure the reliability and accuracy 
of the final result. All portions of the line have been checked by means triangu- 
latign, levels have been checked with U. 8. Geological Survey bench wiarks, and 
all property lines traversed by the route have been measured and the reords of 
‘ownership, etc., have been compared with County records, so that when the map- 
ping is completed, necessary data will be at hand for the acquisition of the right 
of way. 




















WATER RIGHTS AND PROTECTIVE WORK. 


Since the City secured the Hetch Hetehy grant, construction has been car- 
ried on continuously, to the end that there should be no cessation of work that 
would imperil the City's water rights. 

‘The Early Intake wagon road has been extended by the construction of an 
80-foot span bridge across the Tuolumne River connecting with a road to the 
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Lower Oherry power house and up Cherry River to near the diversion damsite. 

‘A new road has been started from the Heteh Hetchy Valley to Lake Eleanor. 
‘This will be about 10 miles long, and in December, 1916, when snows forced 
the temporary cessation of the work, 5 miles had been constructed. It will be 
completed during the summer of 1917. It is built on a 12% grade with s 10-foot 
roadbed. From a point near Hetch Hetchy damsite, it climbs 1800 feet over the 
‘steep cliffs on the northerly side of the valley by a series of “‘switch-backs” to over 
5,800 feet elevation, then descends via McGill Meadows to Lake Eleanor. The 
primary use for which this road is intended is the transportation of material to 
the Lake Eleanor dam, which is to be built as a part of the Lower Cherry power 
development. It will also serve during the construction of the main dam at Lake 
Eleanor in the future. 

Work has begun on a road along the south side of Hetch Hetchy Valley, 
required in the Hetch Hetchy grant. Continuous repair work by the City ha 
been necessary on the roads from Chinese to Hetch Hetchy Valley, as neither 
‘the State nor Tuolumne County has funds available to have maintained them in 
reasonably good condition for heavy traffic. - 

A road has been constructed from the railroad grade near Middle Fork 
down across the Red Hill road and into the South Fork gorge. This road crosses 
the Middle Fork just below the falls near its confluence with the South Fork and 
leads to the southwesterly portal of tunnel No. 1 of the main aqueduct. 











DEFENSE AGAINST OPPOSITION WATER AND POWER COMPANIES. 


Under date of April 28, 1917, the Secretary of the Interior upheld the con- 
tention of the City that the Yosemite Power Company by its water appropriation 
and apphication for permit in the Poopenaut Valley secured no vested right or 
other right to occupy public or park lands and that granting the Company's ap- 
plication and construction of its plants would interfere with the City's plan for 
‘water development; and that Congress intended to extend to the City free oppor- 
tunity to develop the water resources of this portion of the ‘Tuolumne River with- 
‘out interference or diminution by application of permits by other parties. 

The denial of these applications has been a great victory for the City as the 
construction of aqueducts and power houses by a competing power company would 
mate! ly conflict with the City's proper operation of its Hetch Hetchy system. 
Due credit should be given to the consistent support from the City Attorney's 
office, and the earnest energy of special attorney Searls in making the legal pre- 
sentation on those controversies, 





STREAM MEASUREMENTS, 

Hydrographic and meteorologic observations have been continued at Hetch 
‘Hetehy, Lake Eleanor and Cherry Creek. 

‘The United States hydrographer who has heretofore lived in Hetch Hotchy 
Valley his been removed to the junction of South Fork and Main Tuolumne 
Rivera, where a new cabin has been erected. The gage at Hetch Hetchy Valley 
will hereafter be read by one of the assistant engineers engaged on the City's 
‘construction. 

New gaging stations have been built on South Fork and on Middle Fork of 
Tuolumne River. In construction of the aqueduct for Lower Cherry power house, 
the diversion dam has been so made that it can be used as a weir; by this means 
enabling us to secure reliable runoff records of Oherry River, which is the com- 
bined flow of Cherry and Eleanor Creeks. 





CANYON RANCH SAWMILL. 


Logging and yarding for the year 1916 was begun on April 28, but the mill 
was not ron until late in June. The season's run for 1916 amounted to over 
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1,600,000 board feet of rough lumber, besides a considerable quantity of sur- 
faced material. In the spring of 1917 planer was purchased in Sonora and 
added to the present equipment of the sawmill, necessitating the construction of 
a small building. Lumber is now being surfaced regularly, most of it being for 
use on tho flume of the Lower Cherry power development. A second logging 
engine was purchased in the fall of 1916. Over 400,000 board feet of lumber 
were cut and planed during the spring of 1917. 

Three hundred and twenty acres of additional timber land, known as the 
Dudley property, lying a short distance from the Canyon Ranch Sawmill, were 
purchased by the City, and it was proposed to cut about 4,000,000 feet more 
from this land. An agreement was made with the Department of Interior, how- 
ever, whereby sny or all of this 4,000,000 feet could be cut from selected trees 
standing on Government land immediately adjacent to the mill. This will prove 
& great convenience to the City, and will also preserve the beauty of the sur- 
rounding forest, by permitting of scattered trees being taken from a wider area 
and consequently no one particular spot will be entirely denuded. ‘The Govern- 
ment will obtain the fee title to this land and the remaining uncut timber when 
the City's operations are completed, in full compensation for all timber cut or to 
be cut in future in the Hetch Hetchy reservoir basin and on Government land sure 
rounding Hetch Hetchy Valley. 








GROVELAND OFFIC BUILDING. 


At Groveland, an office building has been erected to serve as main head- 
quarters for all work in Tuolumne County. This is a two story, frame structure, 
with rooms for offices, drafting, blueprinting, small store rooms and some living 
quarters, A steam heating plant has been installed as the winter weather in 
Groveland is very severe. The cost of the building and equipment amounted to 
$5,740, and the cost of the adjacent warehouse was $800. 











CAMPS. 


A new camp has been established between South Fork and Middle Fork on 
the railroad. This camp is for permanent use during the construction of the main 
aqueduct, which at this point will require about four years for completion. A 
special use permit for this site was issued by the District Ranger of the Stanis- 
laus National Forest. This camp has been improved by the construction of fairly 
good buildings, barn, ete. 

Several temporary camps were used during the construction of aqueduct 
adits from South Fork westerly toward Big Creek. At present the only one of 
these which is still occupied is Greek Camp near Hamilton Station, which will 
continue to be a distribution point for supplies. 

Temporary camps have been established at Lake Eleanor and at McGill 
Meadows, and will be maintained during the period of construction of the Hetch 
Hetehy-Lake Eleanor wagon road. 








MISCELLANEOUS SURVEYS. 


During the time when most grading was being done on the Hetch Hetehy 
Railroad it was necessary to maintain six survey parties for the direction of 
grading work, These parties have set all construction points for the railroad 
work, have located all structures, cuts and fills, and have made all estimates of 
work done. Supervision and inspection of railroad construction has been under 
‘these same parties, but since the bulk of the grading work has been completed 
the number of parties has been reduced to three. 

A plane table survey was made of the country between the railrosd and the 
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aqueduct from South Fork westerly to Red Mountam Bar. Some of this work 
Presented considerable difficulty late in the fall when the snow and ice made 
work on tho steep slopes of the Tuolumne River gorge perilous. 

In connection with rights of way for both railroad and aqueduct s number 
‘of land surveys have been made by the regular surveying parties engaged on 
work in the vicinity. 





APPLICATIONS TO DEPARTMENT OF INTERIOR. 


Under the conditions of the Hetch Hetchy Grant, it was necessary that the 
City file application maps for all rights of way, ete., to be used in connection with 
the Hetch Hetchy project within 3 years of the signing of the Grant, by the 
President on December 19, 1918. 

During the year there were filed with and approved by the Department of 
the Interior the following maps: 

Amended Hetch Hetchy Tunnel Aqueduct from Early Intake to vicinity of 
Hamilton Station, filed July 9, approved September 12; 

Road from Hetch Hetchy Valley to Inke Eleanor, filed October 14, approved. 
December 30. 

The following 12 maps were filed December 13, and approval thereof Is still 
pending: 

Hetch Hetchy aqueduct and transmission line from Priest Reservoir to Red 
Mountain Bar; 

Amended location, Lower Cherry aqueduct and Lower Cherry power plant; 

Road from Hamilton Station to Lake Eleanor—portion within Yosemite Na- 
tional Park; 

Road from Hamilton Station to Lake Eleanor—portion within Stanislaus 
Nations! Forest; 

Kailroad yard, gravel pits, spur tracks and tramways near Smith Statfon; 

Camp and quarry sites and railroad loop at Hetch Hetchy dam site; 

Road from Jones Station to Early Intake and junction of Cherry and Tuol- 
umne Rivers; 

Amended Hetch Hetchy aqueduct from Hamilton Station to Priest Reservoir, 

Early Intake diversion dam site, aqueduct line, power plant site, pressure 
pipe and tunnel line, and electric transmission line; 

Electric transmission lines from Early Intake to Hetch Hetchy, Lake Eleanor 
and Cherry Valley and from Early Intake to Moccasin Creek; 

Hetch Hetoby tunnel aqueduct through Section 4, T. 4.8, R. 4 E., » portion 
of the Coast Range tunnel, near Carnegie. 





HETCH HETCHY CONTRACTS OPERATIVE DURING 1917. 


Contract No. 6: “For Furnishing Hoisting Engine and Boiler,” was awarded 
on October 11, 1915, to A. L. Young Machinery Company. The engine originally 
furnished under the contract proved defective and was replaced by the Contractor. 
Final payment was recommended February 20, 1917. The total amount of tne 
contract was $1,857. 

Contract No. 7: “For the Construction of the Hetch Hetchy Railroad,” was 
awarded on December 6, 1915, to F. Bolandi for the estimated sum of 
$1,548,080.74. At that time there was not sufficient money available for the 
award to be made, due to failure in selling 4%% bonds, but on February 15, 
1916, funds being available, the Auditor certified the contract. Actual construc: 
tion was begua on February 11, 1916. The total estimated value of the work 
completed June 80, 1917, was $1.487,411.88. 

Contract No. 10: “For Drifting Tunnels, Lower Cherry Aqueduct.” Pro- 
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Posals were received August 9, 1916, and the contract was awarded August 11th 
to MacArthur Brothers Company for the estimated sum of $58,785 

This work proceeded slowly, due to conditions unforseen by the Contractor 
and also to slow delivery of machinery. 

This contract was for drifting five of the tunnela on the Lower Cherry 
aqueduet. The total length for the drifting of which proposals were received 
was 4400 feet, but the City did » portion of this before the Contractor was able 
to begin work, leaving « total amount to be drifted by the Contractor of $950 
feet. Final payment was recommended April 18, 1917, the total amount of the 
contract being 40,465.96. : 

‘As these tunnels are to be permanent, it will be necessary to line porous por- 
tions of them with conerete where there is blocky caving rock. 

Contract No. 11: “For Making Core Borings, Hetch Hetehy Aqueduct.” 
Proposals were received July 26, 1916, and contract was awarded July 28, 1916, 
to International Diamond Drill Contracting Company, for the estimated sum of 
$24,923.29. 

‘The work was prosecuted in a very satisfactory manner and final payment 
was recommended January 11, 1917. The total amount of the contract was 
$20,002.13. 

The core recovery on drill holes was very high and the samples representing 
the material which will be encountered in tunnel construction are stored in the 
Groveland office. 

‘The work as bid on was for drilling 10 holes along the Hetch Hetchy aque- 
duct from Early Intake to Priest Regulating Reservoir. The total length of holes 
ineluded in the contract was 7584 feet. Owing to the relocation of a portion of 
the aqueduct line between South Fork of Tuolumne River and Priest Reservoir, 
this quantity was cut to 5949 feet. The borings show very good material through 
which the tunnel aqueduct will be drifted. 

Contract No. 12: “For Furnishing and Delivering Hydraulic Machinery 
and Equipment, Lower Cherry River Power Development.” Proposals were re- 
ceived August 9, 1916, and the contract swarded August 16, 1916, to the Pelton 
‘Water Wheel Company in the sum of $18,814, and a possible bonus of $1000. 

‘The machinery to be furnished under this contract was completed on De- 
cember 1, 1916, and was shipped to Chinese, from which point it was hauled to 
Early Intake. 

The machinery covered by this contract includes three 1500 h.p. Francis 
turbines, complete with governors, relief valves, and gate valves, together with all 
accessories. Payment has been made on the whole excepting the bonus, which 
payment will be made after testing the machinery. 

Contract No. 18: “For Furnishing and Delivering Electric Generators and 
Exciters, Lower Cherry River Power Development.” Bids were received August 
9, 1916, and the contract awarded August 16, 1916, to the General Electric Com- 
pany in the sum of $14,821. 

The machinery was delivered to Hetch Hetchy Junction, to be hauled over 
the Railroad to Jones Station and thence by team to the Power House. Final 
Payment has not yet been recommended. 

‘The machinery to be furnished under this contract consists of three 1000 
KVA generators, with direct connected exciters, and one motor generator exciter. 

Contract No. 14: ‘Wor Furnishing and Delivering Electric Switchboards 
and Equipment, Lower Cherry River Power Development.” Bids were received 
September 18, 1916, and the contract awarded September 20, 1916, to the Gen- 
eral Electric Company in the sum of $2,849.50. 

This contract covers the furnishing of the complete switchboard, with all 
necessary instruments and switches for the three generators and exciters to be 
furnished under Contract No. 18. The equipment has all been delivered but final 
payment has not yet been made. 
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Coutract No. 15: “For Furnishing and Delivering Electric Transformers, 
Lower Cherry River Power Development.” Bids were received September 6, 
1916, and the contract awarded September 8, 1916, to the Westinghouse Electric 
Manufacturing Company in the sum of $7700, Delivery of the transformers was 
made in March, 1917, but final payment has not yet been made. 

This contract covered the furnishing and delivering of four 1000 KVA oif 
insulated, water cooled, outdoor type, electric transformers and an oil filter. 

Contract No. 16: “For Furnishing and Delivering Cedar Line Poles, Lower 
Cherry River Power Development.” Bids were received September 20, 1916, and 
all bids were rejected as it was possible to secure poles usable locally at one-third 
the cost of the prices bid. 

Contract No. 17: “For Furnishing and Installing Riveted Steel Pressure 
Pipe Line, Lower Cherry River Power Development.” Bids were received Octo- 
der 20, 1916, and the contract awarded October 27, 1916, to the Western Pipe 
& Steel Company in the sum of $7558. 

This pipe has all been shipped to Early Intake and will be installed as soon 
‘as the excavation at the power house site and intake has been completed. 

Under date of February 2, 1917, a first progress payment was recommended 
in the amount of $2250. 

Contract No. 18: “For Furnishing and Delivering Bare Copper Wire, Lower 
Cherry River Power Development.” Bids were received October 18, 1916, and 
the contract awarded to John A. Roebling’s Sons Company, on November 10,-1916, 
in the estimated sum of $20,172.70. 

After the contract was awarded advantage was taken of a provision in the 
contract, and the quantity increased by 25%, raising the contract price to a total 
of $25,215.58. 

Delivery of this material was made in April, 1917, and final payment w 
recommended May 26, 1917. 

‘The quantity of wire to be furnished under this contract is sufficient for the 
construction of 38 miles of 8-phase transmission lines and branches. 

Contract No. 19: “For Furnishing Logging Road Engine.” Bids were re- 
ceived October 18, 1916, and contract awarded October 20, 1916, to Leland 
Equipment Company, for the sum of $2490. 

The engine purchased under this contract is a duplicate of the one pur- 
chased in 1915 under Contract No. 8, which has proved very satisfactory. 

Tt is to be used for logging from the lands adjacent to Canyon Ranch 
Sawmill and when this work is completed, will be used in the construction of the 
Heteh Hetehy Dam. 

Contract No. 20: “For Furnishing and Di 1 Insulators, Crossarms 
and Pins, Lower Cherry River Power Development.” Bids were received De- 
cember 1, 1916, but as there were no bids covering all of the materials, proposals 
were again invited and received December 11, 1916, and the contract awarded to 
Person, Roeding Company, on December 13, 1916, in the sum of $2956.48. De- 
livery was made on all of the material ‘in April, 1917. Final payment has not 
been made. 

Contract No. 21: “For Making Core Borings at Hetch Hetchy Dam Bite.” 
Bids were advertised to be received by the Bonrd of Public Works on December 
27, 1916, but none were submitted. This work was readvertised, proposals re- 
ceived January 5, 1917, and the contract awarded to the International Diamond 
Drill Contracting Company at an estimated price of $14.675. This contract will 
include about 1900 feet of borings at the Hetch Hetchy damsite and will de- 
termine the character of the formation, both below the riverbed and up on the 
slopes. 

Contract No. 32: “For Furnishing and Erecting Sheet Metal Work for the 
Power Station, Lower Oherry River Power Development.” Bids were received 
December 20, 1916, and the contract awarded December 22, 1916, to the Asbestos 
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Protected Metal Company in the sum of $2150. The contract provides for the 
completion of this work by February 26, 1917, or ten days after the completion of 
the building framework. The contract includes, besides the covering of the power 
house building proper, the sheet metal work for s small oil house. 

All the material has been delivered but not yot erected. 

Contract No. 28: “For Furnishing and Delivering 7% ton, hand-operated 
Crane for the Power Station, Lower Cherry River Power Development.” Bids 
were received February 19, 1917. Contract was awarded February 21, 1917, to 
Cyclpos Iron Works in the sum of $775, The crane has been shipped to the 
power house and final payment is ready to be recommended. 

Contract No. 24: “For Furnishing and Delivering Electrie Line Tran 
formers.” Bids were received April 9, 1917, and the contract awarded April 11, 
1917, to Moloney Electrical Company for the sum of $25,847. Delivery has not 
yet been made. 





PROPOSED CONTRACTS. 


Contract No. 25: “For the Construction of Tunnel Aqueduct in the Moun- 
tain Division of the Hetch Hetehy Project.” Specifications are well along toward 
completion and it is expected that proposals will be received in August 

Contract No. 26: “For the Construction of Transmission Line and Substa- 
tions, Lower Cherry River Power Development.” Specifications are being pre- 
pared and bids will be received for this work in September. 

Contract No. 27: “For furnishing and Delivering Three Mikado Type Loco- 
motives." Specifications are being prepared and it is expected that proposals will 
be received in Augunst,

Copy of a letter from Professor Arthur B. Clark, head of Graphic Arts 
Department of Leland Stanford Junior University. 


Stanford University, Calif, March 20, 1917. 
My dear Miss Ball: 

On returning from our trip of visiting art and drawing departments in 
San Francisco and Oakland on Saturday, I felt like writing you at once to 
express the thanks of the class for your kindness in explaining so clearly 
to us the ideas and principles underlying your teaching of art in the San 
Franciseo schools; and even more to express my personal gratification that 
Public school children anywhere have produced such splendid drawings as 
those which you showed to us. 

The San Francisco children have had real art training, # thing which 
is extremely rare. I have seen a great many exhibitions of school drawings, 
from Boston to California, but I never saw a set of elementary or high 
‘school drawings in which the essentials of strong, emotional, creative art were 
so pronounced; and the teaching so successfully concentrated upon and 
directed toward the conditions which will produce natural, healthy, and 
powerful artistic emotion and expression. I consider this the highest aim 
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of art training in the schools; not to train future artists but to give ap- 
preciation of art. 

The reason I delayed writing was to let the excitement of the day wear 
off and to see if the whole twelve people of’our company would continue as 
enthusiastic in their comments. The class meets only on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays, and I find them today just as enthusiastic an enraptured over 
the work as they were on Saturday, and when one considers that they in- 
elude our most advanced students and four experienced teachers, one may 
feel that their approval is no small tribute. 

Too often drawing teaching is dry and formal; in siming to get uni- 
form results, supervisors are prone to dodge the difficulties of their problem, 
and eliminate the conditions which permit mental activity and creative 
power on the part of the pupils. They aim at technical uniformity and get 
sterility. Loose, free handling in children's hands is the only condition 
which permits mental alertness, and joyful creative emotion. How I wish 
that art teachers everywhere could have heard your talk to us on Saturday 
morning and have seen your children's drawings, that this greatest of 
prineiples could have inspired them! 

Clive Bell in the book entitled “Art,” page 287, says: “Art is not 
based on craft but on sensibility; it does not live by honest labor, but by 
inspiration.” And on page 285: "“urely there can be no reason why almost 
every man and woman should not be a bit of an artist since almost every 
child is.” And again; “Can we save the artist that is in almost every child!” 

T feel very much encouraged to believe that we can in seeing your 
drawings. 

I would like to’see the spontaneous illustration as you formerly taught 
it, with all the natural mental characteristics of children’s drawing so 
naively left alone (as Kerchensteiner of Munich, and Rouma of Belgium in 
their exhaustive studies of children's drawings have demonstrated to be 
typical). I would like to see this kind of drawing, and the object drawing 
‘and design, as you now teach them, carried on in every school of the United 
States, and I hope that some day they may be. 

Again thanking you most heartily for the real help and inspiration 
which you have given us,

REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF MUSIC IN THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS, 


In reply to your request, I herewith submit the following report of the work 
done in the Music Department of the City Schools ending June, 1917. 

The strong point of music that must account in a measure for the great 
social power it possesses, is its direct appeal to the instinctive and emotional life; 
for all men possess this life in common. 

No sense appeals so directly and so forcibly to the emotions as sound. 
Sound surpasses all other senses in its universality and in the force of its 
effects. Music, with its variation, manifests this direct and quick power over 
the emotions to a high degree. The intimate association of the nerves of hearing 
and muscular sensation (all of which are affected by music), with those of the 
sympathetic nervous system, renders possible almost instantaneous changes in 
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the central, especially the vital organs of the body. The changes in circulation 
are the most prominent of all these effects, and go far to account for the range 
and force of feelings which is possible for music to exert. Certain it is, in fact 
& matter of common experience, that while various classes and grades of music 
draw upon the emotional life with varying effects, the strong, the sympathetic, the 
vast in music seems to set us vibrating, by sympathy, in every nerve and fibre of 
the body as well as in the Spirit. 

It is this universality, then, of the power of music to appeal to human 
emotions that gives it its breadth and depth of power. All music seems to con- 
tain something for everybody. 

“The vse of music in slmost every clime under the sun bears witness to this 
same universelity of music as a language, of the emotions if not of the thoughts 
of men; of its power to hold, to arouse, to inspire, to incite to deeds; of its 
powers especially to draw men together in » community of feelings and hence 
through the exercise of their function as a human bond to further the development 
among men of those social emotions that make for unity and co-operation in com- 
munity life. This art above almost any other, or at least next to speech (in fact, 
it was developed, so far as song is concerned, contemporaneously with speech and 
the dance), lends itself most readily to the different phases of human life, in 
acciety. 

‘The Public School is a very important part of the social life of a community, 
and music in the Public School System is of fundamental importance. In educa. 
tion, mental and physical activities are being developed in a remarkable manner. 
The hopes for the future are in the rising generation. But in the hearts and 
minds of people there is too much the ides that happiness means “to have" in- 
atead of “to be." Modern life is fast becoming too material. Music in educa 
tion is a counter-acting influence, and it is « medium by which the increased 
mental and physical activities are allied to the higher life qualities which make 
tor character. 

‘The heart and soul life may be promoted by music and song. Therefore in 
jon music's place is one of the highest distinction. 

‘The fundamental aim of public school music is a cultivation of the musical 
sense in the children; an appreciation of the best there is in music; an appeal 
through music so that the children will respond to the instinctive and emotional 
life of the music; s development of the inner natures of the children so that 
they will feel the quality of higher music. Through this awakening an interest 
will be 20 aroused that the technical and formal side of the subject will sppeal 
to the intellectual in the children, and they will thus go forward anxious to learn 
more of a subject that means so much to their physical, mental and spiritual 
natures. 

‘The organization and administration of the Music Department during the 
last year has been based upon the foregoing sims. Songs have been chosen 
carefully to meet all the moods of childhood, selections from the best compoeers 
have been rendered, and have been used as a basis for definite accomplished re- 
sults, A love for good music and the inspiration coming from its right presenta- 
tion and the correct rendition of it have certainly been developed. Added to this, 
power on the part of the children has made them able to express their feelings 
and imaginations in an artistic manner vocally and musically. Coupled with 
this power, has been shown a genuine interest in the varied sides of musical 
study, which has produced a strong endeavor to master the essentials of the sub- 
ject. The various sides of music have been studied, such as, expression, rhythm, 
voice development, breathing, enunciation, ear-training, intervals, part-singing, 
oral and written dictation, sightsinging and theory. The ideals and aims of the 
most successful students of modern applied psychology and pedagogy have been 
embodied in the aims of this department. The changing voice of the boy has 
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deen watched carefully this year, and voices have been carefully segregated for 
the part singing. Musical appreciation has been greatly increased during the 
year by the recognition, on the part of the children, of well known patriotic Folk 
Songs and Classics. Talks have been given by the teachers on the great masters 
and their compositions. Musicales have been given at the various schools where 
‘the children have taken part collectively and individually. There have been many 
new phonographs incorporated into the equipment of the schools fan accom: 
panying collection of very fine records. By these means the children have become 
acquainted with many of the tressures in the great store house of Music. 

The work has been carefully planned by the Director of Music who has 
en during the year a series of lessons to the one thousand regular teachers, 
Outlines have been furnished covering all sides of the work, The meetings were 
given as grade meetings and attendance was compulsory. Two hundred songs 
were sung, and the work for the year was illustrated. A course of volunteer les- 
sons has been given for all teachers. Subjects such as “Voice Development for 
Teachers,” “The Child Voice,” “Rhythm,” “Art of Conducting,” “Interpretation,” 
“Sight-Singing,” and “Children's Songs” have been lectured upon, and practical 
work has been given bearing upon these subjects. A course of eight lessons has 
been given to the teachers who have recently entered into the Department, and 
suggestions and directions have been given. Meetings are held with the Special 
Teachers of Music in the various schools four times a year and instruction is 
given for the work. The office of the Music Department has been open one day 
each week after school, and teachers wishing or requiring instruction have been 
aided. 

‘The regular teacher is » very important factor in the instruction of music 
in the schools, I am pleased to report that many of our regular teachers are 
very musical. They have a love for the subject and they have studied much. 
Besides this, they are attending the best concerts and orchestras, and are ex- 
tending thelr knowledge of the subject through lectures and reading. Added to 
this, they are excellent teachers and know how to impart their knowledge to the 
children. Whenever a teacher is capable of doing her own work, I have insisted 
on the work being done by herself; but if a teacher is not capable, she is re- 
quired to exchange work with an able teacher in music. In some schools if 
there are s number of teachers who are not skilled in music, the work is given 
to one teacher who is certified and appointed by the Board of Education as a 
special teacher, and is given extra compensation. There are thirty such teachers 
in the Music Department. Some of these teachers are in Intermediate Schools 
where they take entire charge of the music, Besides these teachers, there are 
about twenty principals who are musical, and about one hundred and eighty-five 

achers who are teaching » number of extra music classes without compensation. 
All these have been » wonderful help in the music work, and they have formed @ 
power because of their interest and endeavor. I commend highly the faithful 
skillful work of our teachers, and I appreciate the spirit of their co-operation. 
During the past year no music was furnished me to give them on account of lack 
of funds. Still many of the teachers bought the music suggested, so that the 
children would have some new songs. Some schools have required more attention 
than others, so some schools have been visited more frequently. Where the prin- 
cipal has organized the work carefully, and the teachers have followed the direc- 
tions given them by me, the work has been remarkable. I have heard and seen 
some exceptional work in the various schools, Aid has been given by me through 
conferences, meetings, class lessons, supervision by visits and in various other 
ways. I have directed, advised and encouraged the teachers, The various music 
teachers have helped those in their own buildings. Miss Edith Fleming, the 
Assistant, has carried out the work through her visits and lessons. 


Many new pianos have been bought for the Department by the Board of 
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Education and they have proved a most welcome aid. A beautiful new organ 
‘has been given to the Girls’ High Schools, 

In the fall of the year, the Elementary Commissioner of Education, Dr. 
Margaret MeNaught, asked me to meet with her and the Normal School Directors 
of Music to compile » Bulletin containing suggestions to teach music for the 
Rural Schools. I took a journey to Marysville and San Jose for this purpose, 
and after two meetings of intensive work, the Bulletin was compiled. It is of 
great interest and will be a great help to all teachers of the State. 

The commencement exercises in most of the schools were entirely composed 
‘of choruses, which had been learned through the term as regular work. The 
character of these songs exemplified the high standard reached by the classes, as 
to selection and as to interpretation. Some of the part songs rendered were 
“Handel's Largo,” “Lift Thine Eyes,” “Serenade” by Gounod, Mendelssohn's 
spring Song,” “Sextette,” “Cradle Song” by Reis, “Eye Hath Not Seen” by 
Gaul, “On Wings of Music” by Mendelssohn, “Thou Art Like Unto a Flower" 
by Lisst, “Huméreske” by Dvorak, “List the Cherubic Hosts," “In Dreams I 
Hear the Seraps Fair” and many other songs from the well known operas and 
songs from the best composers. Selections from modern composers have been 
used, and also there has been great interest in the use of songs written by our 
‘own California Composers: Oscar Weil, Dr. H. J. Stewart, John Metcalf, Heary 
Pasmore, Arthur Fickenscher, Samuel Savannah and Charles McCurrie. 

During the moth of March, the dedication of the Redding School took place 
and the children of the grammar grades of the school sang a number of beautiful 
‘songs, in parts, under my direction. There were many compliments given to the 
inging. ‘The great Madam Melba, who was present as a guest, was warm in 
her praises of the singing and conducting. Mr. Joseph Redding said that the 
children sang better than the choirs in the Cathedrals of Rome; and in the matter 
of attack the children’s singing was equal to the chorus of the Bohemian Club. I 
drilled this chorus for three weeks with the assistance of Miss Hawkins, the 
special music teacher, Miss Geary and Miss Edson, the accompanist. 

During the year of the Exposition, there were so many demands for children's 
choruses ontside of the school premises, that the Board of Education deemed it 
advisable to deny such requests, and a rule was passed to that effect, and it has 
continued in operation. 

Some three years ago I organized the society known as the San Francisco 
Public School Music Teachers’ Association. It is composed of the teachers who 
are teaching music, and it meets for social and business purposes. During the 
Past year a group of teachers have met under my direction to rehearse together 
The Folk Songs and the Patriotic Songs. 

During the past year, the music work of the High Schools was extended. 
Two new teachers were added to the department, and recitations were arranged 
daily to be elected by the pupils, Mrs, Mary D. McGlade was appointed to take 
charge of the work in the Polytenchnic High School and also at the High School 
of Commerce. In the Polytechnic Schoo! Mrs, MeGlade conducted a Girls’ Glee 
Club and a Boys’ Glee Club and classes in Harmony and History and Apprecia- 
tion of Music. There were about one hundred and seventy pupils enrolled in 
‘the music courses. An orchestra of about forty pieces was in charge of Mr. 
©. Lamp, the science instructor. During the year, in the plays given by the 
school, “Everyman” and “As You Like It," and at the graduations, the orchestra 
took part and Mrs. McGlade drilled and led the choruses. At the school rallies 
the Glee Clubs sang under her direction, as well as the whole school. At the 
High School of Commerce, she led about six hundred pupils in community songs, 
instructed a choral class, and organized and rehearsed the orchestra of the school. 
‘There were two musicales given in this school. During the year at the French 
play given at the school, the choruses and orchestra were under her direction. 
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At the close of the year Mrs, McGinde drilled and conducted the graduating exer. 
cises of the Humboldt Evening School. Through the past term at the Girls’ 
School, Mrs. McGlade rehearsed and directed a large orchestra of about thirty-five 
pieees made up of pupils from the combined High School Orchestras. 

Mrs. Mary Carr Moore was given charge of the music work in the Girls’ 
High School and the Mission High School. In the Girls' High School there were 
about two hundred pupils enrolled in the music courses, There were classes in 
Harthony, Musical History and Appreciation, and glee club and orchestra work. 
Mrs. Moore prepared the music with the pupils for an English play, a French 
play and a German play, and she also drilled and conducted the senior classes 
for two graduation exercises. In the Mission High School there were enrolled in 
the music course about one hundred and eighty pupils in the various classes in 
Harmony, Girls’ Glee Club, Boys’ Glee Club, Music History and Appreciation, 
and orchestra work. When the French play was produced Mrs. Moore drilled 
and conducted the choruses and orchestra, Two musical were given during 
the year and the music for two graduations was drilled and conducted. In the 
original farce, by Mrs, Moore, called “Harmony,” and which was produced by 
the pupils in the music courses of the Mission High School, four of the musical 
numbers were composed by the scholars. Mrs. Moore arranged and composed 
the musical numbers in this farce and drilled and conducted the orchestra and 
choruses, 

Miss Constance Keohan was appointed to the Lowell High School and the 
High School of Commerce. In the Lowell High School there were about three 
hundred music students enrolled. There were classes in Harmony and Musical 
Appreciation and History, » Boys’ Glee Club, a Girls’ Glee Club, a mixed chorus 
and orchestra work. Musical. numbers for two graduations were prepared and 
conducted by Miss Keohan in this school, also music for a French play, and a 
concert by the glee clubs and orchestra, In the High School of Commerce she 
had classes in Harmony and choral and at the end of the term she gave a cantata 
with the pupils, assisted by the orchestras of the Lowell High School and the 
High School of Commerce. 

For a number of Years the work in musle of the San Francisco State Normal 
School has been closely allied to the work in the Public Schools. Once a week 
after regular school hours, I-have conducted courses of lectures on Public School 
Music, and these have been illustrated with songs and choruses. 

During the year, I was made secretary of the Community Singing Committee, 
and there were established in three centre classes in public schools for adults. In 
the school work, the songs of the various countries have always been a part of 
my course of study, and the children hi been required to learn certain songs 
by heart. In the great choruses which have beon sung by the children under 
my direction, these songe always have formed a part of the program. In the 
various schools, there has been assembly singing and it has proved a great bond 
to further brotherhood and fellowship, as well as to further love of the Patriotic 
and Folk Songs. At the request of the Honorable Superintendent Roncovieri 
during the County Institute, I gave a few remarks on Community Music and led 
‘the eighteen hundred teachers in one Patriotic and Folk Songs. It was certainly 
& joy to conduet so attentive and responsive « body. At the institute on another 
day Mrs. McGlade spoke and led some songs. 

After the Declaration of War, the first patriotic meeting was held in the 
Civic Auditorium. Mr. Charles Moore, the President of the Panama Exposition, 
formally presented to our city the great organ, and when the Honorable James 
Rolph, the Mayor of San Francisco, accepted the gift in behalf of the city, he 
also made a thrilling patriotic speech which stirred the audience to great enthusi- 
asm. At the close of this meeting I directed the fifteen thousand present in the 
“Star Spangled Banner” and “America” to the accompaniment of the playing of 
Mr. Lemare, It was a never-to-be-forgotten occasion. The Honorable Board of 
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Education called a Red Cross Meeting for the teachers and there again we sang 
the Patriotic Songs under my direction. Since then there have been a number 
of unofficial gatherings where there have been requests for me to lead Patriotic 
Songs. This year I received an invitation to make an address at the National 
Education Association at the Music Section. Because of an urgent request, I 
will attend the Convention of the California Music Teachers’ Association and 
deliver an address in July. 

I am plessed to report that during the past year, there has been organised 
under my direction an Elementary School Orehestra with a membership of about 
forty, and there has been a genuine enthusiasm for the work. There is no fund 
to provide music for this organization. The children bought their own music. 
At the Crocker Intermediate School also there has been an orchestra organized. 
At the Horace Mann Intermediate School there is a well established orchestra, 
and in s number of grammar schools small orchestras have been formed. In 
each high school there is an orchestra, and there is another orchestra drawn 
from all the high schools. 

Sen Francisco is fortunate in possessing so many musical opportunities. 
Concerts by the Golden Gate Band, and the Municipal Band. The San Fran- 
cisco Symphony Orchestra, The Municipal Orchestra, The Philharmonic Orchestra, 
‘The Concerts on the great organ by Mr. Lemare, besides many other concerts 
have all been wonderful privileges. 

In every way the study of music is encouraged, and children are urged to 
listen to good music, attend concerts and take lessons on the piano and other 
instruments. 

Appreciation and enjoyment of music is a rich endowment. Social service is 
rendered by participation in choruses and by individual performances. Through 
this glorious Art the soul can be touched and can expand and thus “love, and 
lift, and live!”

I have recommended this before 
Dut ask again for these books, to be selected by the Supervisors. 

¢. That extra music needed in my office be supplied. 

4. That orchestra music be allowed. 

e. That books be allowed me for library. 

f, That octave music be allowed for traveling library. 

. That a new piano be given to my office. 

bh, That a typewriter be allowed in my office. I am renting one now, as 
the clerical work and correspondence are exacting. 

5. That I be allowed to select two assistants when funds allow. 

4. That a phonograph with records be provided in my office. 

I wish to mention again the good work of the teachers, the support given 
me by the Principals, the efficient work done by the assistant, Miss Edith 
Fleming, and all the Special Teachers of Music.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION AND 
VOCATIONAL TRAINING. 


San Francisco, June 22, 1917. 
Mr. Alfred Roncovieri, 

Supt. of Schools. 

Dear Sir: Pursuant to your request, I beg leave to submit the following 
report of the work done under my supervision during the past year: 

The work of which I have charge, as the'title of my office indicates, is com- 
posed of two parts; (1) industrial education and (2) vocational guidance. As 
the past year was my first in the department, and the work in industrial educa- 
tion was already established, while that of vocational guidance was quite new, 
most of my time was necessarily devoted to getting in touch with and keeping 
in shape the work in industrial education, though I must hasten to add that 
vocational guidance was by no means neglected, as will be shown later in this 
report. : 

‘The sudden death of the late Mr. Barthel left the then-called Manual Train- 
ing Department without a head for over a month. During this time Deputy 
Superintendent Cloud gave as much time as he could to the task of keeping the 
department in running order. It pleases me to report that, in spite of the 
necessarily brief intervals that Mr. Cloud was able to devote to the needs of the 
Manual Training Department, he had the work so well organized by the time I 
had been elected and was started on my duties, that there were but a few things 
eft to do to get the work of the Department under full swing. 

Contrary to the custom of recent years the teachers of Manual Training 
were called together for professional instruction and discussion at least once a 
month during the past year. These monthly meetings, I am pleased to say, 
Proved most interesting and profitable both to the teachers and to myself. The 
meetings brought the men together and got them to know each other as they had 
not done for some time past. 

One point particularly worth while mentioning regarding the activities of 
the Department is the course of lessons in The Application of Art to Material 
which the men took. This course was given gratis by Mr. Pedro Lonos, the 
Director of the California Institute of Fine Arts. It was a course of twelve 
lessons and practice given on Monday evenings between the hours of seven and 
nine. I am proud to add that this art course was attended by every one of 
the teachers of Manual Training, most of them without a single absence. 

As to the work in Vocational Guidance, I can only report, as I intimated 
before, that, owing to the arduous duties of becoming acquainted with an already 
well-established and extensive system of industrial education, I was able to give 
the guidance feature of my office but slight attention. I am pleased to believe, 
however, that we have made a start in a most propitious manner. During the 
first term I gave a course in Vocational Guidance (under the management of 
the Extension Division of the University of California) to a body of about 
twenty teachers. Some of these teachers are among those who were already 
giving guidance in the Polytechnic High School, some were from the Industrial 
Department, and others were teachers employed in the Intermediate Schools. 

I want to take this opportunity to say = word in praise of the principals 
of our three Intermediate Schools, These three principals have co-operated in 
every possible way to bring about the success of such work in Vocational Guid- 
ance as we could undertake. Each one of these principals saw to it that several 
of his teachers became acquainted with the vocational guidance problem. 

‘This co-operation of the principals explains how it is that we were able to 
give vocational guidance fair start in each of the Intermediate Schools. Fur- 
ther progress of the vacational guidance work will largely depend upon our 
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Being able to put in the hands of the pupils books on the subject. It is for that 
reason that, at my suggestion, each of the Intermediate school principsls has 
asked for a set of copies of Gowin and Wheatley’s book entitled “Occupation,” 
that being the best book yet on the market, for our purpose. 

I trust that it will be possible for the Board of Education to supply during 
the coming year such stenographic and perhaps other help as will be necessary 
to put our plans concerning vocational guidance on the working basis which so 
important a phase of public school service justly deserves.

REPORT OF ETHAN ALLEN SCHOOL. 


On July 80, 1916, we opened our school with 55 boys. On that day we 
paroled 10 boys, On January 8, 1917, we paroled 16 boys. In addition to 
sending 10 boys to other schools, we allowed 14 to go to work. Of the paroled 
boys, 2 were compelled to return, the rest keeping up with the class work, in 
many cases being promoted during the term, advancing a grade or two. The 
Dboys sent to work have proven satisfactory and all have been able to advance 
in. the places we sent them. 

Our school work is ungraded, consisting of grades from the first to the 
eighth. We follow the regular course of study, slightly modified. In addition to 
the curriculum we have established rug weaving, brush making, cobbling, wicker 
furniture making, basketry, wood work, and gardening. Typing has been added 
to the school's work this term. 

Enough vegetables are raised to supply over # hundred boys with a luncheon 
daily. . 

During the regular vacation it has been our custom to send many of the 
Dboys berry picking under the guidance of the Boys and Girls Aid. Their in- 
dustry has enabled them to pay for the summer outing and given them a little 
money besides. The boys remaining in the city are looked after by » paid worker 
from the Juvenile Protective Association, She visits the homes at least four or 
five times during the vacation, getting a full account of conduct. This is kept 
on record, By this means we keep in touch with all the boys during the vacation, 
which, in my mind, is far more important than regular school time. Very few 
of our boys ever get in trouble during the vacation, 

We have « circulating library in connection with the school in order to 
cultivate a taste for good reading. We also have a Balopticon and Stereopticon 
for lectures on history and geography. A set of stenographs and stereoscopes 
has been added to the school. This is used for teaching geograph; 

The five showers and three bath tubs have helped much to secure habite of 
cleanliness, These are used dai

SAN FRANCISCO DAY SCHOOL FOR THE DEAF. 


July 14, 1917. 
The close of the sixteenth year of the Day School for the Deaf finds us 
with an attendance of thirty children and a teaching staff of four. 
‘The children have made good progress in their work during the year. Five 
left school within that time—two of them being large boys who have gone to

work, one large girl to remain at home and two small children, both semi-deaf, 
to enter schools for the hearing. 

Five new pupils have entered the school since last July, three of them par- 
tially deaf and coming from schools for the hearing in San Francisco, two others 
from the Berkeley School for the Deaf. 

At the close of the school in June Miss Zaletta M, Wood resigned to return 
to her home in Providence, R. I, and Mrs, Anita Church to teach in the Los 
Angeles Day School for the Deaf. Miss Geraldine De Bilva of the Ogden, Utah, 
school and Miss Claire Montgomery of the Los Angeles school were appointed to 
fill the vacancies, 

Besides the regular school-work the older boys received instruction, once a 
week, in Manual Training at the Adams School, the older girls instruction in 
cooking at the Crocker School and in sewing under the supervision of their 
regular teacher. A sewing machine was added to our other school equipment 
this year. 

‘At Christmas time members of the California Club very kindly subscribed 
five dollars toward providing » Christmas tree for this department, 

‘A vacant school-room was placed at our disposal in January which gives us 
‘® sufficient number of rooms for the present number of children and teachers.

REPORT OF SPECIAL CLASSES FOR SUBNORMALS. 


In July, 1916, there were three classes for the training of subnormal and 
retarded children, Two of these classes were in the Ungraded Primary School 
‘and one in the Buena Vista School. In September, 1916, the fourth class was 
opened in the Fairmount School and a trained teacher placed in charge. 

During the year seventy-eight children have been enrolled in these classes. 
Of this number sixty-five were boys and thirteen were girls, 

‘These children are given the academic work they are capable of receiving 
and are trained along manual and industrial lines, A large variety of hand 
work is given. The children assist in caring for the rooms and grounds and 
are given much practical assistance in personal cleanliness. In woodwork 
classes the boys make simple articles for home and school use and girls assist 
in making curtains and in the making and mending of their own clothing. Some 
of the boys also sew well. 

‘The shacks at Ungraded Primary School are being torn down and a build- 
ing espjecially designed for this line of work is being built. This will enable 
us to care for the children of this type in the district where there are many 
overcrowded schools and where the removal of the subnormal ehild is not only 
of great help to, himself, but also a wonderful relief to the normal children and 
teachers.

Dear Sir: Pursuant to your instructions, I submit the following report 
concerning the operations of the Department of Physical Education, Athletics, 
Social and Lecture Centers for the school year ended June 80, 1917. 

Physical Education in Elementary Schools: The time allotted to physical 
education in the elementary schools was twenty minutes per day, divided as 
follows: Five minutes each morning for corrective gymnastics (setting up drill), 
and seven minutes each afternoon for general gymnastics, followed by eight min- 
utes of free play in the school yard. All gymnastic exercises were arranged in » 
progressive order with reference to time and the age and capability of pupils, 
‘The method employed in setting forth and applying gymnastic exercises was this: 
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(1) Lessons were prepared and printed on small cards for each grade. The 
lesson cards thus prepared were placed in the hands of classroom teachers who 
instructed the pupils. 

(2) Classroom teachers were instructed and guided in the application of the 
lessons by « staff of four District Supervisors of Phyalcal Education, each of 
whom served a district of the city containing twenty to twenty-five schools. 

(8) Posture illustrations printed on cards twenty-two by twenty-eight inches 
were placed in each classroom. These illustrations set forth in striking manner 
the correct positions for pupils to take in standing and sitting. ‘Thus, the “picture 
method” was employed to overcome faulty postures and to teach the correct car- 
tinge of the body at all times. 

(4) A booklet of twenty-nine pages and twenty-one illustrations, entitled 
“Guide to the Plan of Physical Education in the Elementary Schools” was pre- 
pared and placed in the hands of principals and teachers. The purpose of the 
Guide was to furnish teachers with a convenient reference text concerning the 
nature, scope and technique of physical education as applied to the conditions 
under which they were expected to work. 

The plan of physical education in the elementary schools thus set forth w: 
centered upon three objectives: (1) health education; (2) the development of 
organic vigor by means of selected exercises; (8) the maintenance of good posture 
fan aid to health, grace of movement and economy of effort. 

Athletics in Elementary Schools: Interschool athletics were conducted on a 
Verge scale for boys in the upper grades in the grammar schools. The list of 
events and the number of participants set forth below will convey some idea of 
the extent and nature of this phase of our physical education work. 

Annual Championship Swimming Meet, September 28, at Sutro Baths—400 

boys participating. 

Annual Championship Field Meet, October 7th, at Southside Playground— 

400 boys participating. 

Annual Novice Field Meet, November 8rd, at Southside Playground—425 

doys participating. 

Annual Basketball Tournament, October 2nd to December 8th. Games con- 

ducted on various public playgrounds—75 teams participating. 

Annual Soccor Football Tournament, January and February. Games con- 

ducted on various public playgrounds—26 teams participating. 

Annual Baseball Tournament, March, April and May. Games conducted in 

public parks and playgrounds—67 teams participating. 

Annual Championship Track Meet, April 28th, at Golden Gate Park Stadium 

—450 boys participating. 

Annual Novice Track Meet, May 17th, at Golden Gate Stadium—480 boys 

participating. 


‘The various schools involved in the above athletic schedule were supplied 
with basketballs, baseballs, bats, masks, gloves, footballs, and other necessary 
implements of games. Simple, inexpensive badges were awarded for individual 
excellence in the athletic contests, Team prizes in the form of allver cups, ban- 
ners and placques were supplied by individuals and business firms who made their 
contributions through the Public Schools Athletic League, an organization of 
business and professional men who voluntarily co-operate with the Board of Edu- 
cation in promoting athletics amor school boys, Since the ineeption of the 
Public School Athletic League work, the Board of Education has employed one 
man to supervise it. He arranges the programs, conducts the mests and tourna 
ments, keeps the records and advises with principals and teachers. During the 
year under consideration, a teacher im each of forty schools volunteered to serve 
for slight extra pay ($5.00 per month for ten months) as ‘Teacher in Charge of 
Athletics.” The duties of these teachers were outlined as follows: 
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“‘Each teacher or principal who volunteers to take the athletic league work 
will receive $5.00 per month, effective September to June, inclusive. Teachers 
who aceept pay for conducting the P. 8. A. L. work will be expected to 

Post all P. 8. A. L. notices that come to the school. 

Select and enter boys in the various P. 8. A. L. events. 

Seo that entry blanks are properly handled in all detail. 

Accompany teams to all games and events of the P. 8, A. L. 

Assume responsibility for the discipline of individuals and teams in all 

P. 8. A. L. events. 

Be responsible for supplies and implements issued to the school for athletic 

work. 

Carry out the instructions of the Supervisor of Athletios..” 


This arrangement has not only been helpful to the Supervisor of Athletics, 
but it has resulted in a better quality of athletic achievement in all of the schools 
involved. ‘The sims of our athletic league work have been— 

(1) To supplement the formal physical exercises of the classroom with « 
type of physical education work designed to encourage self-expression and give 
soul satisfaction to the more active boys. 

« (2) To occupy the after achool hours of boys with a constructive interest and 
occupation, 

(8) To encourage good sportsmanship. 

(4) To develop « robust body and a courageous spirit. 

Physical Education and Athletics in High Schools: The year under consid- 
eration marks the first time that effort has been made to incorporate a scheme 
of physical education in the high schools. Heretofore, the Girls’ High School only 
pecial teacher of physical education who has endeavored to carry out 
a systematic plan of physical education. The other four high schools have merely 
had competitive athletics promoted by the students and supervised by regular 
teachers who gave extra time to this subject for alight extra pay. This year, the 
Board appointed special teachers of physical education and athletics in each of 
the high schools, These teachers were started in thelr work under the following 
instructions:

The object of this action by the Board is to center the responsibility and 
leadership in all matters of physical education and athletics in each of the high 
schools in one man for the boys, and one woman for the girls, 

The Directors of Physical .Education and Athletics will become members of 
the faculty in their respective schools. They will be subordinate to the Principal 
and subject to all of his rules and regulations for the guidance of the faculty. 

The Director of the Department of Physical Education, Athletics, Social and 
Lecture Centers, will aid the principal in establishing and carrying forward the 
work of physical education and athletics. He will be responsible for all technical 
procedure and the supervision of the methods, systems and practices of the Di- 
rectors of Physical Education and Athletics, 

The general plan of procedure will be extensive, rather than intensive, ath- 
letics; i. e., methods and practices which will center time and effort upon the 
mass of students, rather than upon the coaching of ‘first teams, 

The Directors of Physical Education and Athletics will welcome voluntary 
assistance of other members of the faculty in coaching and supervising teams 
for intersehool cont ‘The work of volunteers must, however, harmonize with 
the plans and the aims of the Directors of Physical Education and Athletics who, 
alone, will be held responsible to the Principal and the Department. 

The Directors of Physical Education and Athletics will at once address 
themselves to carrying out the following sims, The extent to which some of the 
aims may be carried out will depend upon the physical facilities at hand and the 
measure of co-operation accorded the Directors of Physical Education and Ath- 
leties by the Principal and the members of the faculty... 

















AIMS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PHYSICAL EDUCATION AND 
ATHLETIC IN HIGH SCHOOLS. 


I—PHYSICAL AIMS: 


‘The development of organic vigor through muscular exercises and the estab- 
lishment of habits which lead to systematic physical exercise. 


By means of 
Organized and directed play in the building or in the school yard. 
Systematic classes in gymnastics in the building or in the school yard. 
Folk, gymnastic, aesthetic and social dancing as a part of a gymnastic course 
or as an unrelated exercise.

Insistence upon the application of the laws of hygiene in exercise, bathing, 
dress and training. 

Medical examination of heart, lungs and nervous 
participate in events which call for a 
edurance. 

Note: As soon as feasible, these physical aims should be guaranteed to the 

student by certain required work for freshmen and sophomores, and by elective 
participation for juniors and seniors.

II—SOCIAL AND ETHICAL AIMS: 


‘The awakening and development of social ideals and good conduct. Not to 
be attained by mere preachment, but through the experiences of the student, sup- 
plemented by the interpretations of the Director, the Principal and members of 
the faculty who observe students in their play exercises, 


By means of: 


Participating in the ‘school spirit’ engendered by athletic contests.—Loyalty. 

Taking defeat gracefully and victory modestly—Self-control. 

Giving the ‘square deal’ to team mates and adversaries alike—Good sports- 
manship. 

Accepting the ruling of officials without ‘crabbing’—Respect for Authority. 

Working together and subordinating self interests for common interests, as 
in team play.—The Essence of Good Citizenship. 

Avoiding the use of profane and obscene language. Attention to proper 
dress upon the athletic field, in the gymnasium and about the school. 
Proper language and conduct in the presence of the opposite set, espec- 
ially at school dances and athletic functions. Guarding against slouchy, 
slovenly, tough expressions of any character—Good Manners. 

‘Traini faithful, painstaking effort when upon the athletic field, and 
avoidance of tobacco, liquor, Iate nights and weak companions when off 
of the athletic field—Moral Stamina.

Very: satisfactory progress has been made in the high schools in every phase 
of the physical education work. Competitive athletics among the boys were placed 
under # controlling influence that has resulted in better discipline and « higher 
degree of good sportemanship. Athletics for girls were promoted and regulated 
in a manner to safeguard the health and social well being of all who participated. 
One unique feature of the work among girls has been the provision of « class in 
swimming once each week. Several hundred girls have been taught the most 
approved methods of swimming and life saving. 

Social and Lecture Centers: The department has endeavored to meet the 
public demand for the establishment of neighborhood centers in public school 
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buildings. The following announcement was issued for the guidance of all 
concerned, 


“RULES FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT AND OPERATION OF NEIGHBOR- 
HOOD CENTERS IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOL BUILDINGS OF 
SAN FRANCISCO, 
‘The Board of Education will grant and promote, through its Department of 
Physical Education, Athletics, Social and Lecture Centers, the use of school build- 
ings for evening neighborhood centers of the following character: 


A-—Social Centers—for the purpose of conducting neighborhood rallies, en- 
tertainments, clubs, ete, for any moral purpose, except political or re- 
ligious propaganda. 

B—Lecture Centere—for the purpose of conducting lectures, discussions or 
debates upon any subject free from political or religious propaganda. 

C—Music Centers—for the purpose of promoting neighborhood choruses or 
other musical interests’ of the people. 


Note: The term ‘Social Center’ is here used to denote an inclusive n 
Dorhood center. The social center may, therefore, include both lecture and music 
centers, as well as many other interests and activities. 








By ‘political or religious propaganda’ is not meant broad and liberal treat- 
ment of the civic and ethical questions of the day. The bar is against partis: 
or factional politics and the promotion, criticism or giving offense to any religious 
faith or organization, 

When neighborhood centers are established, the Board of Education will 
provide the following for each center: 





One employe of the Board of Education to serve 
manager of the center. 

Necessary janitorial service. 

Light and beat. 

‘A certain amount of equipment, repairs and supplies required for given 
activities. 

Motion picture service in social centers once each month. 

Stereopticon and operator in lecture centers. 

Piano in music centers. 

All other items of expense in the operation of a neighborhood center must 

be met by the patrons of the center.

Club dues and admission fees may be collected and expended under the 
following rules: 

(1) Each club or anit group in the center must select a chairman or presi- 
dent and a secretary-treasurer, who will be responsible not only to the group they 
represent, but equally responsible to the manager of the center. 

(2) Dues or admission fees collected by any club or unit group of the center 
must be immediately deposited with the manager of the center. Deposit and re- 
ceipt books must be used to ingure accuracy and clear records involving alt 
collections, deposits and disbursements. 

(8) The sale of tickets for any entertainment must be conducted only at the 
entrance door at the time of the entertainment, Outside sale or huckstering of 
tickets will not be permitted. 

(4) All money derived from club dues or entertainments must be invested 
in the further equipment or operation of the center. 

(5) Admission fees to any form of entertainment must not be greater than 
25e per person. 
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GENERAL RULES. 


‘The regular closing time for evening centers shall not be later than 10 
o'clock, The extended time for special functions shall not be later than 11 o'clock. 

Children shall not be admitted to evening centers unless accompanied by 
adults. 


‘The activities of the evening centers must be confined to those parts and 
facilities of the building that have been assigned for evening center use. 

Smoking in or about the building will not be permitted. Spitting upon 
floors and other offenaive acts will not be tolerated. Patrons of evening centers 
must be thoughtful of the rights and safeguards of children to whom must be 
guaranteed a sanitary, orderly and well kept school plant. 

‘There must be strict adherence to all regulations imposed from time to time 
by the manager of the center. The manager will exercise advisory control and 
ultimate authority in all matters of operation.”

‘The work of the Department of Physical Education, Athletics, Soclal and 
‘Lecture Centers has been maintained under » segregated budget amounting to a 
total of $25,400. This amount has covered all items of expense, including sal 
ries, supplies, equipment, and even permanent improvements to school property 
incident to carrying out the various phases of the work of the department. The 
accomplishment in the light of the amount of money expended and the meager 
equipment at hand to facilitate the work has been very substantial. The success 
of the work of the department has, however, been due primarily to the hearty 
and sympathetic support of the Superintendent, the Deputy Superintendents, the 
members of the Board of Education, and to the generous co-operation of the 
principals and teachers throughout the School Department,

‘Mrs, Hasel Harrison, Edna Daniels, Gertrude Van Soosten. Inquested July 
11, 1916, 

Death due to burns received in a fire at 945 Golden Gate avenue, on the night 
of July 4th, at about 8 o'clock, started in the boiler room from a bundle of papers 
which from some unknown cause caught fire in close proximity to inflammable 
material which permitted the rapid spread of flames. 

‘We further find the boiler room was not fireproof, in direct violation of the 
law. ‘The door leading from the boiler room to the stairway of the house was off 
its hinges, which created an additional draft, allowing « more rapid spread of the 
flames, in fact a veritable death trap. 

According to testimony of employees of the Board of Works no permits had 
been applied for in order to make alterations in said boiler room after construction 
of building which was completed in 1906. 

It is further our opinion that the extent of the fire was largely contributed to 
by Mr, Shaw, the caretaker, who was evidently under the influence of liquor and 
evinced a decided lack of judgment in putting out the fire when first discovered. 
Likewise in his lack of duty in notifying the occupants of the building. 

We recommend that a Board of Fire Prevention Commission be appointed 
by the authorities having that power to study the subject of fire prevention and 
they render to the Board of Supervisors complete sets of ordinances governing 
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fire prevention: also to inquire into the need of s permanent fire prevention 
bureau as an adjunct of the San Francisco Fire Department, its organization and 
rules governing its powers and duties. 

‘We recommend that fire gongs be placed in advantageous positions to give a 
general alarm throughout all apartments, hotels, and lodging houses; that the 
fire department have printed instructions sufficiently large to call attention in all 
apartments, hotels and lodging houses, designating the nearest fire alarm box and 
also simple instructions to follow until the arrival of the fire department. 

We further recommend to the Honorable Mayor of the City and County of 
San Francisco and to the Honorable Board of Supervisors of the City and 
County of San Francisco that a member of each district of the fire department be 
assigned to investigate, survey and inspect all hotels, apartment houses and all 
public buildings in which persons board, lodge or otherwise congregate, except in 
private residences which do possess a fire heating system or steam heating system 
and note and report that sll requirements of the existing law be complied with 
and observed; otherwise the above mentioned structures be rendered and claimed 
unfit for occupancy until the faults have been corrected. For the present that » 
fireman in each district be assigned to inspect and survey and file a report on 
all the above mentioned structures at certain stipulated intervals not to exceed 120 
days and to present the report to the District Fire Chief or other party in 
authority. 

‘We recommend that the Fire Department be given its due recognition and 
appreciation for their rapid response to the alarm and their effective and heroic 
‘work that they displayed in the saving of life and limb. 

Samuel Greenburg, Mihran Zahrigian. Inquested August 2 and 7, 1916. 

That the said deceased came to his death from the explosion of an oxygen 
tank while on the premises of the California Artistic Metal and Wire Company, 
849 Seventh Street, and that sald tank contained oxygen and hydrogen ges in a 
dangerous mixture and that said tank of oxygen was manufactured and supplied 
by the Metal Weld Co.. » corporation responsible for the explosion causing ssid 
deaths, and that they were criminally careless in not properly conducting thelr 
business of manufacturing and selling oxygen. 

We further find that Harry Cole, an employee of the Hotel Weld Company, 
corporation, was guilty of contributory negligence in delegating work requiring 
tecnical knowledge to two unskilled assistants, thra lack of knowledge, improp- 
erly connected the wires conducting the electric current to the cella used in the 
manufacture of the oxygen, thereby reversing the poles with the consequent dis- 
arrangement of the system, which resulted in the mixing of these cases in ex- 
plosive combinations. 

‘We further find that test of the gases was ma 
intervals, 

‘We therefore recommend that oxygen and hydrogen and other dangerous 
kanes shall be officially tested in their commercial containers and certified to be- 
fore being offered for sale and we respectfully call the attention of the Industrial 
Accident Commission to this recommendation. 

Irving A. Morris. Inquested August 1, 1916. 

Deceased was accidentally drowned in a swimming pool in Golden Gate 
Park near the Stadium. We recommend that proper life saving apparatus be 
installed and an attendant be appointed to guard this pool. 

Helen Vinzent. Tnquested August 12, 1916. 

‘We the jury find the cause of death was purely accidental, following the 
administration of an anaesthetic and was due to acute dilation of heart, com- 

















at irregular and infrequent 
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plicated by status lymphaticus and that we completely exonerate Dr. U. G. Bart- 
Jett from all blame in relation to her death. 

As representatives of the medical and dental profession we deem it our duty 
to call the attention of the general public to the real dangers of general and local 
anaesthetics (ether, gas, chloroform, cocaine, etc.) and since these dangers are 
minimised in trained hands we recommend that the proper authorities enact a law 
requiring that whenever an anaesthetic is necessary it be given by a properly 
trained and qualified anaesthetist. 


Vincenzo Della Cells, Inquested October 15, 1916. 

That said death was caused by an injury due to fall of sidewalk elevator 
which turned over. We further find that the accident was due to faulty con- 
struction of elevator, and lack of safety appliances. We therefore recommend 
more rigid and compulsory inspection by properly constituted authorities of such 
elevators and the proper enforcement of the installation of such safety devices. 








Mary Formoe. Inquested October 17, 1916. 

‘That Mary Mormoe came to her death from carbon monoxide poisoning from 
earbon monoxide gas generated by an instantaneous heater installed without per- 
mit from the Board of Public Works. Said heater, contrary to the rules of the 
Board of Public Works was further installed without being ‘properly vented. 
Said porch was entirely enclosed and was without independent inlet for air— 
three violations of the law. We recommend the entire matter to the attention of 
the Board of Public Works for such action as they deem necessary and fit. 
‘We further call to their attention that the records of the Coroner's office show 
this to have been the sixth death in two years evidently due to unvented heaters. 


Miss Clara Sherman. Inquested November 10, 1916. 

‘That death was accidental, due to falling thra skylight. We recommend that 
& building law or ordinance be passed properly protecting all akylights by wire 
screen or wire glass, 

George Eaton. Inquested September 11, 1916. 

‘That sald death was accidental, due to being strack by a moving automobile. 

We hereby recommend that the traffic squad be directed to the dangerous 
traffic conditions existing in the neighborhood of the Bohemian and Olympic 
Clubs on Post Street, due to the fact of the great number of juveniles and adults 
crossing back and forth in front of said club buildings. We recommend that 
vehicular and pedestrian traffic be specially regulated in front of and in proximity 
to these buildings.

John Walker. Inquested September 21, 1916. 

Said death was the result of an accident due to being struck by an automobile. 

‘We, the jury, having heard the evidence in this case, also in two other 
automobile accidents at this sitting, desire as a result of our observation and 
‘experience to make the following comment and recommendation. 

‘That the time has arrived when the pedestrian traffic must be regulated. 
‘That it should be made a misdemeanor for the pedestrian to cross the street 
‘except at rogular street intersections or at crossings designated by the authorities 
at reasonable marked points between regular crossings. 

‘That ordinances be framed regulating the conditions under which vebicles 
shall approach crossings while occupied by pedestrians, the conditions for right 
of way and rules for passing—these regulations to cover all sections of the city. 
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We recommend that policemen visit the scene of automobile accidents as soon 
as possible and gather all evidence that may be obtained at the place of sccident. 
That the machine or machines be taken in charge by the police and held pending 
trial. 

‘We, the jury, wish to call special attention to the following: That in the 
majority of cases accidents involving pedestrians could have been averted by the 
pedestrian himself following the simple safety rule, “Stop, Look, Listen,” yet in 
almost every case, notwithstanding major fault on the part of the pedestrian, had 
the driver exercised every care the accident could not have happened. 

We believe that where persons are either injured or killed in vehicular acci- 
dents, whether directly blamable or not, punishment should be meted out by hav- 
ing the machine placed in the custody of the police and the driver not permitted 
to drive his or any other machine for period to be determined by a magistrate. 

‘That to obtain the best results one police magistrate hear all automobile cases. 

‘We recommend the above measures for cases not approaching the degree of 
actual criminal carelessness, believing that Coroner's juries and police judges, on 
account of humane feelings, dislike to class drivers in the accidents as criminals 
or to recommend jail sentences. 

Wo believe that a wholesale deprival of the use of machines and the sus- 
ending of licenses for periods to suit the case would have a wholesome effect in 
minimizing the appalling and growing list of casualties in automobile accidents, 


F. Niimura, Inquested October 8, 1916, 

‘That death resulted trom carelessness of the officers of the ship in not fol- 
lowing the instructions given by the U. 8. Quarantine officers. 

‘We recommend that, if this form of fumigation is continued in use, it shall 
be done under the complete supervision of Federal officers duly qualified and that 
instructions and directions for such fumigation shall be furnished to officers ar- 
riving at this port in English and the language of the nation under whose flag 
the vessel sails,

‘William Thompson. Inquested October 11, 1916. 

Baid deceased came to his death from natural causes superinduced by 
excessive alcoholism. It would appear from the testimony that little or no care 
was exercised in ascertaining his physical condition and his fitness to undergo 
the sentence imposed. The jury, therefore, recommends that in all such cases the 
District Attorney should present to the judge s certificate from the City Physician 
showing that the prisoner is physically able to undergo the sentence of the Court.

Alfred T. Veghte, Inquested February 14, 1917. 

‘That said deceased came to his death by accidental carbon monoxide poison- 
ing caused by an unvented ‘We recommend that a retro-active ordinance 
be enacted to compel the proper venting of all gas water heaters. 

‘We further recommend that a thorough canvass of the City be made by the 
Police and Fire Departments in order to ascertain the locations of all unvented 
gas water heaters,

Issac Thexton, Inquested March 5, 1917. 
‘That deceased came to his death thru loss of blood brought on by his having 
put his left leg through a glass partition, severing an artery, while in a state of 
delirium tremens. 
The jury recommends that proper equipment be provided at the Isolation 
Hospital for handling obstreperous persons, ss it is evident that had this man's 
legs been shackled he could not have caused this accident, 
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Michael Gallagher, Lovis Fonseca, Joseph Santi. Inquested March 8, 1917. 

Death was due to an explosion of dynamite caused by = delayed shot, appar- 
ently due to a defective fuse. The jury recommends for the prevention of similar 
accidents that the Industrial Accident Commission formulate rules for the handling 
of explosives in tunnels, quarries, and other similar work not covered by rules 
for mines. That Section B of rules for mines be made more specific and that 
they be made to require a better check on the counting of shots than they at 
present require. 

It is further recommended that in cases of missed shots one competent man 
be delegated to make a thorough examination before the balance of crew is per- 
mitted to approach the places where the explosives have been placed. 


Jacobus Kramer. Inquested November 17, 1916. 

‘Met his death by cyanide poisoning. We find that this was largely due to 
the carelessness of the Quarantine Officials. We recommend that officials take 
more precautions and that the department be supplied with a life saving apparatus 
(oxygen, pulmoters). We further recommend that this department awaken and 
modernize itaelf,

Erik Fosberg. Inquested December 29, 1916, 

Said deceased committed suicide while temporarily insane—jumped from 
the window at Lane Hospital. We recommend that the hospital authorities of 
San Francisco be more careful in the examination and admission of cases into 
the hospitals so that the possibly insane will not be placed in wards or private 
rooms, the windows and exits of which are not properly protected. We further 
recommend most strongly the establishment of a psychopathic hospital for the 
treatment and temporary detention of the mildly inane.

FIRE HYDRANTS. 


During the past year 110 low pressure hydrants were taken out and dis- 
continued and fifty-nine new hydrants installed. Fourteen old-style hydrants were 
replaced by new 5-inch, making a total of 4,379 hydrants now in service for which 
‘s monthly water rental of $2.50 is pald, as against 4,430 hydrants in the pre- 
vious year. 

In addition to the above there are also the following hydrants available for 
fire protection se Municipal Water Works hydrants in the Visitacion Valley 
and University Mound districts, twenty-four; Olympia Salt Water Co., twenty- 
nine; attached to mains in Golden Gate Park, eight; permanent suction from 
Golden Gate Park two, making total of 4,440 hydrants available for fire service 
irrespective of the high pressure water system hydrants, 

In addition to the above hydrants, which, with the exceptions noted, are 
connected to the mains of the Spring Valley Water Company, there are now 905 
hydrants connected to the mains of the high pressure water system, which is 
municipally maintained and operated. These figures represent an increase of 
sixteen hydrants over the preceding year, making a total of 5,345 hydrants in all 
thet are available for fire service, The high pressure water system as now {n- 
stalled consists of 385,839 feet or 73.08 miles of pipe ranging in size from 10 to 
20 inches in diameter, which is an increase of approximately 4,000 feet over that 
of the previous year. 





























DEPARTMENT STABLES. 


There are at present 243 horses in the department, which is a decrease in 
number of sixty-four from what the department possessed at this time last year. 
This is due to the installation of additional motor apparatus during the year. 
‘This number of horses includes five that have been condemned and placed on 
pasture and twenty horses that have been condemned and waiting to be finally 
disposed of, as well as those that are used for relief and other purposes. Fifty: 
seven horaex were condemned during the year, of which twelve were sold at public 
auction and forty-five transferred to other departments of the municipality. Seven 
horses died during the year of various diseases and one condemned horse died on 
pasture, 472 cases of sickness and injuries amongst the horses were treated by 
the Department Veterinarian during the year and with the exception of ten that 
are now under trentment the horses are all in good health. Seven horses died 
from various causes during the year. 





BUILDING INSPECTION. 


During the past yeur 12,187 inspections of buildings were made from time 
to time by the officers of the department and wherever violations of the building 
Jaw, fire ordinances or defects in construction were found to exist the proper steps 
were tuken to have the same remedied. Of the inspections made 361 were of 
public or private school buildings and 4,486 were of theatres, halls, hospitals, etc, 
‘The remaining inspections consisted of hotels, apartment and lodging houses, pri- 
vate residences, factories, atores, etc.

EXTENSION TO MUNICIPAL WATER PLANT. 


I would recommend the following extensions to the Municipal Water plant in 
Visitacion Valley, the 8-inch pipe to be used for the same to be supplied from 
the stock of such pipe belonging to the high pressure system now stored at the 
pipe yard: 

Fight-inch pipe in Leland avenue from the pumping plant to San Bruno ave. 

Fight-inch pipe in San Bruno avenue from Leland to Railroad avenue. 

Eight-inch pipe in Railroad avenue from San Bruno to Key avenue. 

Eight-inch pipe in Key avenue from Railrond avenue to Jennings street. 

Eight-inch pipe in Jennings street from Key to Hollister avenue. 

Eight-inch pipe in Hollister avenue from Jennings to Griffiths street. 
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STREET WATER CISTERNS. 

I recommend the installation of at least fifty additional street water cisterns 
for fire protection purposes, to be located in such sections of the city as are not 
now covered by the mains of the Spring Valley Water Company or the high prea 
sure water system. 

In this connection I would advocate the conversion of the excavation in 
Howard street at its intersection with Tenth atreet, which was formerly used 
by the street railroad company, into a cistern of 800,000 to 900,000 gallons 
capacity. This would be accomplished at a comparatively small expense. 


EXTENSIONS AND NEW RESERVOIRS IN THE OUTLYING DISTRICTS. 

In order to afford additional water for fire protection purposes in outlying 
districts that sre practically without much protection at present, I again renew 
my recommendation in this respect as follows: 

‘That in the Oceanside district, south of Golden Gate Park, » connection be 
made with the pipe system from the pumps supplying Lake Metson in said Park 
by running a 12-inch main from the same through the Park to connect to the 
cistern installed at Forty-seventh avenue and Judah street, and thence running 
through interesecting streets to Forty-ninth avenue and Pacheco street. By this 
means the cistern could be more rapidly filled when required, Hydrants could 
be connected to this main at desirable points, which, after their installation, 
could be maintained without additional cost to the city. 

For the protection of that portion of the Sunset and Richmond districts 
which are now lacking in water supply I would recommend that a reservoir of 
5,000,000 gallons capacity be constructed at a suitable elevation in the Sunset 
District to supply the higher levels in that and the Richmond District and that 
suitable mains be laid to cover that entire district and crossing the Park into 
the Richmond District. ‘The water to supply this area could be piped from the 
Clarendon Heights reservoir. If this were accomplished the serious problem of 
Providing sufficient water for fire protection purposes in that portion of the city 
‘would be overcome, as the entire Sunset and a portion of the Richmond District 
would have an ample water supply sufficient for all purposes. 

I would also suggest that a 12-inch pipe connection be made with the reser 
voir in Golden Gate Park at Grove and Stanyan streets and that hydrants be 
connected thereto at Stanyan and Fulton streets, as the Spring Valley Company's 
pressure is very low in that particular location. 

In the district west of Thirty-second avenue and along Geary street I would 
recommend that reservoir of 3,000,000 gallons capacity be constructed in 
Lincoln Park, to be supplied from the ten-inch main which the Park Commission 
hes installed in Thirty-ninth avenue from Golden Gate Park to Lincoln Park. 
The water to supply this reservoir could be obtained from the Murphy windmill 
in Golden Gate Park. If this arrangement could be carried out » salt water 
supply could be obtained by the city ranning a main from the Olympic Balt 
‘Water Company's main in Geary street to the reservoir and having the water 
pumped thereto. Mains from the reservoir could be extended along Lake and 
Clement streets, thus insuring @ sufficient supply and adequate pressure of water 
for fire protection purposes in the west Richmond District. Hydrants could be 
installed at available points along the lines of these mains. 

I would also recommend that pipe connections be made to the large water 
k in the Mission Park at Nineteenth and Angelica streets, which would make 
thia great amount of water available for fire protection in case of necessity. 

















EXTENSIONS TO THE FIRE LIMITS. 


I recommend that the present fire limits of the City and County be extended 
to embrace the following boundaries: From Powell and Sacramento streets 
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along Sacramento to Jones street, thence along Jones street to California street, 
‘thence along California street to point midway between Van Ness avenue and 
Franklin street; thence southerly and parallel with Van Ness avenue to Golden 
Gate avenue; thence westerly along Golden Gate avenue to Franklin street; 
thence along Franklin street to Fell street. 

Also that new fire limit districts be created so as to embrace the business 
districts of Fillmore street and the business district of Mission street a far south 
as Twenty-fourth street. 





“FIRE PROOF ROOFING LIMITS. 


I would also recommend that the boundaries of the fire proof roofing limits 
be extended so as to embrace the district bounded as follows: Lyon street from 
the Bay to the southern boundaries of the Presidio; thence along the Presidio 
wall to Fourth avenue; thence along Fourth avenue to Fulton street; thence 
along Fulton street to Stanyan street; thence along Stanyan street to Seventeenth 
street; thence along Seventeenth street to Douglas street to Army street; thence 
along Army street to the Bay. 


FIRE ALARM BOXES. 


I again renew my recommendation for the installation of at least five hun- 
dred additional fire alarm boxes of the keyless door type in different parte of the 
ty and also that the Department of Electricity take steps as soon as possible 
to place its entire wire system underground, This would insure greater safety to 
the system and less danger of wire trouble to the lines. 








STREET CROSSING SIGNALS. 


I recommend the extension of the district in which is operated the street 
signal gong system warning traffic to cease upon the approach of fire apparatus 
while responding to alarms of fire. This system is now in successful operation 
on Market street from Second to Sixth street, and I favor the extension of the 
same from First to Ninth on Market street, also on Montgomery and Kearny 
streets from Market to California, Grant avenue from Market to Bush, Stockton 
street from Market to Post, Powell street from Market to Post and on First, 
Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth and Sixth streets from Market to Howard. 


ELECTROLYSIS OF HIGH PRESSURE MAINS. 


I again call attention ot the urgent necessity of provisions being made to 
Prevent the water mains of this system from being endangered by reason of 
electrolytic conditions which may exist in different portions of the city where 
aid mains are laid. A thorough inspection should be made with a view to ascer- 
taining to what extent said mains have been affected by reason thereof. It is my 
opinion that if something is not done in this matter it will eventually result in 
serious damage, not alone to the pipe lines but to the streets and possibly to 
private property through the flooding of basements in the mercantile districts, 
where such a condition is most likely to occur. This condition has been found 
to exist in the pipes of the Union Hollywood Water Co. of Los Angeles County, 
due to escaping currents from the electric railway companies. I would therefore 
recommend that steps be taken to have an appropriation made for the purpose 
of conducting an investigation of the high pressure mains for the possible exist- 
ence of electrolytic conditions. It is my understanding that the local public 
service companies recognise the importance of taking steps to prevent electrolysis 
and maintain departments for carrying on investigations continuously. 
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FIRE PREVENTION BUREAU. 


I again urge the necessity of establishing a Bureau of Fire Prevention in 
connection with the department. The objects of this Bureau would be to minimize 
‘8 much as possible the causes and conditions that are chiefly responsible for the 
cecurrence of fires and the safeguarding of the inmates of buildings, etc, by 
seeing that all fire ordinances and ordinances pertaining to fire escapes, exits, 
are strictly observed. This Bureau should be under the immediate super- 
vision of one of the officers of the department, to whom all reports of violations 
of the fire ordinances should be -referred for proper action. To properly carry 
out the work of this Burean will necessitate the inspection of all buildings in 
their respective districts by the Assistant Chiefs, Battalion Chiefs and Captains 
and Lieutenants of companies. Diagrams or drawing should be made of all large 
mercantile and manufacturing establishments, showing the location of all exits 
fire escapes, stairways, elevator shafts, hose reels, stand pipes, ete. 

In order to make such a burcau effective and to obtain satisfactory results 
it will be necessary that an Ordinance be enacted giving it the power to condemn 
buildings which constitute fire menace and to compel the abatement of dan- 
gerous conditions that may exist. In connection with this matter I wish to call 
attention to the Globe Hotel and Metropolitan Lodging House fires, where lives 
were lost, where extremely hazardous conditions existed, due to the lack of proper 
fire prevention measures. If such a bureau had been in existence, with the 
necessary jurisdiction such conditions would not have prevailed and the loss of 
many lives probably averted. 

Bureaus of a similar nature have been in operation for some time in many 
of the larger eastern cities and from reports received have proved valuable ad- 
juncts to the fire departments thereof. I therefore earnestly recommend that 
immediate steps be taken for the organization of such a bureau in this depart- 
ment and the enactment of proper ordinances governing the same as I feel conf- 
dent that better conditions from a fire prevention point of view will result 
therefrom. 




















PRECAUTIONARY WAR MEASURES. 


Extra precautionary measures by reason of the war now pending in safe- 
E government property and close co-operation with the Federal authorities 
in this matter should be observed by the department and better fire protection, 
by the installation of a new truck company in the immediate vicinity of the Union 
Tron Works, which is now engaged in government work should be effected as 
soon as possible. 











CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion I desire to extend my sincere thanks to your Honorable Board 
for the active and untiring interest always manifested by you in matters pertaining 
to the efficiency and advancement of the department, and I also desire to express 
my thanks and appreciation to the officers and members of the department for 
the commendable manner in which they have performed their required dutics 
during the past year. 

To his Honor, the Mayor, the heads of the different departments of the 
municipality, the Chief of Police and the members of his force, Fire Marshal 
Towe and Superintendent Comstock of the Underwriters Fire Patrol, Chief 
Kempston of the Department of Electricity I also desire to extend thanks in 
appreciation of the valuable assistance they have rendered this department when- 
jer the opportunity presented itself.

FOREWORD. 


Comment upon the facts contained in the accompanying report of Chief 
Adult Probation Officer Wm. H. Nicoll is almost superflous. The report and the 
statistics accompanying it, for the first time in the history of this work gathered 
together in comprehensive form for public perusal and study, speak for them- 
selves. They indicate far more plainly than reams of comment the practical 
value of Probation to the community, from the economic as well as from the 
sociological 

It in sufficient to say in a foreword to such a report that adult probation 
has amply justified itself. It rebabilitates the individual; it reunites and helps 
to keep together the family; it reimburses the merchant and business man for 
losses by petty peculations and small thefts as well as for damage maliciously 
caused to property; it procures work for men who fall into the hands of the 
police, but who have no crime charged against them, and who therefore do not 
fall legally within the purview of the Adult Probation Department, and it saves 
to the taxpayers of the city and county of San Francisco the expenditure of 
thousands of dollars yearly in the support of prisoners by making men who 
would otherwise be added to the prison population self-supporting and self- 
respecting. 
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‘That is what adult probation has done for the individual and for the com- 
munity, Surely that is sufficient showing for its justification. It is worthy of 
note that of the 8,579 persons admitted to probation since January, 1910, only 
per cent, have violated their probation and have had to be committed 





The recently constituted Women's Court, conducted under the direction of 
the Police Judges of San Francisco, with the assistance of the Adult Probation 
Department, is another indication of the advanced work that is being done in 
this state and of the problems that confront the authorities of a large city. 

‘The recommendations of the Chief Probation Officer as to the medical exami- 
nation of all prisoners and for better and more enlightened treatment of drink 
and drug users are worthy of careful consideration. No person should be ad- 
mitted to any prison without being first given a thorough psychopathic examina- 
tion, in order that his mental and physical condition may be known to the Judge 
before whom he appears for hearing or trial. Upon the facts shown by these 
reports the Judge and Probation Officer can be guided in the granting of and 
making recommendations for probation. 

‘A socio-economic activity that redeems the individual, conserves family 
relations, protects women and children, finds employment for the jobless. and 
lessens the tax burden upon the community, is one that merits the greatest in- 
terest and the heartiest support both from the municipal officisls charged with 
the duty of providing money for the carrying on of such activities and from the 
people in whose interest those activities are maintained. 

In the belief that what is herein set forth will add to the public knowledge 
and awaken public interest in the work“of the Adult Probation Department, this 
first report is respectfully submitted.

Report for the year 1917. 


To the Honorable Judges of the Superior Court, and the Judges of the Police 
Court of the City and County of San Francisco, Californi 





Gentlemen :— 

In submitting, for the year 1917, this report of the Adult Probation Depart- 
ment, it is the purpose of this Department to show to you and to the public at 
large the practical results accomplished through the granting of Probation. 

The Adult Probation System has been in operation in the City and County 
of San Francisco for eight years. While the work is still in the experimental 
stage, good and lasting results have been obtained through giving to men and to 
women the opportunity of redeeming themselves from mistakes made by them. 

The Adult Probation work was originally established and conducted by the 
present Adult Probation Officer as a department of the Juvenile Court and under 
its direction. It early became apparent, however, that the work should be entirely 
separated from the children's department. 

Jn 1917, the legislature of California amended section 1203 of the Penal 
Code, so as to separate Adult from Juvenile Probation and created a separate 
Adult Probation Department under the direction and control of the Judges of 
the Superior Court assigned to the trial of criminal cases. 

An Adult Probation Board was created by the same statute and the Depart- 
ment is now operating under its supervision, and under the direction of Adult 
Probation Officer Wm. H. Nicholl, who originally inaugurated and conducted 
the work. 
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NUMBER OF PROBATIONERS. 


From January 1, 1910, to and including December 31, 1917, a period of 
eight years, probation has been granted to 3.579 persons. If these persons had 
been sentenced to prison and served but one year, it would have cost the tax- 
payers for their care and maintenance, at 50 cents per diem, the sum of 
$653,167.50. 

Instead, said number of probationers earned, at the rate of $50 per month 
(which is a small wage), the sum of $2,147,400. 

This shows a great financial gain to the public; but the greatest and the best 
gain of all is the rehabilitation of the individual, who instead of having the 
atigma of ex-convict, has redeemed himself and has saved, in many cases, the 
innocent wife and children the slurs and the knowledge that the husband and 
father was known as a convict. 








COLLECTIONS FROM PROBATIONERS. 


There has been collected from probationers from January 1, 1910, to De- 
cember 81, 1917, for the care of children and reimbursing merchants, the sum 
of $188,708.37 (in years as follows):

‘The above figures show the yearly increase in the sums of money collected. 


‘This is the first time in the history of Adult Probation work in the state of 
California that any attempt has been made to furnish statistics relative to the work 
accomplished in the Superior and Police Courts: Statistics giving information of 
men and women offenders against the law—the charges, the various ages, nation- 
ali religious affiliations, occupations, and civil conditions. 
other statistics relating to the work, will be found in the appendices to this report. 


VIOLATIONS OF PROBATION. 


Since January, 1910, to December 31, 1917, 224 persons have violated the 
terms of their probation, and were sentenced as follows: State Prison, 168; 
County Jail, 40; School of Industry, 16; making a grand total of 224; showing 
that about six per cent have failed to taken advantage of the chance of redemption. 

There are some minor violations, such as failing to report; drinking and not 
working. Probstioners who offend in this manner are brought into court and 
reprimanded by the Judges; this class amounts to about two per cent. Also, we 
have about two per cent of probationers who after reporting for a few months 
disappear and we lose track of them, although every effort is made to locate them. 


EMPLOYMENT. 


For probationers, and prisoners under arrest and confined in the City Prison 
and the County Jail, released only under order of the judge, to go to work: 
Special attention hae been given this phase of work by the Adult Probation De- 
partment. 

During the year 1917, employment was secured for 112 probationers; work 
‘was found for 986 prisoners from the Police Court, City Prison, and those paroled 
from the County Jail—also for 90 outsiders who had no connection with probation 
‘or with the courts, and without any cost to the individual as to employment fee, 
‘or transportation to place of employment, a total of 1,188 persons. 

‘The lowest wage is $75 per month, and a number are earning $5.50 per day; 
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the money earned by those released from the courts, the City Prison, and the 
County Jail, and the 90 outsiders, has not been included in the yearly wage 
report. 


CO-OPERATION. 


Through the kindness and co-operation of various railroads and steamship 
companies, eleven people were sent, without cost, to their homes throughout the 
United States—people who were destitute, and whose friends or relatives in other 
states were unable to help furnish transportation. 


PREVENTIVE WORK AND UNOFFICIAL PROBATION. 


It is interesting to note the possibilities of the Adult Probation Department 
with regard to preventive measures and unofficial probation. 

During the year complaints made to the Adult Probation Department by wives 
against husbands, parents against sons and daughters, husbands against wives, 
children against parents, etc., have been adjusted: 186 cases, and none of these 
passed through the courts. This will show what can be done through friendly 
advice and guidance, without resort to Inw. 

We have 57 probationers who have enlisted, or been taken in the draft and 
who are in the war, doing their part. Some are in the trenches. One who w: 
wounded three times returned to the United States, has lectured on conditions 
“over there,” and has returned to the trenches. If these men had been imprisoned, 
their services would have been lost to the country, whereas they now have the 
chance to get a clean record and to blot out any indiscretion they committed in 
the past. 


RESIDENT PHYSICIAN—CITY PRISON. 


A movement has been inaugurated by the Adult Probation Board that a 
resident physician be installed in the City Prison, so that all persons who have 
Deen arrested shall have a mental and a physical examination, and a written re- 
port of said examination filed with the court, so that the judge will have a com- 
plete report ax to any defects, which will place the judge in closer touch with the 
with the prisoner when he appears for sentence, and the judge will be better able 
to give due consideration to any request from the prisoner for leniency. It will 
also help the Probation Officer in his recommendation to the court. 























DRINK AND DRUG USERS. 


Something should be done, and must be done, to relieve the repeated arrests 
of the drink and drug users. Many men and women are arrested a number of 
times during the year, and are sentenced to from ten days to six months. Some 
lasting treatment should be given this class of offenders. If ther had a con- 
tagious disease every attention would be given them. They would be given clean 
beds, clean linen, @ physician, a nurse and everything necessary for their recovery. 
But the drink and drug users are gi ion, At the present time 
the only place they can be sent for treatment is the State Insane Hospital 

While it is the law, they are not wanted by the officials at the hospital, 
they annoy and worry the mildly insane patients. Some place should be set apart 
for their trertment. ‘The judges have done everything possible as far as they can 
to relieve and to atop the use of drink and drugs by imprisonment in the City 
Prison and the County Jail. This does not cure—it is only a temporary arrest of 
conditions. 


WOMEN'S COURT AND ITS RESULTS. 


On December 1, 1916, a Women's Court was inaugurated by the Police 
Judges of this City and Counts, consisting of Judges T. I. Fitspatrick, Matthew I. 
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Brady, John J. Sullivan and Morris Oppenheim. Judge Sullivan opened the court 
the first week, and the balance of the month Judges Fitzpatrick, Brady and Oppen-- 
heim, each presided for one week, 

Since January 1, 1917, the judges alternated, each holding the court session 
for one month. There have passed through the four (4) Departments of the 
Police Court (Women's Court), from December 1, 1916, to December 31, 1917, 
6,060 women defendants. 

The Police Judges have had a large number of other cases on their calendar 
besides the women defendants each month while holding the session of the 
‘Women's Court, and no figuren can be given as we are dealing in this report only 
with women defendants. 

From September ist of this year the judges of the Police Courts decided to 
hold on a reserve calendar cases of all women defendants sent to the hospital for 
medical treatment, so that in case of rearrest of any of the defendants, a term in 
the County Jail would be given to exch offender. 

Since the inception of the Women's Court, which was practically due to the 
efforts and work of the various Women's Clubs of San Francisco, who have com- 
bined and are known as the City Federation of Women’s Clubs, representatives from 
those various organizations have attended every session of the court, and by their 
presence have aided the judges in various problems as to the unfortunates who 
come before the court; that the Department knows this is a movement in the right 
direction and has come to stay, and a great deal of good has been accomplished. 
A number of cases that have passed through the court have been followed up by 
the ladies representing these organizations. Positions have been secured, em- 
ployers talked with and salaries increased, and a number of girls have been sent 
to their homes in near-by towns: and various other things done for the betterment 
of those who have passed through the court. It has eliminated from the courtroom 
all males, except those actually engaged or connected in the cases before the court, 
such as witnesses or prosecutors of women defendants, 

Before the establishment of the Women's Court, the women were tried in the 
various departments of the Police Court, and were subject to annoyances by 
“hangers-on” or people who had nothing to do but to attend the different sessions 
of the Police Court and who seem to have no visible means of support, and in 
some cases the women were followed up and various demands were made of them. 
If nothing else has been accomplished, this is worth the establishment of the 
court. The judges cannot be too highly commended for the humane manner in 
which they have disposed of the cases. 

The Adult Probation Department has always been represented at every session 
of the said Women's Court by a Woman Probation Officer, who has rendered good 
services to the judges and also to the unfortunate women who have been placed 
in the charge of the Adult Probation Officer. 


























CARE AND MAINTENACE OF CHILDREN. 


There is still another class of work that is done by the Police Court judges, 
that of the cases of failure to provide for care of minor children, where thousands 
of dollars yearly are collected from recreant fathers, who through neglect of 
family are arrested. In about nincty-seven per cent of these cases, drink is the 
cause, and through the efforts of the judges and the probation officer the man is 
compelled to stop the use of drink and contribute to the support of the child, 
and in many cases families are brought together who have been separated.

Exchange of South Beach Lands and Land at Foot of Van 
Ness Avenue. 


On June 2, 1918, the Recreation League of San Francisco filed with the 
Board of Supervisors # communication requesting @ heating in the matter of 
the acquisition by the City of the certain lands vested in the Southern Pacific 
Company and other owners, lying at the foot of Van Ness Avenue for purposes 
of an aquatic park. 

Tt was proposed to exchange the lands owned by the City and known as 
South Beach Blocks Nos. 53, 54 and j¥1, dedicated by the Legislature of the 
State to be exclusively used for railroad terminals, and which were under lease 
to the Southern Pacific Company and used for such railroad terminals. 

‘The proposition was referred to the Lands and Tunnels Committee of the 
Board of Suyervisors for consideration, and numerous meetings were held. 

Petitions were filed by many civic organizations and prominent public- 
spirited citizens, favoring the acquisiton of an aquatic park, and the proposition 
for exchange of the lands. Those of record comprised the Juvenile Protective 
Association, Ariel Rowing Club, North Beach Promotion Association, Dolphin 
Swimming and Boating Club, Corinthian Yacht Club, South End Rowing Club, 
Pacific Association of the Amateur Athletic Union, Vittoria Colonna Club, Pacifie 
Association of Amateur Oaramen, and Major General Bell of the Army Depart- 
ment, located at Fort Mason, 

‘The question as to the authority vested in the Board of Supervisors to direct 
the exchange of lands was considered and in accordance with Journal Resolution 
No. 1762 of the Board of Supervisors, an opinion was obtained from the City 
Attorney, advising that the Board of Supervisors had the power and authority of 
proceeding in the manner prescribed in the Legislative Act of March 24, 1903, 
to exchange the lands in interest.

Your Board of Arbitrators, one arbitrator, Mr. Louis Mooser, pointed by 
Resolution No, 13227 (New Series) adopted by ssid Board of Supervisors on the 
7th of August, 1916, and which said Resolution took effect without the approval 
ot the Mayor of said City and County, in accordance with the provisions of Sec: 
tion 16, Chapter I, Article 11 of the Charter of the City and County of San 
Francisco, the other Mr. Hugh M. Webster, appointed by the Southern Pacific 
Company, and the third, Mr. Frank L. Von Rhein, by said Louis H. Mooser and 
said Hugh M. Webster, arbitrators aforesaid, begs leave to report as follows 

‘That acting under anc accordance with the terms of Resolution No. 12956 
(New Series) adopted by the Board of Supervisors on the 22nd day of May, 
1916, which said resolution took effect without th proval of the Mayor of the 
said City and County in accordance with the provisions of Section 16, Chapter I, 
Article II of the Charter of the City and County of San Francisco, a copy of 
which resolution, together with a copy of Resolution No, 13227 (New Series) is 
hereto attached and made a part hereof. 

Your Board of Arbitrators met on or about the 20th day of August, 1916, 
at which meeting it was decided by said Board that a visit be made to South 
Beach Blocks Nos, 53 and 54, designated as ‘'Market Place’’ and Potrero Nuevo 
Block No. 381, designated as ‘‘Produce Exchange’’ for the purpose of arriving 
at a valuation of said property. 

Many meetings were held without your Board agreeing upon a valuation of 
these properties, It was then suggested that a visit be made to the properties 
of the Southern Pacific Company at the end of Van Ness avenue and an effort 
be made to arrive at the valuation of the same. 

After repeated visits to the last named lands a number of sessions were held 
by your Board in an endeavor to agree upon a valuation of the lands embraced 
in the proposed exchange.

An action, numbered 8064, was instituted in the Superior Court by Wm. 
‘Miller vs. James Rolph, Jr., as Mayor of the City and County of San Francisco, 
et al, on the 12th day of March, 1917, for an injunction restraining and en- 
joining the defendants from making, signing, executing or delivering any deed 
transferring the interest of the City and County in and to South Beach Blocks 
Nos. 58 and 54 to the Southern Pacific Company. 

The action was defended by the City Attorney, and on March 31, 1917, 
Judge J. M. Seawell rendered an opinion, in substance: 

“That there was no pretense that the proceedings of the Board of Super- 
visors did not comply with the Act of 1903, and if that be constitutional it 
follows that the Board of Supervisors have » perfect legal right to do what they 
propose to do; and for reasons given, the order to show cause was discharged 
and the demurrer sustained, 

Deeds to the lands vested in the Southern Pacific Company and those 
‘owned by the City and County of San Francisco and more specifically described 
therein, were exchanged and recorded in the office of the County Recorder, in 
Liber of Deeds Nos. 1036, page 212, Sept. 8, 1917; No. 1012, page 394, Sept. 
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8, 1917: No. 1037, page 139, Sept. 8, 1917, and No. 1034, page 147, Sept. 8, 
1917. 

‘The sum of $392,073.30 in cash was also paid by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany to the City and County of San Francisco as an amount in difference of 
the value of the lands exchanged, and the said sum was deposited in the treasury 
of the City and County. 


Summary of Municipal Events 


The following events of public interest took place during the year. 

Dedication of Academy of Sciences—Located in Golden Gate Park, occurred 
on September 22, 1916, The event was recorded in’ the Municipal Record for 
this year at page 297, 

Naval Base—Various conferences and investigations to determine the avail- 
ability of Hunters Point as a site for # United States naval base were held 
the latter part of 1916. A report on this subject was published in the 
al Record Jan, 18, 1917, at page 29. 

Charter Amendments—A number of charter amendments were voted on 
an election held on November 7, 1916, The result was published in the Muni 
pal Record, Nov. 9, page 853. 

Auditorium Organ—The public dedication of this wonderful musical instra- 
ment occurred on Sunday, April 8, 1917. A dereription of the organ was pub- 
lished in the Municipal Record of April 12, page 117. 

Skyline Boulevard—A movement to construct a highway along the crest 
of the Santa Cruz mountains, southerly from San Francisco, was inaugurated 
early in 1917. A preliminary report of the project was published in the Munici- 
pal Record June 7, 1917, page 192. 

Twin Peaks Tunnel—This project was completed in July, 1917, and the 

. event was celebrated by » gathering at the westerly portal on July 15: 
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
